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Introduction 


Work began on my family history in 2004 when it was realised we didn’t know very much about the 
ancestors. While researching them a wider interest grew in the different branches of my Allis family from 
Lincolnshire, England. Later, information on apparently unconnected families in Lincolnshire was also 
collected in the hope these would eventually show some links and this led to looking at the whole country. 


This book is an attempt to formalise some of the information collected and outline the family groups that 
originated from Lincolnshire. The initial target for this work was my family and so some basic background 
information has been added as an aid to general understanding, but it may be of use to other Allis 
researchers. 

There are few real stories to tell so this is a fairly bare-bones genealogy occasionally supplemented by 
information gleaned from newspapers, and some personal memories. 


Every attempt has been made to ensure accurate recording of records. Many parish registers have been 
viewed and mostly the transcriptions of these registers are mine although they have been, where possible, 
compared with other transcripts. 


It should be noted that this is a work-in-progress as it can never really be finished. With such a work there 
is rarely a good time to publish, so this is the research as of early 2020. It is believed that all of the larger 
family groups have been found but a number of individuals remain who cannot be fitted into the family 
trees due to lack of information, or where they may fit into more than one tree. John, William, Elizabeth 
and Mary were unfortunately used so frequently... 


Organisation 


This book starts with a discussion on the surname, its possible origins and its distribution over the country. 
This is followed by some references to early documents found, wills, an analysis of the 1851 census, and 
some general notes on Lincolnshire. 

Early Allis families from Nettleham are outlined before starting on the descendants of William and Jane for 
which a documented path has been established and which also happens to be my direct paternal family 
line. This is followed by details of the family lines in a journal form which have been generated from the 
database software used (The Master Genealogist). 

The final sections are of other Allis and Alliss families in Lincolnshire with a suggested connection to link 
them all back to origins at Nettleham. 

People who are alive at the time of writing have been excluded.

General notes 


In this book the places are all in England unless otherwise noted. As some places have different spelling 
variations (e.g. Scothern and Scothorne are the same village) the spelling of places in Lincolnshire has been 
taken from the LFHS Gazetteer of historic Lincolnshire. 


From the present date back to 1837 when civil registration was first introduced, births, marriages and 
deaths are indexed by year and quarter (ending March, June, September, and December), registration 
district (which can cover quite a wide area and go over county boundaries), volume number and a page or 
entry number. This is how index entries are shown in the following pages and is the information needed to 
obtain a certificate for that event from the GRO. 

Before 1837 parish church registers were the source for baptisms, marriages, and burials (instead of births, 
marriages and deaths). Sometimes birth dates were shown when baptisms were recorded but no dates of 
death have been seen in the burial records, although it is assumed that burial would be no more than a few 
days after death. A great many church registers survive, although in varying states of readability, and the 
majority of historic Church of England records have been deposited at county archives where they may be 
viewed. The parishes also sent a copy of the registers each year to the diocesan registry and these are 
known as the bishops transcripts (BT's). Sometimes these survive where the original parish registers do not, 
and they sometimes have different information recorded (and indeed, different spellings). 

Church records, often with images of the parish registers, are now appearing on-line at data providers like 
Ancestry and Find my Past. 

Non-Anglican church records are not so readily available and are a cause of some vital records being 
missed. 


Within the time period of these family records a change of calender took place, so it is of importance when 
looking further back in the parish registers to note that while the Julian calender was in use the year ran 
from the 25th March (Lady day) to the 24th March. Hence March was also considered the first month of 
the year. The current Gregorian calender was introduced in England in 1752 when the year ran from the 
1st January as it does today. To make the adjustments the year of 1751 began on the 25th March and ended 
on the 31st December, and also for another calender adjustment the 2nd of September 1752 was followed 
by 14th September to lose 11 days. This brought us into line with other countries using the same calender. 
The Gregorian calender was first introduced in Catholic countries in 1582 while Protestant countries 
adopted it at varying later times (Scotland in 1600) and so to clarify some records "double-dating" was 
used between 1st January and the 24th March where it may be written as, for example, 1st February 
1680/81 (where the year in current terms is 1681). Some records are also transcribed like this to ensure that 
the year of the event is clear in the current calender. It is a source of errors in some transcriptions of 
records. 


Units of land measurement are given in acres, roods, and perches where there are 4 roods to an acre and 40 
perches to a rood. A perch was about 30 square yards in area. They are abbreviated as a.r.p in some 
documents. In earlier times, at least until about 1700 in Lincolnshire, units of oxgangs were used (as seen in 
the rental books for William Allis in 1676 where he rents a cottage and an oxgang of land for 8 shillings per 
year). This was a variable measure of land area depending on the quality of the soil but was typically 
between 10 to 18 acres. It was also known as a bovate in other parts of the country.

Census dates 
The census in England and Wales was started in 1801 but tended only to count people without naming 


them. The first census to specifically list names in each household was in 1841 and the first to show the 
place of birth for each person was the next one in 1851. 

In some sections of this book only the year of the census is given to reduce the number of sources in the 
end notes. There are now several on-line record providers that have indexed census returns and so most 
are not hard to find in order to view the original image without needing a full reference. From 1841 to the 
last available census in 1911, the dates on which they were taken are given below.

As a census substitute there is also the 1939 register which shows the names of people at an address with 
date of birth and occupation, but has the names of people still living blanked out. 


The Allis surname 


Surname origins 


Before the Normans arrived hereditary surnames were not used in this country, at least for the commoner. 
Personal and nicknames were used and these could change over time. Surnames appear to have been 
introduced mainly for record keeping of land ownership among the titled families and were not 
established for the majority until around the fourteenth and fifteenth century’. 

The Allis surname is believed to have originated in France, although some say it has Germanic origins 
before that. Allis is not a name associated with an occupation but may originate from a personal name or a 
place in Normandy - Alisay has been suggested. 

As it is a reasonably unusual surname it was initially wondered if it had a single point of origin in this 
country but as more research has been done this does not appear to be the case. 


Spelling 


In the past, the spelling of a name was quite variable as it was often written down as it was heard, and was 
certainly not as rigid as it is today. The writing ability of the parish clerks could also be rather variable 
(from beautiful script to truly terrible scrawl with spelling ability to match), hence in parish registers and 
other documents the name has been seen to be Allis, Alliss, Allice, Alles, Allise, Alys, Allys, Alysse, 
Alleyes, Alice, and in one proven case Arlis although this is a separate family name. Therefore a different 
spelling in early documents should not be taken as a different family. Indeed spellings for the same family 
name can be seen to vary in different parts of a longer document such as a will. 

A check of the name using Nominex (a software programme to suggest alternative spellings for British 
surnames) gives 220 surname variants down to an "85% match" based on the settings within the software. 
Some of them do look fairly unlikely, and some have not been seriously considered in the past - such as 
Allies or Ollis. 

The Oxford Dictionary of names’ suggests the following spelling variants: Alliss, Alis, Allies, Alais, Allish, 
Hallis, Allix, Allez, Alles. 

An Allix family settled in Lincolnshire around the Grantham area but is completely separate from the 
other Lincolnshire Allis families. Allix is said to have Huguenot origins and is believed to be a French 
variant of Allis. 


In early documents the name was most frequently Alys or sometimes Alis or Ales. 

From the mid-19th century onwards, when spelling did become more regular, Alliss is seen to be a more 
common spelling in the south of Lincolnshire around Boston and the fens, while Allis is more common in 
the rest of the county. 

Outside of Lincolnshire, Allis was used extensively in Gloucestershire, Hertfordshire, Essex, Wales and 
Ireland, while Alliss was adopted by the Kent families.

Entries in surname books 

A number of surname books have been searched for information on the origins of the Allis surname but it 
is included in relatively few. 

Some modern experts on surname origins regard some of these books as being riddled with errors or false 
assumptions and so some caution must be exercised in using them. No opinion can be offered one way or 
another, so some entries from books are given and some observations made. 

The name is not mentioned in the well regarded work of H B Guppy (1891) on "Homes of Family Names". 


In the "Patronymica Britannica"? 


of 1860 there is an entry for Alison (referencing William Alis), but not for 
Allis. For "Ellis" he copies (as do some other books) from the earlier book “Notices of the Ellises of 
England”: 

"Ellis has for the most part been formed from the scripture name Elias, which does not occur as an A-Sax. name, but 
which was in use in France as early as the days of Charlemagne, as a baptismal designation, and afterwards gave 
name to several families of Elie. Elias, though uncommon now as a Christian name, was not so in the early Norman 
reigns, and indeed it had become hereditary at the time of the Norm. Conq., in the form of Alis. William Alis, 
mentioned in Domesd. and by Ordericus Vitalis, was progenitor of the Ellises of Kiddal, co. York, and Stoneacre, co. 
Kent, from whom sprang Sir Archibald Ellys, a crusader temp. Richard I., who is said to have originated the cross 
and crescents so common to the Ellis coat-armour. Ellis in later times, both in Wales and England, became a common 
personal name, and consequently there are in both countries many families of distinct origin. See ' Notices of the 
Ellises,' Lond. 1857. and Peds. of Ellis and Fitz-Ellis in 'Topographer and Genealogist,' vol. tit. The principal forms 
of this name in the H.R. are Eleys, Elice, Elies, Elis, Elys ; and other proven variations are Alis, Halis, Elias, Helias, 
Ellys, Elies, Hellis, Hellys, Hilles, Helles, Hollys, Holys, Holles, Iles, Ilys, Eyles, and Eales. Of course several of these 
forms are etymologically traceable to other and very different sources. Ellison, Alison, and Fits-Ellis are also well- 
known surnames. Inf. W. S. Ellis, Esq." 


In the book referred to above’, by William Smith Ellis dated 1857 and with later supplements, he starts 
with William Alis mentioned in the Domesday book of 1086. From there however he deals almost 
exclusively with the Ellis name and gives little attention to Allis families in the country. He does however 
give a fairly extensive treatment to the origins of Sir William Alis (see section below). 


The more modern English surname series of books which are very detailed have no entries for Allis in the 
volumes found for Sussex, Oxfordshire, Leicestershire, Norfolk and Suffolk. 


There is some discussion over the crossover to Ellis. In his 1875 book on English Surnames,’ Bardsley gives 
an interesting point of view... 

"With regard to 'Alis' and ' Elis,' and 'Alison' and ' Elison,' recorded in the text, I may remind the reader that A 
and E were all but convertible letters with the Normans. One of their favourite female names, that of 'Aveline,' is 
found equally often as 'Eveline,' and in the form of 'Evelyn' it came down to the distinguished writer of the 
seventeenth century. ‘Arnold ' and 'Ernold,'' Americ ' and 'Emeric,' 'Amelia' and 'Emilia,' 'Anota and Enota,'and 
'Amelot' and 'Emelot' are but other instances in point." 


As Allis and Ellis may sound similar with the right accent the written name may have changed for some by 
simply being misheard by someone who was recording the names. A slight change of spelling may also be 
a result of not wanting to have a surname sounding like a female Christian name. 


The current Oxford Dictionary of family names simply describes it as a “relationship name from the 
Middle English female personal name Alis or Alice”.

Medieval and early modern families in England 


The surname Alys appears in many medieval and early modern documents and over a wide range of 
places in southern and central England. A list of those found is given below from the earliest until 1550. As 
more old documents become indexed it seems likely that more names will come to light.

In the years 1377, 1379 and 1381 a poll tax was taken which although far from complete has a great many 
surviving returns listing the names of the taxpayers. These have been transcribed in three volumes by 
Carolyn Fenwick’. Allowing the spellings Alys, Alis, Alays, Aleyse, Aleys, Aletz, Allise, Ayles the entries 
in the three volumes yielded: 1 family in Berkshire, 1 in Essex, 1 in Gloucestershire, a single man in 
Herefordshire, 4 families in Leicestershire, 1 family and two individuals in Norfolk, 1 family in 
Northamptonshire, 2 individuals in Somerset, 1 family in Sussex, 2 individuals in Warwickshire, 4 or 
perhaps 5 individuals in Wiltshire and 1 family in Yorkshire. 

Thus we have a total of about 32 people scattered over the country with Leicestershire (8 people), Norfolk 
(4 people) and Wiltshire (5 people) having the highest concentrations. 

It was noted that there were a number of people with no surname but who were the son or daughter of 
Alice (see bottom of previous page).

The list shows a light spread of people over a wide area of England up to the Midlands. By the 1520s there 
were Allis families in Lincolnshire both in Nettleham and further south in Heckington. 

In the last listed above of Nowell, Nicholas and his wife in 1544 this is a documented migration of a 
Norman family at sometime around the year 1500 as they give their nationality and are applying for 
denization. As other families with the same name may well have migrated here over time settling in 
different parts of the country, it does not seem unreasonable to suggest that even with a relatively small 
numbers of people having the Allis name they originate from different roots. 

A DNA study of different Allis lines would be of great value in proving this theory. 


Conclusions 

Taking all into account, the conclusion drawn so far is that the name has no single point of origin in this 
country. It is possible that a number of different Allis families have migrated from France or Germany over 
a long period of time. These may have been traders or those escaping religious persecution. 

A natural place of migration from France would be along the south coast, and indeed some families are 
seen between Kent and Dorset. It cannot be known what caused some people to move north to the 
Midlands. Perhaps some were in the wool trade where the best wool was grown in the Cotswolds 
followed in quality by Lincolnshire. Also Boston in Lincolnshire was a major trading port in medieval and 
later times. 

Another possibility is that locally recruited French soldiers in the English campaigns in Northern France 
during the 1300s and 1400s may have moved to England when the wars were over. The Duchy of 
Lancaster which was involved in the campaigns had land in Lincolnshire. 


A Note on William Alis of 1086 


William (Guillaume) Alis was the first known of the family name and was recorded in the Domesday book 
of 1086 as the tenant in chief at Ellatune, Hampshire (now Allington of which very little remains, located 
approximately 1/2 miles east of Southampton airport) and some suggest that he came over with the 
"Conqueror". 

William Smith Ellis in his book "Notices of the Ellises of England Scotland and Ireland" of 1857 and 1866 
shows a pedigree for William de Alis (page 291) along with a detailed description of the family, and states 
that the last of William's line at Allington was William Alis who had died by 1306. It should be noted that 
by his own admission there were a large number of assumptions made in the pedigree. 


There is considerable doubt about William Alis coming over with the Conqueror and taking part in the 
battle of Hastings. The names of these Normans are listed in a number of rolls which were compiled at 
some time removed from the battle of Hastings. These have been extensively researched® and only about 
15 names of the many are supported by other evidence. 

Alis appears in the Falaise roll of 1938 and the Dives roll of 1866 (as Guillaume Alis). He does not appear 
in earlier documents including the Battle Abbey Roll of the Auchinleck Manuscript (held by the national 
library of Scotland) which was believed to have been written around 1330 and contains 551 names. 
Therefore it is safer to assume he arrived in England sometime after the conquest and before 1086.

Other Topics 


Naming patterns of children 


Children were often given the names of their parents or grandparents and in some families the naming of 
children followed a pattern. There have been several articles written about naming patterns, and for 
example Angus Baxter in "In Search of Your British and Irish Roots" describes a pattern that was popular 
in England in the 1700-1875 period: 


The first son was named after the father's father 

The second son was named after the mother's father 

The third son was named after the father 

The fourth son was named after the father's eldest brother 

The first daughter after the mother's mother 

The second daughter after the father's mother 

The third daughter after the mother 

The fourth daughter after the mother's eldest sister 
It has been seen that although this may be the case in some families and in some parts of the country it was 
not universally applied. However it can be a guide. 


It has also been written that in some parts it was common to name children after their godparents, but this 
has not been seen, such that it can be verified, in the families here. 


Sometimes a surname of a mother or grandmother was used as a Christian name which could result in 
some unusual names being seen. Sellers Allis was an example, where his mother's maiden name was 
(Mary) Sellers. John Garratt Allis was another example where Garratt was his grandmother's maiden 
name. 

This naming pattern is obviously very useful for working out ancestral lines and was fairly common in 
Lincolnshire. 


Although not commonly done today, if a child died the same name was often used again for a later child, 
and this is frequently seen in the family trees included here. 
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Weather events 


As the livelihood of the families in Lincolnshire was almost all based on agriculture the weather was an 
important factor in their lives. Lincolnshire is in the drier half of the country but prone to cold winds from 
the east. 

There have been many times of poor harvests and in the age of subsistence farming these would have 
made life very difficult. Some weather records were looked at covering much of the time span of our 
family history. Although some are not specifically for Lincolnshire it is still a useful guide to conditions 
over the time period. Many events are taken from a web-site produced by Martin Rowley which is now 
unavailable directly but may be found in a web-archive’. Some of the more extreme conditions are listed 
below. 


From 1591 to 1597 there was a run of poor harvests and the 1590s was the coldest decade of the sixteenth 
century. 


In the seventeenth century the winter of 1607 was particularly severe with the river Thames freezing which 
happened again in 1621 and 1634. There were droughts in 1612 and again in 1614, while in 1636 there was 
a drought from March until September. 

The harvests of 1629 and 1630 were bad. Corn prices rocketed and rioting broke out in some parts of 
England. The problem was made worse in parts of Lincolnshire by an outbreak of the plague which is 
mentioned in the Alford parish registers, but it visited various towns at different times such as Louth in 
1631 and Boston in 1636. 

The summer of 1653 was described as being one of "great drought and excessive heat" across England. 
From December 1657 until March 1658 there was snow lying over most of the country and the winter was 
severe over much of northern Europe. In 1665 there was coastal flooding in Lincolnshire with a great many 
storms which did a lot of damage to shipping. 

From November 1665 to September 1666 the weather was very dry with the summer of 1666 being very 
hot which contributed the great fire of London which occurred in September of that year. 

The winters of 1676 to 1679 were severe as was 1680 when there was also a drought from Christmas 1680 
until June 1681. 

1683 saw an exceptionally cold winter and the Thames (and many other rivers) were frozen for about two 
months. 

In general between 1690 and 1699 the weather was poor and there were problems due to poor harvests and 
general food shortages. 


Moving into the eighteenth century the "Great Storm" passed across southern and central England on the 
26th and 27th November 1703 and caused great damage and loss of life. An almost contemporary account 
of the storm was written by Daniel Defoe. 
The winter of 1708 was severe over much of western Europe and in England there was deep snow that 
lasted for weeks. The parish register for Old Bolingbroke in Lincolnshire has some notes on the weather”: 
"A remarkable storm in Christmas 1708/9 in which it snew twelve days together almost incessantly. 
Feby. 1st, 1714/15 was a remarkable storm which according to common report blew down some thousands of 
houses in ys [this] kingdom. Few houses that stood escaped being stripped by this violent storm. And also 
blew the water out of the mote by the castle into the marketplace. 
Christmas 1715/16 we had a very great snow almost as great an one as had been known in ye memory of 
man and with a violent frost of about ten weeks duration : in this storm several persons perished upon the 
roads, two men were lost betwixt here and Boston in the Fenns.

The harvest of 1739 was a poor one due to cool and wet conditions. For a more unusual event there is an 
account of a waterspout being seen on Deeping Fen on the 7th May 1752.” 
In 1783 a volcanic eruption in Iceland reputedly caused poor weather across Europe. 


Moving into the nineteenth century, the winter of 1800 was severe and there was famine in parts of 
Lincolnshire. This caused many farmers to have wheat or sheep stolen." 

The year of 1816 was known as the year with no summer which appears to have been due to the volcanic 
eruption of Mount Tambora, in the East Indies in 1815 (Sumbawa island in modern-day Indonesia). 
Finally, 1852 and 1872 appear to have been the wettest years on record in England. 


In reviewing the parish records for the Allis families there is no close correlation between poor harvests 
and an increase in deaths except in the 1590s. 


Wages 


In looking at some of the inventory valuations and awards made in wills it can be hard to judge how 
wealthy a family was. In the times when inventories were made the value of livestock and crops was often 
of more value than household items. It is difficult to establish how much a farmer earned but cottagers 
with small holdings were ona similar level to agricultural labourers. Servants and agricultural labourers 
were among the lowest paid although within the general term of labourer there were a number of skilled 
jobs and some could have useful perks attached to increase the value. There were advertisements and 
articles in the newspapers at various times for these positions which gives some figures for Lincolnshire, 
which were higher than in the south of England but a little less than further north. 


1816, a junior female house servant at £3 per year. 

1825, husbandry servants £10 to £15 per year, while a headman would be about £20 and female 
servants £5 to £8 per year. 

1836, a police constable at Stamford on 12 shillings per week, or about £31 per year. 

1842 from the Stamford Mercury, a male general servant in a house at £6 per year. 

1846 in Lincolnshire, labourers at about 12s per week on average. 


It is assumed that the lower wages for house servants took account of their food and lodging. 


An article from 28 August 1846 in the Lincolnshire Chronicle, “The condition of the agricultural labourer”, 
compared average weekly wages with the price of corn, concluding that conditions for the labourer had 
got worse over the years. It showed a range of wages of between 8 to 15 shillings per week from 1804 to 
1843. The peak wages were only for two years (1812 and 1813) when the price of corn was very high. In 
general they were mainly around 10s per week over the 40 year period. 


At these levels a family was pretty much on the breadline and the whole family needed to work to make 
ends meet.”

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Emigration 


There were several Allis individuals or families who emigrated, mostly to the United States and Canada, 
with a few others to Australia and New Zealand. 

Throughout the 1800s there were periods of poor harvests and little work for labourers as witnessed by 
increased rural crime, where often thefts were simply to allow a family to eat. Charles Allis of Leake was 
imprisoned with hard labour for exactly that during 1851. 

Some emigration clubs were set up to help people move, and some American railway companies bought 
large tracts of land to sell to settlers. A publication by the Burlington and Missouri River Railroad 
Company from 1872, “How to go west”, gives some detail on how to get to various places and has the 
following note: 


“Homesteads and Pre-emptions in Nebraska and Kansas. 

i. What is a Homestead? 

It is an uncultivated farm given by the United States to any man or woman who lives on it and cultivates it for five 
years. The whole cost is $18.00 for 160 acres, and $4.00 of this is not payable for five years. Outside of the Railroad 
Limits, the size of a Homestead, free to any one, is 160 acres, within the Limits it is 80 acres, except to Soldiers who have 
served 90 days, who are allowed to take 160 acres in the Railroad Limits. 


ii.Who may become a Homesteader? 
Any man, or any woman — that is, any native of a legal age, and any foreigner who has declared his intention to become 
a citizen, which any immigrant may do on the very day that he lands in America. 


iii.How does one become a Homesteader? 

He goes to the United States Land Office, and has free access to maps showing all the vacant land in the region. Having 
chosen the land he thinks will suit, he goes and examines it, returns to the Land Office, makes an application for it on a 
form furnished him by the officer there, pay the fees for recording, (at most $14.00,) and is then master of the land he has 
chosen. All this business he can do — though not as well — through the Clerk of the County in which the land lies. The 
Homesteader must begin to occupy his land within six months after his application is put on record, and he may journey 
away from his land at will, if not absent more than half a year at once, and provided that he fixes his residence nowhere 
else. 


iv.Can a man become full owner of his farm sooner than at the end of five years? 

Yes. After six months residence, he can at any time purchase his land by paying the Government price, the highest of 
which is $2.50 per acre, and the lowest half that sum; and this is what is called Pre-emption. 

Homesteads now abound in Nebraska, and the building of railroads has caused thousands to pour in there during 1871, 
and the crowd will be larger in 1872. Kansas also has lands still open to Homesteaders, particularly on the Line of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe R. R.” 


This was also seen in a newspaper notice from Guernsey in the Channel Islands (The Star, 4 January 1872) 
referring to the Burlington railway company and quoting land prices at 12 shillings to £3 per acre for 
setting up an English colony, west of Lincoln (Nebraska). 

There was a similar booklet for land in lowa and Nebraska dating from 1877 from the Iowa Railway Land 
Company™, and there were probably more.

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The Leicester Mail (1* January 1870, page 8, “The far west”) had the following: 
“The circumstances which compel the emigrant to leave his native land have heretofore placed beyond his reach the 
means of starting to the golden region of the far west. Those who have succeeded in doing so can testify to the rapid 
prosperity which attends a system of true honest labour. Men of little capital have become wealthy in the far west, whilst 
others with larger sums have been beggared by speculation in the overpopulated eastern cities of the United States. The 
west is as totally different from the east of America, almost as much as the latter differs with our own country. The 
journey west, now one of only 20 days, in olden times, consumed months, and so it was a wonder indeed that any 
reached the west at all- To help emigration to the lands of Colorado, Kansas, and Minnesota. A combination of American 
Railway Companies now offer to European settlers their own land in Kansas, Colorado, and Minnesota granted them by 
Government at the market price at which they are offered to American settlers. Land speculators and middle men will be 
prevented from selling to the emigrant land at exorbitant prices, thus robbing him of capital he can so badly spare, and 
hindering the rapid occupation of the Railway Lands. And as the intending settler knows from the first with whom he is 
dealing, he will have confidence that these same railway companies are the direct gainers by their prosperity and are 
bound by self interest to deal fairly and liberally towards them. Reduced fares are offered to the farmer, mechanic, and 
working man from England and the continent of Europe, direct to their lands. A special agent will superintend their safe 
and speedy transit to the West, free of charge. Early in the coming year through tickets will be issued by the 
Pennsylvania Central Railroad Company, through their European Agency, where detailed information, tables of reduced 
fares, maps, pamphlets, &c, will be furnished on application to Gilead A. Smith, Bartholomew House, City, London. No 
lands will be sold in Europe, nor will any payment (except passage money) be demanded of the settler until he shall have 
seen, examined, and approved of his land. He can then buy, direct of the railway companies, at their land offices, payable 
by easy instalments extending over several years” 


A letter (previously published in “The Times” newspaper) in the Grantham journal of 21 August 1875 
“Emigration to Canada” by a stonecutter late of Birmingham, gives a rather less glowing account of 
emigration and of the promises of the land agents and clearly did not make his fortune in the new world 
and indeed did not care for the climate in Canada either. 


The Canadian government was offering free grants of 160 acres of prairie land in Manitoba and from 100 
to 200 acres of wood land in other parts of Canada (in 1873). 


The notices and talks given must have been enticing given the conditions in parts of Britain. 


Also from a newspaper in 1873 were notices of free and assisted emigration to New Zealand, and free 
emigration to Queensland, Australia for agricultural labourers and female domestic servants, with reduced 
fares for “mechanics and other eligible persons” 


Perhaps showing that there was considerable competition for emigrants, one note from the Boston 
Guardian in 1875 to agricultural labourers and female domestic servants gives the following helpful 
information: 
“Emigrants should remember that they can get to Canada in TEN or ELEVEN days, and if they do not like it can get back 
again in the same time at low rates; whereas the Australian Colonies are distant about 16,000 miles, and it is practically 
impossible for a poor emigrant to return from them. 
EDWARD JENKINS, Agent-General for Canada. Canada Government Buildings, King Street, Westminster, London.”

Name distribution 


A surname study in 2002 based on the 2001 census of England and Wales showed that there were 267 
people named Allis and a further 110 with Alliss® making it a fairly uncommon name. 

The census of 1881 records that there were 201 people with the Allis spelling, 6 with Allise, 50 with Alliss, 
32 with Allice, and 7 with Alyss, so the numbers have grown a little over the 120 intervening years. '° The 
numbers of people with a particular surname may not always be entirely accurate where it is dependant 
on the quality of transcriptions from a census, however the 1881 census is said to have a high degree of 
transcription accuracy. In other years the transcriptions have not been so accurate as shown by a detailed 
look at the 1851 census where the results are described below. 

There are 17 people shown in Cornwall from three family groups of tin miners. They are clearly shown as 
Allis in the census returns for 1881 but for other census years they appear to have been Ellis. Interestingly 
in the 1870 census of the USA (Pennsylvania) two miners are seen, both named John Allis and they give 
their country of birth as "Cornwall". 


The 1851 census of England and Wales 


A detailed survey was made of the 1851 census for England and Wales using search results from 
Ancestry.co.uk and findmypast.co.uk. This census was chosen as being the first with the place of birth to 
be given as well as actual ages (in 1841 some ages were rounded to the nearest 5 years). The names used 
and the number of reported occurrences were Allis (204), Alliss (54), Alless (6), Alles (101), Allice (52), and 
Alice (204) giving in total 621. 

Each census return image was viewed to check that the name was correctly recorded and this showed 
many transcription errors. Some were clearly wrong while many were subtle and quite understandable 
with the poor handwriting of some census enumerators. Some names which were difficult to determine 
were found and compared in the 1861 census which was sometimes clearer. Common errors were reading 
"Allen" as Alliss or in the case of "Alice" it was to interpret a second Christian name of Alice as a surname. 
There are probably a few mis-transcribed or mis-indexed Allis names that were not seen and hence are 
missing from this survey. 

The name counts were as follows, with the numbers reported in the 1881 census shown in brackets:

Giving an actual total for England and Wales of 285 persons. 
It is interesting to compare with the census 30 years later where only the spelling "Allies" looks like an 
anomaly.

19 were lodgers, and 29 were servants at their place of employment 


The spread over the country is quite wide and the numbers listed by county of residence are shown below.

Of these, four were born in Ireland and one in Scotland. 


This pattern is also seen in much earlier documents where although there were a few main groups, there 
was also a random spread of small family groups in a wider geographical area.

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Early Families in Lincolnshire 


The earliest family so far seen in Lincolnshire was Thomas Alys, LLB., clerk of the chapter of the cathedral 
church of Lincoln, who was inducted to the position in 1521 but died in 1522. He lived at Belton near 
Grantham at least during the period 1517-1522, and had a wife Dorothy and some unnamed children as 
shown in his will.” He was a friend or associate, linked by the church, to a Christopher Porter and was a 
witness to his will of 1517'*. Christopher was the rector of a church at Boughtonmalard [Boughton 
Malherbe] in Kent, although referring to the mother church at Lincoln in his will. 

Alexander Alys and Augustine Alys are seen in 1566 on an indenture for a property transaction with the 
Porter family at Belton’. These may have been children of Thomas. They were both gentlemen and clearly 
signed their names as Alys but later used Ellis. 


The first references to Nettleham are found in the common pleas for 1522 and 1526 with William Alys who 
was a husbandman”. Later, in 1537 John Alys, William Allys, Agnes Allys and Simon Allys are shown in 
Nettleham at a manorial court. 

In 1561 Richard Allys, a yeoman, is recorded while the earliest will seen for Nettleham is from 1566 for 
Agnes Allis, a widow. There are more details of the Nettleham families later. 

There was a presence in Welton (about 3 miles to the north of Nettleham) of perhaps two families who are 
seen in the parish registers between 1574 and 1632. The baptism entries in this time period were not found 
in the register although marriages and burials were. William Allis was buried in 1631 (his wife Agnes was 
buried two years before). A Robert Allis who died in 1619 was William’s brother as stated in Robert's will. 


A will for Roger Ales, a husbandman, of Glentworth (about ten miles north of Lincoln) in 1563 shows a 
family there. His son Phillip was his executor. An inventory and will from 1539 for Thomas Alys of 
Heckington shows a family in the south of the county although it appears that this family later used the 
name of Ellis. Two more wills, both in 1558, are for James and John Allis in Spilsby and Little Hale. Not far 
from there in 1566 was a marriage at East Kirkby, a village on the Spilsby to Toynton road. In 1563 there 
was a marriage in Grantham and in 1580 a christening in Fulbeck. In 1573 Richard Allis married in 
Skellingthorpe (just west of Lincoln). By the early 1600s we see events in Alford, Saleby, and Halton 
Holegate all for Richard Allys (most likely this is the same family), Coningsby and one or two other places. 


In 1641/2 the Protestation returns were taken. According to the LFHS transcriptions available on CD- 
ROM, the Lindsey and Holland parts of Lincolnshire were generally well covered and there are many 
surviving returns, but those for Kesteven have not. The oath was taken by all males and some females who 
were over the age of eighteen. The surviving returns show the following in Lincolnshire.

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It would certainly appear that some of the records for families in the east of the county have not survived 
but in general it shows a relatively few family groups in the whole of Lincolnshire. 


During the 18" century there was an expansion out of Nettleham with some moving to Markby near the 
coast, and then some years later back inland again to Panton, Wragby and Scothern. 


It should be noted that there are a few marriages, baptisms and burials that have been recorded for which 


no family lines can be discerned and these are not included in this work. 


By the time of the 1851 census in Lincolnshire for Allis the numbers have increased. 


And then the following with the Alliss spelling

Early Lincolnshire wills, administrations and inventories 


The British Record Society (BRS) has published lists of wills, administrations and inventories as has the 
Lincoln Record Society (LRS). The Lincolnshire Archives (LAO) has indexes alongside the LRS and BRS 
publications although their on-line catalogue only starts at 1700. 


Before 1858 probate was the responsibility of ecclesiastical courts, and wills could be proved at a variety of 
courts. The highest court covering Lincolnshire was the Prerogative Court of Canterbury (PCC) and these 
wills are held at the National Archives. For the Lincolnshire Allis families these are relatively few. 

Most of Lincolnshire was under the jurisdiction of the Lincoln Consistory Court (LCC) of the archdeaconry 
of Lincoln but some parishes came under the archdeaconry of Stow which at that time comprised the 
north-western quarter of Lincolnshire, containing the deaneries of Lawres (in which Nettleham is 


situated), Aslackhoe, Corringham, and Manlake. 


There were also other parishes (peculiars) that fell out of these jurisdictions and were administered by 


separate courts. 


There are separate lists for each of the courts and entries found for Lincolnshire prior to 1700 are listed 


below. 


A will was "proved" when probate was granted at some time after the testator's death. If no will was 
written and there was sufficient money or property left then their next of kin could be granted a letter of 


administration (or Admon) to allow it to be dispersed. 


An inventory was a list and valuation of the goods, chattels and money left by the deceased and was 


required until about 1782 although some were taken later than this. 


Following is a list of entries taken from the British Record Society publications for Allis and similar 
spelling (Aleys, Alice, Allies, Alys and Aelles) for Lincolnshire. 
These references are valid for obtaining copies, where still available, from the LAO, and a number have 


been obtained.

Lincolnshire 


Lincolnshire is the second largest county in the country after Yorkshire, and has a number of 
administrative divisions which are useful to know in finding records. It was, and still is, a largely 
agricultural county. The make-up is varied with the wolds, fens and coastal marshes. 


The population of Lincolnshire in 1831 was about 317,000” with only about 16% of those living in urban 
areas. The population of England at this time was about 12 million which was a large increase on the 1801 
population census which recorded about 7.7 million people. 

By 1971 the population of Lincolnshire had increased to about 809,000 which was, as a percentage, 
showing a little less growth than the population of the country as a whole. 


Until 1974 it was split into three regions, Holland, Kesteven and Lindsey. Holland was in the south of the 
county around Boston and the Wash. Kesteven was broadly in the south west of the county as far north as 
Lincoln while Lindsey was the largest division in the north and eastern side of the county. Also in 1974 
some counties disappeared while new ones like Humberside, taking part of Lincolnshire, were created. 
After 1974 these region names found their way into some of the new administrative districts (East Lindsey, 
West Lindsey etc.) 

From 1837 civil registration districts were introduced and at the time of writing there are fifteen such 
districts in the county (and in some cases crossing into other counties).” 


Anglican parishes in Lincolnshire are collected into Deaneries. In the 19th century there were twenty three 
Deaneries covering some 600 parishes, giving an average of 26 parishes per Deanery. The Anglican 
Church, however, had some cathedrals and abbeys outside the Deanery structure. Also, a Deanery didn't 
have to end at a county boundary, although in Lincolnshire they generally did. Deanery boundaries were 
fluid as parishes flourished or declined.* 

Nettleham and Scothern are in the deanery of Lawres. 

An excellent listing of places and their parish, deanery, wapentake, civil district, civil registration and poor 
law districts is the Gazetteer of Historic Lincolnshire”. Another, on-line, source is 

http:/ /www.genuki.org.uk which has a large amount of information organised by county. 


Lincolnshire in the past was a remote county and difficult to cross. The main route between York and the 
North to London and the South ran through Stamford but then largely bypassed the rest of the county. The 
Wash to the south, Humber to the north and the river Trent on the west were significant natural barriers. 
In the early 16th century travelling 20 miles per day in winter and 30 in summer was considered a full days 
travel,” so Lincoln was some five or six days from London. By 1733, from a notice in the Stamford 
Mercury, this had improved to three days for the stage coach. A hundred years later in 1836, just before the 
railways were built, a new express coach service was launched between Lincoln and London. The “Tally 
Ho” was a four-horse coach leaving the Saracen's Head in Lincoln at 6 o'clock in the morning and arriving 
at the Spread Eagle in Gracechurch Street [in the City of London between Fenchurch Street and Leadenhall 
Street] at 10 o'clock at night. It then returned at 6 in the morning the following day. 

Another consequence of the relative isolation was that Lincolnshire retained words and sayings that were 
not commonly used elsewhere, even up to the start of the twentieth century. G. Edward Campion"! 
identified four Lincolnshire dialects: In the north of the county around the Humber; In the Isle of Axholme 
(much more in common with the west riding of Yorkshire); In the fens of the south around Boston, and 
lastly in mid-Lincolnshire from Lincoln to Louth. He believed the mid-Lincolnshire dialect contained more

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pure Old English than most. 

If we went back in time, even just to the nineteenth century, we may have had great problems in 
understanding, or conversing with our ancestors in Lincolnshire. 

Alfred, Lord Tennyson who grew up in Lincolnshire wrote some poems in the Lincolnshire dialect®* and 
Mabel Peacock collected tales and folklore also featuring the Lincolnshire dialects. 


Nettleham 

An Allis family was present in this village from the early 1500s up to the early 1900s. 

During the Roman occupation an aqueduct was built to supply water to Lincoln from a spring near by 
where Nettleham now stands, and it is believed a village has existed here since Saxon times. The name of 
the village has been spelt in many ways with the current spelling more or less settled since the late 1700s. 
In many documents for the manor court through the 1600s and 1700s Netlam was most frequently used 
and in some earlier 16c documents both Netlam and Netylham has been seen. 

Before the enclosure the village had the north and south fields for farming. The North field was about 1446 
acres in area and the south about 1836 acres. The division was the Great Beck (a small river that runs 
through the village) and the village was approximately at the centre with the southern boundary being the 
Lincoln to Wragby road. 

At the enclosure in 1778 John Allis was awarded about 31 acres situated at the easternmost end of the 
parish between the Sudbrooke road and the Great Beck.* 

The village grew quite quickly and one newspaper report from 1834™ about a theft within the village 
described it as - "The village of Nettleham is of very unhappy repute for robberies, being a noted harbour for the 
dissolute and dishonest." 


The 1856 edition of White's directory described it thus: "a large irregularly built village, on the banks of a 
rivulet, 3 miles N.E. by N. of Lincoln, has in its parish 944 souls, and 3275a. 3r. 29p. of land, including many 

scattered farms and a few neat houses. The land is held by various copyholders and leaseholders of the Bishop of 
Lincoln, the lord of the manor, whose predecessors had anciently a palace here, of which no traces now remain." 


Nettleham has had some histories written giving great detail to the land, people and buildings. These 
include - 
The history of Nettleham by Florence L. Baker (1957) which includes many references to the Allis 
family from the village, mostly from the manorial records. 
A sign of the times. The story of Nettleham: a Lincolnshire village by Barbara Taylor (1999). 
All Saints Church Nettleham. Ten centuries of change and development by Gordon Sleight (2002). 


William Allis was the parish clerk here at the time of his death in 1686, and others in the family having a 
connection to the church were: John Allis, church warden in 1740 and overseer in 1762. John Allis junior 
was a church warden in 1756 and in 1764 William Allis was overseer, while in 1779 John Allis was a church 
warden.

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Scothern 
The parish of Scothern (or Scothorne) adjoins Nettleham. Although a William 


Allis is seen in the parish records between 1615 and 1618 the family did not 
have a notable presence here until about 1830 when John Allis moved here 
from Hagworthingham. The family then continued to live here until Robert 
Allis died in 1972 followed by his wife Florence in 1990. In 1851 it had a 
population of 572 people. The 1856 edition of White's directory shows John 
Allis as the carrier to Lincoln travelling on Tuesday and Fridays. 


Scothorne: The story of the village and church by Florence L. Baker (1951) is a 
thin but detailed history of the village. 


Markby 

This is a hamlet close to Alford, not far from the Lincolnshire coast. It had 115 inhabitants in 1851 and the 
land area was 652 acres all owned by A.L. Massingberd. 

The church of St Peter was built almost on the site of an old priory of Augustinian Canons (also dedicated 
to St Peter) which was founded around 1160 and dissolved in 1534. Nothing remains of the priory but the 
present church is believed to be built from parts of it. The church is small and notable for having a 
thatched roof. Comparing the church now (the photograph below was taken in 2016) to a postcard of it 
from about 1912, the condition has been improved greatly.

Robert Allis with Elizabeth and the children moved here in the 1780s from Bishop Norton, though why is a 
mystery. In 1786 George (Allice) was the churchwarden while Robert held the position in 1789. 

Today the hamlet is probably much as it has always been except for the busy A1111 road running through 
it. Apart from a farm that has some large modern barns and silos there is very little else to see except for 
the church and some scattered cottages in open countryside. 
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Wragby 

From the 1856 White's directory, Wragby was described as: 

"a small but neat market town and polling place, pleasantly situated 10 1/2 miles E.N E. of Lincoln, and 9 miles 
W.N.W. of Horncastle, at the junction of turnpikes from those places and Louth and Market Rasen. It is distant 4 1/2 
miles E. of Langworth Station, and 3 1/2 miles E.S.E. of Snelland station. Its parish contains 610 inhabitants, and 
about 1600 acres of fertile land, all (except two small freeholds) belonging to Christopher Turnor, Esq., the lord of the 
manor, who, about 20 years ago, improved the town by the erection of new houses and other buildings. The market, 
held every Thursday, is of trifling consequence. Here are two annual fairs, on Holy Thursday for sheep, and on Sept. 
29 for horned cattle, &c. Petty Sessions are held at the Turnor's Arms Inn, on the first Thursday of every month." 


Robert and William Allis were farmers here. 

Before the county police force was formed some towns had formed organisations to apprehend criminals. 
In Wragby it was the "Wragby association for the prosecution of felons" which was formed in 1785 and ran 
until 1832 when it was dissolved and replaced with the new association which then ran until 1873. 

It had subscribers in Minting, Bardney, Goltho, Halton, Tupholme, Southray etc. as well as Wragby and 
Panton. William and George Allis were subscribers to the association between roughly 1821 and 1834. 
Some of the accounts books, subscriber lists and posters are held at the LAO.* 


An interesting account of crime in nearby Horncastle is presented in a book by B. J. Davey, “Lawless and 
Immoral, policing a country town 1838-1857” (1983, Leicester University Press). This is based on police 
notebooks and other documents held at the LAO and does not paint a rosy picture of life in a country 
town. 


Fenland 
In the section on the families that lived in the south of the county it is seen that many lived around 


Toynton, Leake and Midville in the east fen area. 


Wildmore, west and east fens were drained after an act of Parliament was passed in 1801. “A History of 
the Fens of South Lincolnshire” gives a great amount of detail on the usage and drainage of the fens”. 
They were originally marshlands at about sea level, and home to wild fowlers as well as common grazing 
land to neighbouring villages when not flooded. After enclosure and drainage, farms and townships were 
established from about 1810. The division between the west and east fens is a small ridge of land with the 
villages of Sibsey, Stickney and Stickford along what is now the A16 road from Boston heading to Spilsby. 
After enclosure land was parcelled out to neighbouring parishes as allotments which could be some 


distance from the “home” parish. Thus those living in the Butterwick allotment on the east fen were some 
seven miles from the village of Butterwick. This probably accounts for why George Allis and Mary 
Brackenbury were married at Butterwick parish church in 1821, although they were living in the 
Butterwick allotment on the east fen. 

Toynton All Saints is an old village and parish just above the fens on the northern edge while Old Leake is 
another old village and parish on the southern edge of the east fen.

Early families in Nettleham 


To date, a documented family line back to William Allis who died in 1686 can be demonstrated. However 
as noted before he was not the first Allis in the village and there are a number of people mentioned in 
various documents going back at least a century before William's time. At present he has not been tied toa 
specific earlier family branch although one potential line is given below. 

It is fortunate that some of the manorial records survive with a good many documents held at the 
Lincolnshire archives covering the late 17th century to the 19th century. Many of these show Allis's in jury 
lists of the manorial courts (often signed in their own hand), property transfers, some transgressions of the 
manor rules, and in "suit rolls" being in effect an attendance list of all people eligible to attend the manor 
court, and these documents have been enormously helpful with the family around 1700 to 1750 where 
parish records alone have not allowed some family lines to be drawn conclusively. It is also fortunate that 
so many wills survive which has allowed some family groups to be established where no other records are 
available. 


As previously mentioned, the earliest names so far found for this manor and village are William Alys (or 
Ales) found in common pleas of 1522, 1523 and 1526 involving a property dispute at Nettleham, followed 
by Simon, John, and William, who in 1537” were sworn onto a manorial court jury, with Agnes shown as 
offering an essoin (excuse for non-attendance). This particular document is held at the National Archives 
rather than the LAO. Another document at the National Archives from 1538-39* lists the men in the 
wapentake of Lawres eligible for military service. In this list are the same William Alysse, Symon Alles, 
and John Alles and they are shown as archers and are at Nettleham. No other Allis families are seen in the 
other villages listed in the document. 

Slightly later, Richard Allis had a cottage and toft in 1555” and was listed as a yeoman in 1561” (the only 
Allis Yeoman listed for Lincolnshire at that time). 


In the 1566 to 1577 period based on the wills that have survived there were John, Edward, and two 
Richards in Nettleham along with their families. There was also Thomas Allys the elder and wife Joan who 
both died in July 1591 without leaving wills. Edward was also seen in the common pleas in 1571 and was 
described as a yeoman”. 


The will of widow Agnes Allis, proved in 1567 appears to be the first available for the Nettleham Allis’. It 
seems reasonable, although by no means certain, that she is the Agnes mentioned in 1537 but who she was 
married to is unknown. 

The next will that survives is for John Aleys and is from 1572 in which he leaves to his son William (known 
as William the elder) a cottage and an oxgang of land. If he (William) dies without issue (which was the 
case) the cottage and land was to pass to his son Christopher. He also willed that his son Richard was to 
inherit a messuage and four oxgangs of land. He leaves to his son Thomas four sheep, and to his daughter 
Agnes one cow. He may also have had a daughter Jane (the writing in the will was not very clear here). 
Agnes is not seen again and the only sister to William, Christopher, Richard and Thomas seen later is 
Margaret as named by Thomas and herself in their respective wills. Whether they are the same person or 
not is unknown.

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John appears to have been quite wealthy since in total he bequeaths two properties, five oxgangs of land, 
six oxen, five cows, sixty five sheep, two horses along with assorted pots and pewter, and employed at 
least one shepherd. 

In the will of Richard Alys of 1577 he names himself as the son of Symon Alys (deceased) which was to 
differentiate himself from the other Richard. He named Elizabeth his daughter in the will of which some 
appears to be missing. 

The other Richard Allis also died and left a will in 1577 leaving a widow, Agnes. Their children were Mary, 
Elizabeth, Alice, Jane, Margaret, William (the younger?), Richard, Agnes and Isabell. 


The first parish register entries for baptisms, marriages, and burials in Nettleham begin in November 1583 
with the first Allis entry in July 1584. 


In his will of 1587 Thomas Allis leaves to his daughter Mary (baptised in February 1586), his wife Elizabeth 
and an unborn child. He leaves £5 to be paid the unborn child for when it is sixteen years old and if it isa 
boy. He leaves £10 to his daughter Mary (at current value by retail price index inflation that is over £2000). 
He also mentions his sister Margaret and his brothers William, Christopher and Richard. The will was 
proved in 1587 and in the parish records Thomas Allis the younger, a husbandman, was buried on March 
24 1587. It is believed that Thomas and Elizabeth also had a daughter Elizabeth who was buried in 1584 
(incidentally the first Allis entry in the parish registers). It would seem that Thomas died at quite a young 
age perhaps suggesting he was born circa 1550. 


Margaret Allys (also Harrison) mentioned above died in March 1587 and is something of a mystery. She 
was a widow but who she was married to is unknown. In her will she left to her brothers William the 
elder, Christopher, Richard and the widow of Thomas the younger, along with some of their children. 
Brother and brother-in-law were sometimes interchangeable but here there is no other known Allis brother 
named that she could have been married to, at least from John’s will of 1572. 


The next will available is for William Allyce in 1590/1 a husbandman who was known as William the 
elder. An inventory for William” also survives in which his goods and chattels were valued at £24-1-2d. 
He wished to be buried in Nettleham church in the north aisle under where his seat was. In the will he 
names his wife Isabell, Mary the daughter of Thomas Allis, Joane the daughter of Richard Allyce, Anne 
Allyce also a daughter of Richard, Simon Allyce the son of Christopher, Thomas and John the sons of 
Richard Allyce. The supervisors of the will were his brothers Richard and Christopher. No sisters were 
mentioned in the will. 


Mary in 1636 named Thomas as her eldest son with Robert the younger son who were to share the bulk of 
her estate equally. She also bequeathed ten shillings to Thomas the son of Richard Allys, and mentioned 
her son-in-law Richard Kirke. 


Finally for this period, in the will of Elizabeth Aelles in 1639 (a widow) she left some land in the south field 
of Nettleham to her three grandchildren Thomas, Richard, and Elizabeth Kirke to be equally divided 
between them, and the remainder of her goods to her daughter Mary. 

Thus from these wills from an apparently fairly tight-knit family the following family tree can be devised 
covering four generations as shown below.

Much of this work was undertaken by John Allis from Burniston near Scarborough who obtained copies of 
many of the wills and drew up the family group as shown in the diagram above. 


It has not yet been possible to draw similar multi-generational family lines for the other early families of 
Edward, Thomas and the two Richards.

Seventeenth century families 


In trying to piece together later family groups the parish registers are helpful. However it has been seen 
that there are some quite large sections of the records that are unreadable, notably in the late 1620s, 1634- 
37, and for 1661 to 1666 there are no records at all. Some Bishops Transcripts fill in the gaps but it is not 
known how complete the BTs are. 

The most likely candidate for a connection from William (d. 1686) to the earlier families is that he was the 
son born to Simon in 1625. William was a weaver as was Simon. Simon had a number of children, Isabel in 
1618 appears to be his first child, then Elizabeth (1620), Abigail (1623), William (1625) and Faith in 1631. 
There is no record of his marriage. 

To add a complication, more children were baptised to a weaver called Simon and Ann his wife who 
married in 1639 - Margaret in 1640, John 1642 (and also possibly Thomas in 1642 but the entry is very hard 
to read), Katherine 1645, Ann 1647, and finally Robert in 1650. It is unclear whether another Simon was 
born and not recorded or whether it was the same Simon over a long time, perhaps with two wives. It is 
also noted that none of the names are duplicated which does suggest a single family. It is seen that in her 
will of 1663 Ann Allis the widow of Simon (then of Sudbrooke) leaves only to her two sons John and 
Robert. This is witnessed with the distinctive signature of William Allis of Nettleham so there is likely to 
be a close family connection. 

On the inventory taken after his death the same Simon Allis of Sudbrooke is described as a labourer so this 
Simon and Ann may well be different to the father of William, unless of course he had to give up weaving 
for some reason. 

It is possible that this Simon was born in 1590 to Christopher, son of John, but this is speculation based on 
how few Simons there were recorded. It might have been expected however that his first children were 
called Christopher or John and Agnes or Joan, and this was not the case so there is considerable room for 
doubt in the absence of other information. 


These are the other couples and their children taken from the parish registers during the seventeenth 
century that have not been linked conclusively to later families or in many cases to each other.

There were other Allis families in the neighbouring village of Welton. Robert Allis of Welton left a will in 
1619 which is kept by the National Archives. There were at least two branches of the Allis' there with 
parish records having records back to 1574 but they appear to have suffered a great deal of misfortune 
with most of them dying ina fairly short space of time and by 1632 they had all but gone. It is not known 
how they were linked to the Nettleham families although it is assumed they were.

At the time of writing William Allis is the earliest ancestor of the Nettleham family with a documented 
trail back from the present time, and as discussed above he was probably the son of Simon (1590- ) and the 
grandson of Christopher ( -1591). 


William was a weaver and the last in the line. A relative of his was a tailor and both occupations died out 
with them, leaving agricultural work as the main source of employment within the family until much later. 


The assumption is that William was born at Nettleham during 1625, the son of Simon (Aelles in the parish 
register) who was a weaver. There is another lesser possibility in him being born in 1610, the son of John 
(Alleyes) who was a labourer, but it seems more likely that he learnt to weave from his father. 


He married Jane around 1660 although no record of this has been found, but the year seems to fit with the 
births of their children. 

They had in 1683 four surviving children, Robert, Susanna, Faith and John. 

In addition there was Elizabeth baptised in 1661 who was "the daughter of William Allis and Jane his 
wife". Elizabeth died in 1666. Also shown in the parish register was Jane (baptised 1666 and buried 1670), 
Robert (baptised 1668), Naomi (baptised 1670), and another Robert (baptised 1671). No record has been 
found for John although in the parish register there is a gap in the records between September 1661 and 
April 1665. The records for Faith and Susanna (twins) were from the Bishops transcripts. 

One of the local customs was for the youngest son to inherit the most from a will so it is assumed that 
Robert (1671-1743) was the youngest and that John was his elder brother. 


One other child is Martha who was baptised in 1659, the daughter of William Allis but which William has 
not been determined as there was another in the parish at this time.

William appears in the Nettleham quit rent books for 1676* where he was paying 8 shillings a year rent for 
a cottage and 1 oxgang of land. He appears again in 1678, 1679, 1681, and 1683. 

Also in 1678 he is shown as one of the two churchwardens, William being appointed by the minister of the 
church while the other was "by the general voice of the inhabitants of Netlam". At the time of his death he was 
the parish clerk although it is not certain from when. 


He wrote his will, dated the 14th June 1683, leaving 2 ewes and a hive of bees to his son Robert, 1 ewe and 
1 lamb each to his daughters Faith and Susanna, and 1 shilling to his son John. His wife Jane was to be the 
sole executrix of his will and the supervisor of his will was Noah Clapham (born 1653) who is seen in 
many documents of this era. 

Later, on 26 May 1685 a document from the manor of Nettleham“ recording a surrender of property says 
[some spelling corrected]... 

"Memorand that I William Allis of Netlam [Nettleham] in the county of Lincoln weaver being sick of body doth 
surrender into the hands of the lord of the manor aforesaid by the hands of George Wood and Noah Clapham being 
two customary tenants of the manor aforesaid one cottage house with a part and parcel of ground thereunto belonging 
with all the easements and appurtenances there unto adjoining situate and being in the parish of Netlam aforesaid 
and being at present in the tenure and occupation of the said William Allis: and this is to be for the use and behoof of 
Jane Allis now wife of the said William Allis for the tenure of her natural life and after her decease that then the said 
cottage house with a little part and parcel of ground thereunto belonging as the aforesaid shall be for the use and 
behoof of Robert Allis; son of the aforesaid William Allis; to him and his heirs and assigns for ever. Rent 3d." 

His signature on this document was 


William died a year later in 1686 and was buried in Nettleham churchyard on the 7th of May. Sadly it 
doesn't look like he was in good health for the final three years of his life. 

Three days after his death an inventory was taken of his goods and chattels amounting in value to £16-16- 
4d. It records that they had 2 tables and a cupboard and other small things in the house, some brass, a 
cupboard and 4 chests in the parlour, one bedstead with bedding, in the chamber one quarter of barley and 
in the yard there were 2 mares and 2 pigs along with 3 cows a calf and 4 sheep. There was also a cart and 
plough and £1-10-0d in money and clothing. 

The following April a court record shows Jane being admitted as a tenant of the manor in her own right 
and is seen later in the quit rent books for 1693, as widow Allis, renting a cottage and one oxgang of land 
for 8s a year. 

A suit roll for the manor of Nettleham between 1692 to 1696 shows widow Allis near the top of the list 
with John Allis and Robert Allis senior further down. Another from 1697 shows Jane Allis widow, again 
near the top (it may be that this is an indicator of status) with John and Robert Allis senior further down. 

A surrender by another tenant in 1700 gives an indication as the actual location of her house, as it says that 
the house and two oxgangs of land etc. [being surrendered to the manor] lie in the north field, and 
abounds on the east with widow Allis house, on the west with William Mosse jnr. house, on the south with 
the park and on the north with the town street. 

On the 3rd December 1702 widow Allis was buried in Nettleham churchyard and this is assumed to be 
Jane.

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The children of William and Jane 
John Allis 


Almost nothing is known about this John Allis and no records have been found in parish registers for him 
that make it clear who he was related to. It is here that manorial records came to the rescue, but at a later 
date. After his uncle Robert died in 1743 John Allis was declared to be his heir (as far as the manor was 
concerned) as he was Robert's nephew. He was described as being John, son of John the brother of Robert. 
It is fortunate that at this time there were only believed to be two Johns in Nettleham, one married to 
Winifred, and the other was their son who would have been about 13 years old. Therefore it seems 
reasonably certain that the father of John who married Winifred was also John, and he had died by that 
time. 


It is estimated that John was born circa 1660 based on the births of the other children. He married Jane 
circa 1685, again only as an estimate, and with the place of their marriage unknown. 

They had two children recorded in the Nettleham baptism register, John in 1687 and Jane in 1690. 

It is believed that the burial of John Allis, a husbandman, on 20th December 1703 at Nettleham is most 
likely to be him. This was under a month after the great storm of 1703 which struck on the 26th and 27th of 
November causing damage up as far as Lincolnshire. 


Jane Allis, a widow, is seen in a Nettleham manor court baron record on April 26 1716” to be living in a 
cottage with her son John who was not yet married. The cottage was adjacent to Town Street which was on 
the east side of the property. 

She was also a widow in an earlier entry for 1713 where she was living at Fox farm”. Jane Allis, a widow, 
was buried in Nettleham churchyard on the 5th October 1721. 


Faith and Susanna Allis 
These two sisters were both baptized on 9 Nov 1663 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire and they may have been 


twins. The Nettleham parish register has a gap from September 1661 to April 1665 so it assumed that this 
record is taken from the Bishops transcripts. 

Nothing more is known about them apart from their appearance in their father's will, although a Susan 
Allis married Noah Clapham on the 22 April 1696 at Greetwell which is close to Nettleham and may well 
be Susanna. 


Robert Allis 
Robert was the youngest son and was baptized on 13 Aug 1671 at Nettleham. He later became a tenant of 


the manor of Nettleham and was a husbandman. 

Robert always signed documents and jury lists with a distinctive bold signature appearing from the 1690s 
when he was known as Robert Allis junior, and that has allowed a degree of traceability. 

There were two families at the time with Robert and John as sons. One from Robert and Elizabeth where in 
his will John is given an award, if he be alive. This is believed to be Robert senior as seen in the court baron 
jury lists, and the other being the family of William and Jane. 

In 1700 we see Robert's signature on a document (when he would have been 29 years old) surrendering 
one oxgang of land which was formerly the land 
of William Allis deceased. 


He married Katherine Cheswick (nee Fisher) on 
21 Apr 1722 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire who was 
a widow from her previous marriage to John 
Cheswick, a mason, who died two years earlier.

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Robert made a will on the 2nd October 1728 at which time he may have had a serious illness where he 
leaves all to his (un-named wife) except for a shilling to his kinsman John Allis. The will was witnessed by 
Noah Clapham, George Spencer and John Moss. However he appears to have made a good recovery until 
his death in the neighbouring parish of Sudbrooke and Robert was buried on 12 September 1743” in 
Nettleham churchyard. 

Katherine survived Robert. On the inventory taken after his death* the estate was worth £27-9-6 although 
most of the value was in the livestock they owned. The household furniture consisted of 2 beds, 3 chests, 2 
tables, 6 chairs and a warming pan, while in the kitchen they had one pan and a tub along with some 
barrels. 

One of the signatories on the inventory was a Joseph Cheswick who may have been Catherine’s son. 


Robert and Catherine had no surviving children of their own. A daughter Jane and son Robert both died in 
infancy. 


The children of John Allis (c1660-1703) and Jane ( -1721) 


Jane Allis 
Apart from her baptism on the 20th March 1689/90 nothing further is known about Jane. 


John Allis 

John was baptised on the 12th February 1687 in Nettleham. 

John's signature first appeared in the jury lists of the manor from 1713. 

In April 1716 a property was surrendered in Nettleham for the "use and behoof" of Jane Allis widow and 
her son John. Town street and the property of William Pacey and Robt Daubney were on the east, and it 
bordered on the west with widow Winn and Richd Lamb. After Jane it was to be passed on to John and his 
children, but if he had no children then it was to benefit Walter Straw. 

On the 8th October 1716 Jane and John were made tenants of the manor. There was another John at the 
time, known as John Allis senior, but he only made his mark on documents. 

In 1727 John Allis and Walter Straw jointly surrendered a property. 


On the 24th December 1725 John married Winifred, the daughter of John and Catherine Bains. 

Winifred was baptised at Legsby, Lincolnshire on the 24th November 1706, one of eight children of which 
four were girls. The Bains family moved to Nettleham sometime before 1713 when Alice Bains was 
baptised. Catherine Bains died in 1716 when Winifred was 10 years old. Her youngest brother, Watson, 
was known to have moved to London (from manorial records). 


In the parish registers for Nettleham are the baptism records for the following children of John and 
Winifred: Elizabeth (1727), John (1730), Robert (1735), Mary (1737), George (1739), Rebecca (1740), George 
(1743), Catherine (1746) and Richard (1748). However two more children are named in John's will of 1763 
for whom no baptism records have been found, William and Jane, and they are believed to be amongst the 
first born. Jane married in 1752 so may well have been the first. 


John was a farmer, first seen described as such in 1727 and finally in his will. 
His uncle Robert died in 1743 but it wasn't until 1746 that a judgement was made at the court baron that 
John was Robert's heir.”

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During 1761 John made his will®’. He was buried on 13 September 1763” at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. 


The will reads.. 

I John Allis of Nettleham, in the County of Lincoln, Farmer, being mindful of the frailty and Mortality of human 
Nature, and it is appointed for all Men once to die but considering the uncertainty of the time thereof being of sound 
Mind, Memory and Understanding; Do therefore make this my last Will and Testament in manner and form 
following that is to say, first and Principally, 

I commit my Soul to the Almighty God, my body to the Earth, there to be buried according to the discretion of my 
Executors hereafter Named. Itam, I give unto my Son William Allis the sum of one Shilling. Itam, I give unto my 
Daughter Jane Adams the sum of one Shilling. Itam, I give unto my Daughter Elizabeth Prockter the sum of one 
Shilling. Itam, I give unto my Daughter Mary Pridgeon the sum of one Shilling. Itam, I give unto my Daughter 
Rebecka Vickers the sum of one Shilling. Itam, I give unto my Daughter Catherine Allis the sum of Eight Pounds. 
Itam, I give unto my Son, George Allis the sum of Twenty Pounds. Itam, I give unto my Son Robert Allis the sum of 
Thirty pounds. Itam, I make my loving Wife Winefrid Allis and my Son John Allis Whole and Sole Executors, 
Administrators and Assings for ever. Do therefore set my Hand and Seal this Seventh day of April in the year of our 
Lord one thousand Seven Hundred and Sixty One. Sind Sealed and 

Delivered in the Presents of us:- 


Unusually he made his mark on the will instead of signing his name which he had done on various court 
records throughout his life. 


Winifred lived on until 1774 when her burial took place in Nettleham churchyard on the 21st May.

1. JOHN ALLIS was baptised on 12 Feb 1687 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. He married Winifred Bains, 
daughter of John Bains and Catherine ----- , on 24 Dec 1725 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.? He was buried on 
13 Sep 1763 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.* 

John and Winifred Allis are named as the parents of Robert Allis in the Nettleham Parish register for 
Robert's baptism in January 1734/35. 

Winifred was baptised in Legsby, Lincolnshire on 24 November 1706 and her family moved to Nettleham 
sometime before 1713 and she was one of eight children. 


John’s parents have not been easy to determine as there were several Johns to choose from at the time. 
However, although the parish records do not indicate a clear family line the Nettleham manorial records 
have provided convincing evidence of his lineage. 


After Robert Allis died in 1743, and as he did not have children of his own, there was a judgement made 
at the Nettleham manor court baron that Robert's heir was his nephew John, son of John, brother to the 
said Robert Allis (LAO reference DIOC/BP/MAN/N/ 16, item 7 from 3 May 1746). There appears to be only 
one John Allis who was of age in Nettleham at the time as John junior born in 1730 would have been 16 
years old at that time, and the other John Allis (married to Elizabeth) who were having children in 
Nettleham about the time of John and Winifred's marriage appear to have moved to Holton Beckering by 
1728, and had died in the 1730s. 

We also see in the manorial records that a John Allis was living with his mother Jane until at least 1716 
when he and his mother (a widow) were admitted as tenants (LAO reference DIOC/BP/MAN/N/7, item 10 
from 26 April 1716) to the manor. It is a reasonable assumption that the John born to John and Jane Allis in 
1687 is this John. 


It seems that the parish registers, and the bishops transcripts, have gaps in the records. These are not overt 
gaps such as between September 1661 and April 1665 where there are no entries at all, but simply records 
missing for people most likely to have had an event at the church in Nettleham. 

In his will dated 7th April 1761 John leaves to the children and he named a daughter Jane and a son 
William though no baptism records have been found for them in Nettleham or elsewhere. Jane married in 
1752 so we could assume that she was one of the first children. There is a gap of two years between John 
and Winifred’s marriage and the first known child, Elizabeth in 1727, and another gap between 1729 and 
1734. William and Jane fit well into the naming pattern to be earlier children and as Winifred's family had 
all moved to Nettleham from Legsby many years before we might reasonably assume that she didn't have 
Jane and William in a different parish unless it was at one of her sisters. 

John’s will showed him to be a farmer and he gave as follows (and in this order) to, son William 1 shilling, 
daughter Jane Adams 1 shilling, daughter Elizabeth Proctor 1 shilling, daughter Mary Pridgeon 1 shilling, 
daughter Rebecca Vickers 1 shilling, daughter Catherine Allis 8 pounds, son George Allis 20 pounds, son 
Robert Allis 30 pounds. His wife Winifred and son John were the executors of his will. 


Children of John Allis and Winifred Bains were as follows: 

i. JANE. When Jane was born is just a guess as no records have been found for her 
baptism. As she married in 1752 she was one of the earlier children and fits the gap 
between her parents marriage late in 1725 and the first recorded baptism in 1727 of their 
children. She married Edward Adams on 5 May 1752 at Lincoln cathedral. On the same 
day John Grundy and Mary Whitlam also both of Netlam were married there, and later 
in May on the 23rd, Samuel Hird married Jane Juett and they were also from Netlam. 
Why the marriages did not take place in Nettleham is unknown. Edward and Jane were 
married by Mr Pauson.‘ She was buried on 5 Dec 1799 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.°

ELIZABETH was baptised on 12 Nov 1727 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.’ She married 
William Proctor on 15 Jun 1758 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. The marriage bond and 
allegation (LAO reference MB1758/371) shows Elizabeth as being 30 years old. William 
was a widower but no age was given for him.’ 

JOHN was baptised on 14 Feb 1729/30 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. He married Jane 
Jewitt, daughter of John Juett and Jane ----- , on 13 May 1766 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. 
He was buried on 4 Apr 1783 at Nettleham. 

WILLIAM was born circa 1733 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. He was named in his father's 
will though no birth records have been found, so Nettleham as a birthplace is assumed.® 
He married Mary Burkhil on 1 Dec 1761 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.’ He was buried on 5 
Jan 1817 at Welton, Lincolnshire, aged 84 and was living at Marton, Lincolnshire.”” 
William Allis appears in the Nettleham jury lists between 1762 and 1772 and is most 
likely this William, although there is another candidate, William son of John and 
Elizabeth who was born in 1715, the twin brother of Robert. 

ROBERT was baptised on 12 Jan 1734/35 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. He married 
Elizabeth Warwick at Nettleham in 1761 and secondly married Mary Vickers at 
Nettleham in 1774. He possibly married Elizabeth (surname unknown) between 1776, 
the year that Mary died, and 1783 when Robert was baptised at Bishop Norton. 

Robert Allis died on 11 Dec 1803 at Markby, Lincolnshire, aged 68 and was buried on 13 
Dec 1803 at Markby. 

Mary was baptised on 19 Sep 1737 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.’ She married Edward 
Pridgeon on 28 Jun 1757 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire recorded in the parish register as 
between Edward Pridden and Mary Arlis, he signed and she made her mark. Witnesses 
were Edward Adams and Richard Bloodworth. It was seen over the period that Edward 
Adams who was married to Jane Allis only witnessed Allis weddings so this seems 
certain to be Mary Allis. She was named in her father's will as Mary Pridgeon.’ 

GEORGE was baptised on 10 Jun 1739 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.° He was buried on 23 
Nov 1739 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.°® 

REBECCA was baptised on 26 Oct 1740 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.’ She married Robert 
Vickers on 23 Mar 1761 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. At the marriage ceremony both 
made their mark, and both were from Nettleham.’ 

GEORGE was baptised on 26 Jun 1743 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. He married Ann 
Harrison on 18 Aug 1778 at Willingham by Stow, Lincolnshire. He was buried on 23 Sep 
1823 at Normanby-by-Spital, Lincolnshire. 

CATHERINE was baptised on 8 Jun 1746 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. She married Richard 
Proctor on 24 Feb 1772 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. The witnesses were Edward Adams 
and Joseph Merryweather. Catherine was 24 years old and Richard was 23 and the 
marriage was by licence. She died in Jan 1810 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire, aged 63. She 
was buried on 8 Jan 1810 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. 

RICHARD was born on 22 Jun 1748 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire’and baptized on 9 Jul 1748 
at Nettleham.* He was buried on 9 Jun 1752 at Nettleham.”

2. JOHN ALLIS was baptised on 14 Feb 1729/30 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.* He married Jane Jewitt, 
daughter of John Juett and Jane ----- ,on 13 May 1766 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. They married by licence 
at which time she was 23 years old according to the marriage bond although she was at least 25, while he is 
described as being "25 upwards" and it is believed that he would actually have been about 36 years old.’ 
He was buried on 4 Apr 1783 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.’ 


John was a farmer and became a tenant of the manor of Nettleham. Unlike his father he appeared to have 
had difficulty in signing his name and frequently made his mark on the manor court documents as well as 
his marriage licence application. 

In his father's will of 1763, John and his mother Winifred were made executors and it is assumed that he 
inherited the remains of the estate. 

At the time of the enclosure at Nettleham in 1778 John was given 31 acres at the eastern end of the parish 
on the Sudbrooke Road.” Its position was bound by the lordship of Sudbrooke on the east, land late of 
Alice Pridden deceased on the west, the great beck on the north and the Sudbrooke road on the south. 


In his will of 1783 he left to the youngest children William, Samuel and George with his eldest son John 
and wife Jane named as his executors. Mary and Elizabeth had both died by now. The three youngest 
children all attained the age of 21 and on the 4 May 1802 they were awarded their inheritance as 
documented in the Nettleham manor court baron minutes”. 

Jane wrote her will in 1821 and died in 1826. In her will Jane left her son George property in 
Washingborough, and also £100 to her nephew John Odling (the son of Joseph Odling and Millicent or 
sometimes Melissa Jewitt) for looking after her. At this time Jane was living in Bardney but was buried in 
Nettleham. When she died she was said to be 89 years old although she was possibly a little younger than 
this. 


John and Jane had seven children. Little is known about the eldest son John. William moved to Newark, 
Nottinghamshire while George moved to Washingborough. Samuel farmed in Faldingworth before also 
moving to Washingborough. 


Children of John Allis and Jane Jewitt all born at Nettleham, Lincolnshire, were as follows: 
i. MAry was baptised on 19 Jun 1767° but had presumably died before 1774 when the 
second Mary was baptised although there is no burial record. 

ii. JOHN was baptised on 7 May 1769, and was an executor to his father's will along with his 
mother in 1783.He married Sarah Wilkinson on 3 Feb 1808 at Sudbrooke, 
Lincolnshire. He was buried on 23 Sep 1843 at Lincoln, Lincolnshire, aged 73 years [as 
John Alice]."° 

iii. ELIZABETH was baptised on 21 Feb 1772™ and was buried on 21 Feb 1780 at Nettleham, 
Lincolnshire.“ 

iv. MARY was baptised on 25 Oct 1774" and was buried on 3 Jul 1775 at Nettleham, 
Lincolnshire.“ 

101 v. WILLIAM was baptised on 22 Jun 1776.° He married Mary -----. He secondly married 
Rebecca Durance on 22 Jul 1813 at Newark, Nottinghamshire as a widower.” He died on 
8 Oct 1868 at Newark, Nottinghamshire, aged 92. 

201 vi. SAMUEL was baptised on 24 May 1778. He married Mary Page on 24 Apr 1804 at 
Snarford, Lincolnshire.” He secondly married Rebecca Beavin on 16 Aug 1814 at 
Washingborough, Lincolnshire. Samuel died on 18 Apr 1822 at Lincoln, Lincolnshire, 
aged 43” and was buried on 20 Apr 1822 at Washingborough, Lincolnshire.” 

301 vii. GEORGE was baptised on 25 Feb 1781.°He married Ann Cade on 5 Mar 1811 at 
Washingborough, Lincolnshire.” He died on 16 Dec 1841 at St Peter at Gowts, Lincoln, 
Lincolnshire, aged 60” and was buried on 19 Dec 1841 at Washingborough, 
Lincolnshire.” 
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3. ROBERT ALLIS was baptised on 12 Jan 1734/35 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.*° He married Elizabeth 
Warwick, daughter of John Warwick and Elizabeth Cook, on 23 Mar 1761 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. At 
the wedding ceremony both made their mark and were both said to be from Nettleham.’ He married Mary 
Vickers on 29 Nov 1774 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire, and he was a widower from Bishop Norton, while 
Mary was from Nettleham. They were married by licence, and both made their mark. The witnesses were 
William and George Adams.’ He possibly married Elizabeth between 1776, the year that Mary died, and 
1783 when Robert was baptised at Bishop Norton. However, no marriage record has been found in the 
Nettleham, Bishop Norton, or Markby parish registers and no suitable marriage is seen in the Lincolnshire 
Family History Society Marriage index for Lincolnshire. 

Robert Allis died on 11 Dec 1803 at Markby, Lincolnshire aged 68” and was buried on 13 Dec 1803 at 
Markby, Lincolnshire.” 


Robert firstly married Elizabeth Warwick having two children, John in 1761 for whom no further 
information has been seen, and George. Elizabeth died in May 1774. He then married Mary Vickers who 
died two years later. They had one child, William. 

Although no marriage records have been found to date, Robert later appears to have again married, this 
time to Elizabeth, having a further four children of which three survived infancy. 


The total of the children are John (1761- ) and George (1763-1838) by Elizabeth Warwick, William (1775- 
1846) by Mary, and Robert (1783-1833), Mary (1784- ), Richard (1787-1858), and Thomas who died in 1788. 


Robert received £30 from his father's will in 1761. 
Between 1784 and 1787 he and Elizabeth moved to Markby from Bishop Norton. 


In the 1799 land tax return for Markby there are two Allis (Allice) tenants shown, Robert and George 
renting from Thomas Taylor’. The tax assessment is £3-14-0d for Robert's holding and £0-5-6d for 
George's. 


Robert wrote his will on the 2 July 1803 at Markby and the original is kept at Lincoln archives. He made his 
mark as he did on his marriage bond. The bottom of the will states that it was proved on the 22 Feb 1804 
and gives the date of his death. 

In the will he left to the following people: his daughter Mary Allis of Markby £200, his son Robert Allis of 
Louth a plumber and glazier £150, and his son Richard of Markby £200, all three to be paid when they 
reach the age of 21 years. Robert, the eldest of the three was about 20 years old at this time. If any of them 
were to die before they claimed their legacy then that part would be shared by his son George Allis of 
Markby, a labourer. The remainder of the estate was willed to his wife Elizabeth and son William who 
were made joint executors. It would appear that George did not receive anything from his father. 

The will seems to cover all the children known about except for John (b. 1761) so perhaps this is a good 
indication that he had either died or moved away completely. It also ties together the children from his 
three marriages and their baptisms at Nettleham, Bishop Norton and Markby.™ 


Children of Robert Allis and Elizabeth Warwick both born at Nettleham, Lincolnshire, were as follows: 
i. JOHN was born on 16 Aug 1761; The month of birth is taken from the IGI as in the actual 
parish register it is missing.” 
What happened to John is a mystery. He is not mentioned in his father's will of 1803 so it 
is supposed that he had either died or moved away from the area by this time. 
401 ii. GEORGE was born on 29 May 1763° and was baptised on 2 Jun 1763 at Nettleham, 
Lincolnshire.’ He married Alice Bayes on 30 Nov 1786 at Markby, Lincolnshire. 
George died on 28 Oct 1838 at Panton, Lincolnshire, and was buried on 1 Nov 1838 at 
Nettleham, Lincolnshire.

ROBERT was baptised on 20 Jul 1783 at Bishop Norton, Lincolnshire.” He was buried on 2 
Mar 1833 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.” 

Robert received an award from his father's will in 1804 of £150, in which it said that 
Robert was a Plumber and Glazier in Louth. 

This Robert is believed to be the one who is buried in Nettleham when he was 49 years 
old, although there may be other candidates. 

Mary was baptised on 12 Nov 1784 at Bishop Norton, Lincolnshire.” She married 
Edward Knowles on 10 Jul 1806 at Markby, Lincolnshire. Both were single and from 
Markby. They married by licence and the witnesses were John Abraham and Abraham 
Robinson.” 

THOMAS was born circa 1785 and was buried on 18 Jun 1788 at Markby, Lincolnshire.” 
The baptism for Thomas has not been found so he may have been born at Bishop Norton 
or Markby. 

RICHARD was baptised on 12 Apr 1787 at Markby, Lincolnshire.” He married Ellen 
Moore on 17 Jun 1822 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.“ Richard died on 1 Sep 1858 at 
Nettleham, Lincolnshire, aged 71, with Richard Johnson of Nettleham in attendance.” 
He was buried on 3 Sep 1858 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.” 

He was seen in a newspaper article in Nov 1834 where "the household of Richard Allis, a 
shopkeeper of Nettleham, was burgled and a number of items stolen." 

In a later article covering the trial it was found that the accused was Thomas Moore, 
Richard's step-son, and that he had been given the goods by his mother unknown to 
Richard, and was then acquitted.” Richard was, like many others in the family, a 
Methodist. He appeared in the 1851 census at the age of 64 and was a grocer in the 
village of Nettleham. 


4. GEORGE ALLIS was baptised on 26 Jun 1743 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.* He married Ann Harrison on 
18 Aug 1778 at Willingham by Stow, Lincolnshire. At the time of their marriage both were from the parish 


of Willingham and the marriage was after banns. The witnesses were William Glover and Dinah Fish.“ He 
was buried on 23 Sep 1823 at Normanby-by-Spital, Lincolnshire.” 

We can speculate that George Allis (1763-1838) from Markby met his future wife Alice Bayes from 
Willingham by visiting his uncle George. 


Children of George Allis and Ann Harrison were as follows:

JANE was baptised on 29 Apr 1779 at Willingham by Stow, Lincolnshire.* She married 
Jonathan Richardson by licence on 19 Dec 1811 at Fillingham, Lincolnshire. A witness 
was Rebeckah Allis. Jonathan was a widower.” 

WINCE was baptised on 21 Jan 1781 at Willingham by Stow, Lincolnshire.® She married 
Matthew Stephenson on 27 Jun 1805 at Welton, Lincolnshire. The witnesses were Ann 
Allis and Mary Priddon.” She died in 1841 at Corringham, Lincolnshire® and was buried 
on 25 Mar 1841 at Normanby-by-Spital, Lincolnshire.” 

Wince was baptised thus and was generally seen as Wincy, or Winse but on two 
occasions at Welton she was Winifred at the baptism of two of her sons. 

She grew up in Normanby but married at Welton where they stayed until 1814. From 
1816 they were at Corringham where Matthew was a farmer. He died in 1823. Wincy 
continued there until her death in March of 1841. 

ELIZABETH was baptised on 21 Jan 1784 at Willingham by Stow, Lincolnshire.” She was 
buried on 4 Oct 1784 at Willingham by Stow, Lincolnshire.”

MARY was baptised on 28 Aug 1785 at Willingham by Stow, Lincolnshire.” She married 
John Richardson on 18 Oct 1806 at Normanby-by-Spital, Lincolnshire. The witnesses 
were Ann Allis and Elizabeth Richardson and the marriage was after banns.™ 

ANN was born in 1788. She was baptised on 18 Jun 1788 at Willingham by Stow, 
Lincolnshire.” 

ELIZABETH was baptized on 23 Nov 1788 at Willingham by Stow, Lincolnshire however 
this Elizabeth may be the same person as the Elizabeth who was the daughter of George 
and Alice Allis of Markby. Alice was also from Willingham and it is believed her family 
were still there, so she may have returned home to have Elizabeth. There are certainly 
gaps in the years between their children to have had Ann and later baptised her in the 
same year as Elizabeth (assuming their earlier daughter Elizabeth had died).” 

REBECCA was baptised on 21 Apr 1793 at Willingham by Stow, Lincolnshire.” 

She witnessed the marriage of Jonathan Richardson and Jane Allis on 19 Dec 1811 at 
Fillingham, Lincolnshire. 


5. CATHERINE ALLIS was baptised on 8 Jun 1746 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.° She married Richard Proctor 
on 24 Feb 1772 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire; On her marriage she made her mark while Richard signed the 
register. The witnesses were Edward Adams and Joseph Merryweather. Catherine was 24 years old and 
Richard was 23, and the marriage was by licence.’ She died in Jan 1810 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire, aged 
63.° She was buried on 8 Jan 1810 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.®

101. WILLIAM ALLIs was baptised on 22 Jun 1776 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.‘ He married Mary ----- circa 
1806 at Newark, Nottinghamshire. He secondly married Rebecca Durance on 22 Jul 1813 at Newark, 
Nottinghamshire.” He died on 8 Oct 1868 at Newark, Nottinghamshire, aged 92 as reported in the 
Nottinghamshire Guardian.’ 


William moved to Newark sometime before 1806 when his daughter Jane was baptised. At some time 
between 1809 and 1813 he was widowed and married secondly to Rebecca. He was a carpenter and joiner. 
He had been in a partnership with James North as joiners and cabinet makers for a time but this was 
dissolved by mutual consent in April 1825. 

He was listed in the 1855 Post Office directory of Derbyshire and Nottinghamshire (published by Kelly 
and Co.) at Hawton road, Newark as a joiner. 

At the time of his death they lived in Albert Street, Newark. 


William and Mary had two children and he had a further five with Rebecca.

103. MATTHEW WILLIAM ALLIS was baptised on 21 Sep 1822 at Newark, Nottinghamshire.* He married 
Ann Hickson on 15 Jun 1851 at Spilsby, Lincolnshire. Anne was originally from Mobberley in Cheshire. In 
1851 she was the daughter (or perhaps step-daughter) of the head of the family Richard Marin, a railway 
porter and they were staying at Alford railway station. Matthew who was named only as William in the 
census was a lodger in the same household.” He died on 17 Dec 1897 at Hyson Green, Nottingham, 
Nottinghamshire, aged 75." 


Matthew was born in Newark but as a railway station master worked at various places in Lincolnshire. In 
1851 he was a goods clerk at Alford station and later in 1854, at the time their son William was baptised, he 
was a station master. 

Early in 1873 he was promoted to district superintendent of the Great Northern railway at Nottingham. He 
was clearly held in high esteem as at Boston where he had been the station master for 11 years a 
testimonial evening was held for him in February 1873 at the Peacock Hotel. 

Attending were a number of the local worthies and tradesmen who presented him with a purse containing 
upwards of 40 sovereigns and a marble timepiece for his wife. The employees at the station also presented 
him with a silver snuff box. 


By 1891 he had retired and they were living in Radford, Nottinghamshire. 
After his death probate was granted to William Edmund Alliss [his eldest son], railway agent, in January 
1898. 


Matthew and Ann had five children as follows: 


i. WILLIAM EDMUND was born on 15 Aug 1854” and was baptised on 8 Apr 1855 at 
Sutterton, Lincolnshire, although sometimes he said he was from Algarkirk which is an 
adjacent village. He married Martha Hopcroft on 21 Apr 1887 in Nottinghamshire.* He 
died on 7 Dec 1943 at Nottingham, Nottinghamshire, aged 89."* 

In the 1911 census they were living at "Nettleham", Mayor Road, Nottingham and they 
had been married for 24 years with no children. Martha was 13 years older than William. 
William also worked on the railways like his father. 

ii. ANN ELIZABETH was born on 15 May 1856 at Louth, Lincolnshire”and was baptised on 

30 Oct 1860 at Louth, Lincolnshire.” She married Edwin Scholey Waring in 1903.” She 
died on 15 Apr 1932 at West Bridgford, Nottinghamshire, aged 75.” 
In the 1911 census Annie and Edwin were living at 19, Patrick Road, West Bridgford, 
Nottingham. They had been married for 8 years and had no children, but living with 
them are Winifred and Cyril Lumb (niece and nephew). Edwin was a manufacturing 
chemist. 

104. iii. CAROLINE REBECCA was born on 6 Jun 1858 at Louth, Lincolnshire. She married Barker 
Lumb on 3 Nov 1877 at Hyson Green, Nottingham, Nottinghamshire. She died on 4 Oct 
1931 at Pendeen, Cornwall, aged 73. 

iv. WALTER was born on 11 May 1860 at Louth, Lincolnshire” and was baptised there 2 days 
later.” He was buried on 19 Jan 1861 at Louth, Lincolnshire.* 

v. JULIA was born on the 27th” and was baptised on 29 Sep 1861 at Louth, Lincolnshire.” 
She died on 23 May 1863 at Boston, Lincolnshire, aged 1 as reported by the 
Nottinghamshire Guardian on the 5th June 1863 in their deaths column "Alliss — At 
Boston, on the 23rd May, Julia, infant daughter of Mr. Alliss, station master on the Great 
Northern Railway, formerly of Newark"..” She was buried on 25 May 1863 at Boston, 
Lincolnshire.”

104. CAROLINE REBECCA ALLIS was born on 6 Jun 1858 at Louth, Lincolnshire” and was baptised on 30 Oct 
1860 at Louth, Lincolnshire.* She married Barker Lumb on 3 Nov 1877 at Hyson Green, Nottingham, 
Nottinghamshire.’ She died on 4 Oct 1931 at Pendeen, Cornwall, aged 73.” 


Caroline's husband, Barker Lumb, was a priest becoming the 7th vicar of the church at Pendeen in 
Cornwall from 1905 to 1943. They are both buried there in the churchyard. 

A notice in the "Cornishman" newspaper for the 8th October 1931 says... 

"Death of Mrs Barker Lumb Wife of the vicar of Pendeen 

With deep regret we announce the death of Mrs Lumb wife of the Rev. Barker Lumb (vicar of St. John's Pendeen) who 
passed away on Sunday at the vicarage Pendeen at the age of 73 years. 

Mrs Lumb, who was held in high esteem by all leaves besides her husband, two sons and one daughter - the Rev. A 
Lumb, D.D., vicar of Burslem. Mr Cyril Lumb, Liverpool and Mrs Holder of Nottingham. 

The funeral takes place on Wednesday at 4pm.".

201. SAMUEL ALLIS was baptised on 24 May 1778 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. He married Mary Page on 
24 Apr 1804 at Snarford, Lincolnshire.* He secondly married Rebecca Beavin on 16 Aug 1814 at 
Washingborough, Lincolnshire. Samuel died on 18 Apr 1822 at Lincoln, Lincolnshire, aged 43* and was 
buried on 20 Apr 1822 at Washingborough, Lincolnshire.° 


Quite a number of people from the Lincoln area are descended from Samuel. He grew up in Nettleham 
and inherited from his father's will in 1802 after his younger brother had reached the age of 21. He then 
appears to have bought some land as he is seen in the 1807 poll book for Lincolnshire as a freeholder of 
land in Nettleham although resident in Faldingworth. The poll book shows he voted for Richard Ellison 
who was the MP for Lincoln from 1796 to 1812 (after which he became the MP for Wootton Bassett in 
Wiltshire). 

Faldingworth is about a mile from Snarford where Samuel married Mary Page in 1804. Mary died in 
March 1813 and at some time just after this he moved to Washingborough and married Rebecca Beavin. 


Rebecca was originally from Bardney and it seems likely that she had a son before her marriage as a 
Bartholomew Bavin was baptised in 1810 (at St. Mary Magdalene's in Lincoln) to mother Rebecca and he is 
seen in the 1841 census staying with her. He married Ann Hobbs in 1850 and changed his name to 
Bartholomew Allis at some time soon after. 


Samuel died after falling into the River Witham on the 18th April 1822. The Stamford Mercury reported it 
thus 

"On Wednesday night or early this morning (the 18th inst.) Mr. Saml Allis, of Washingborough, farmer, was 
drowned in the Witham, just below the locks in this city. He was seen late on Wednesday evening, while it rained 
very heavily and when very dark proceeding down the waterside, very much intoxicated; and it is supposed that 
unfortunate state brought him to the untimely death which has bereaved a wife and four children of their protector. 
The deceased was in creditable circumstances, being proprietor of a small estate in Washingborough." 


After his death Rebecca moved into Lincoln and ran a small business from a shop at 19 Steep Hill dealing 
in second hand clothes and furniture appearing in the 1861 Kelleys directory. She died on the 19 
November 1867 at 80 years of age.

205. WILLIAM ALLIS was baptised on 12 Jul 1818 at Washingborough, Lincolnshire.” He married Thirza 
Brooks on 7 Apr 1840 at Kingston upon Hull, Yorkshire. An announcement was made in the Hull Packet of 
17 April 1840 

"On the 7th inst, by the Rev. J. H Bromby, at the Holy Trinity Church, Mr William Allis, joiner, to Miss Thirza 
Brooks, eldest daughter of Mr. Thomas Brooks, hosier, Lincoln." .” He died on 18 May 1872 at Lincoln, 
Lincolnshire, aged 53¥and was buried on 22 May 1872 at Canwick, Lincoln, Lincolnshire. At the time of his 
death his age was given as 54 years and he was living at Monson Street, St Peter at Gowts, Lincoln. 
William is buried in Plot C1928 of Canwick cemetery, although on a visit there in 2012 no memorial was 
found.” 

In 1834 he was an apprentice to William Gant, a carpenter and wheelwright in Metheringham. 

He appeared on the census of 30 Mar 1851 at 22 Far Newland, Lincoln, Lincolnshire at the age of 32 years 
and was a joiner, baker, and beer retailer.” He next appeared on the census of 7 Apr 1861 in the High 
Street, Lincoln and he was a joiner.” In a newspaper announcement on 3 Jan 1873 giving a summary of the 
previous years events, it was reported that on May 19 1872 William Allis aged 54 committed suicide at 
home.” 


Thirza died at the age of 58 in December 1869.

At some time between 1910 and 1913 Tom and Edith had moved to Victoria Place, 
Cobden Street, Peterborough. 
In 1916 when Tom enlisted for the Royal Flying Corps they had three children born in 
1910, 1913 and 1915. He was 5' 4 ¥" tall. He first joined the Royal Fusiliers as a corporal, 
later being transferred to the Royal Flying Corps and was finally discharged in April 
1917 as no longer physically fit for war service. 


207. SAMUEL ALLIS was born on 9 Aug 1844 at Lincoln, Lincolnshire” and was baptised on 16 Feb 1851 at 
St Martin’s, Lincoln, Lincolnshire.* He married Frances Susanna Cook on 21 Jan 1867 at Boston, 
Lincolnshire. Samuel was 22, a compositor from Market Rasen and Frances was 23, a schoolmistress from 
Boston.“’ He was buried on 5 Jun 1890 at Market Rasen, Lincolnshire.” 

He appeared on the census of 30 Mar 1851 at Lincoln St Martin, Lincoln, Lincolnshire, at 6 years of age.”

He married Sarah Jane Wheatley on 24 Nov 1900 although this date was taken from an unchecked forum 
message.” 


He was a turners apprentice in 1896 when he appeared in court and was sentenced to 3 years 
imprisonment at the age of 17. He appears to have fallen in with a bad crowd at that time.

301. GEORGE ALLIS was baptised on 25 Feb 1781 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.’ He married Ann Cade on 5 
Mar 1811 at Washingborough, Lincolnshire.* He died on 16 Dec 1841 at St Peter at Gowts, Lincoln, 
Lincolnshire, aged 60° and was buried on 19 Dec 1841 at Washingborough, Lincolnshire when he was said 
to be 62 years old in the parish register, which was perhaps a year or two older than he really was.* 


George grew up in Nettleham and by the time of his marriage had moved to Lincoln. He and Ann are 
apparently missing in the 1841 census, however in the parish of St Peter at Gowts there is a George Halliss 
aged 60 and his wife Ann aged 57 living at 15 Salthouse Lane which sounds strongly like the "missing" 
couple. George was a labourer. 


Before George married Ann in Washingborough in 1811 there were no Allis families in the parish and at 
the time of their marriage he was from St Swithin's in Lincoln. 

Ann died in 1868 and is also buried at Washingborough. 

They had six known children as recorded in the parish register although one died in infancy. There was at 
least one other child as a record for an apprenticeship was discovered at findmypast.co.uk: 


1824 Apprentice: William Allis, son of George Allis of Washingborough labourer. Master William Baines, 
Blacksmith of Gainsborough. Source: GARRETT I/1/B/24, Lincolnshire Parish Apprentice Indentures 


There is no record in the Washingborough parish records for this William, and in 1824 he would have been 
13 had he been born shortly after George and Ann married.

He married Rosa Walker on 15 Jul 1841 at 
Washingborough, Lincolnshire. George was buried on 15 Jan 1892 at Washingborough.

303. v. JOHN was baptised on 12 Aug 1821. He married Mary Ann Eagan on 17 Jul 1850 at 
Hartford, Connecticut, United States. He died on 14 Feb 1878 aged 56. 
vi. MARY was baptised on 20 Jan 1823.° 
vii. JANE was baptised on 30 Jan 1825.*

George worked as an agricultural labourer throughout his life. 

Rosa was from Yorkshire and she died in 1875.

304. iv. JOHN was baptised on 25 May 1847 at Washingborough, Lincolnshire. He married 
Hannah Blackbourn circa 1870. He died in 1917 at Springfield, Massachusetts. 

v. MaAry was baptised on 28 Jan 1850 at Washingborough, Lincolnshire.* 

305. vi. GEORGE was baptised on 25 Jan 1854 at Washingborough, Lincolnshire. He married 
Elizabeth Talkes on 21 Jun 1876 at Lincoln, Lincolnshire. He died on 27 Nov 1915 at 
Saxilby, Lincolnshire, aged 61. 

306. vii. THOMAS was born in 1855 at Washingborough, Lincolnshire. He married Sarah Jane 
Beach on 25 Dec 1882 at Birmingham, Warwickshire. He died on 29 Apr 1936 at Burton 
upon Trent, Staffordshire. 

307. viii. CHARLES was born on 18 Apr 1858 at Washingborough, Lincolnshire. He married Fanny 
Richardson [Chambers] in 1877 at Burton upon Trent, Staffordshire.

303. JOHN ALLIS was baptised on 12 Aug 1821 at Washingborough, Lincolnshire.* He married Mary Ann 
Eagan on 17 Jul 1850 at Hartford, Connecticut, United States; Mary was from Holyoke, Massachusetts."” He 
died on 14 Feb 1878 at Springfield, Massachusetts, United States, aged 56.” 


In 1838 John was an apprentice joiner to William Chapman of Waddington, Lincolnshire as the son of 
George Allis of Washingborough, a cottager.'"* He emigrated to Massachusetts in the United States on 8 Jul 
1848 where the date was recorded on John's petition for naturalization made in 1867. 


On the gravestone of John Alliss in Springfield, Massachusetts it says that John was born on 15 September 
1822. In the Massachusetts death record his age is recorded as 56y 4mo and 30 days. Working back from 
his date of death gives a birth date of 15 September 1821. It has been assumed that this is the same person 
but the records, or memory of the person giving the details, are wrong. This also applies to his baptism in 
August 1822. 


Mary lived on until 1918. The births of six children have been found although one, Benjamin, died in 


infancy. She was described in official records as being from England initially, but after John died she was 
decidedly from Ireland.

In 1871 George was a post office messenger. He later became a postman and married Elizabeth Talkes at St 
Peter at Eastgate church in 1876. On the marriage certificate it shows his father to be George Allis, a 
labourer. 


They had two boys who both later moved to Oldbury in Worcestershire. 

George and Elizabeth are seen in both the 1901 and 1911 census returns at Saxilby, Lincolnshire where 
George was a rural postman. 

They are both buried at Saxilby and there is a photograph at findagrave.com with Find A Grave 
Memorial# 166244190.

Charles was a labourer. He had moved to Burton on Trent, Staffordshire by 1877 when he married Fanny 
who was about eight years older than Charles. They were living at Burton on Trent in 1881 then shortly 
afterwards emigrated to Massachusetts. 

A petition for US naturalization was found for Charles which states that he arrived in New York on the 10 
June 1883 and was born on the 18th April 1858 in Washingborough, Lincolnshire, England. At this time he 
was staying at 131 Summer Street, Springfield. One of the witnesses on the petition was George Allis. 


Children of Charles Allis and Fanny Richardson were as follows:

Minnie was rightly a Chambers but acquired the Allis surname when her mother 
married Charles.

George was a butcher. In 1911 he was living at Halesowen Street, Oldbury with his wife Sarah and son 
George. Also living with them was Julia, his wife's sister who was 19 and a cook. By 1939 Sarah had died 
and George married Julia and they were living at 6 St James Road in Oldbury. 


Children of George Frederick Allis and Sarah Burgess were: 
i. GEORGE FREDERICK was born on 20 Sep 1905 at Oldbury, Worcestershire.*' He married 
Ethel Maud Watkins in 1929.” He died on 4 Jun 1960 aged 54.” 
In 1939 George was a butchers shop keeper and they were living at 31 Halesowen street 
in Oldbury, Worcestershire. 
Children of George Frederick Allis and Julia Burgess were:

They had been living at 68 Elm Road, Bournville, Birmingham which was also their address 
in the 1922 electoral register.” 
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Florence died in 1953 in New South Wales, Australia.

No record for Harold's birth has been found but when 
they emigrated in 1924 his age was given as 12 years. He married Hilda Fowler in New 
South Wales during 1931.% He died in 1983 in New South Wales, Australia.

312. BERT EDWARD ALLIS was born on 9 May 1887 at Springfield, Massachusetts, United States.” He 
married Inez Viola Richardson on 10 May 1924 at Manhattan, New York.” He died on 26 Jul 1954 at 
Providence, Rhode Island, USA aged 67. 

In 1910 Mrs C Allis, Bert and Harold left Southampton bound for New York on board the SS Adriatic, 
although who they had visited in this country is unknown. 

In 1930 Fanny was living with Vernon and Rose Loynes and she is shown as their mother-in-law age 79. 
From 10 May 1918 until 14 January 1919 Bert served in the US army Signals Corps. with service number 
372244.* 


Children of Bert Edward Allis and Inez Viola Richardson all born at Springfield, Massachusetts: 
i. SHIRLEY INEZ was born on 6 Sep 1925. She died in Feb 1995 aged 69. 

ii. GLORIA LILLIAN was born on 10 Sep 1927.” She died on 15 Mar 1991 at Springfield, 
Massachusetts, aged 63.” The U.S. Social Security Applications and Claims Index lists 
her at various times as: Oct 1942-name listed as GLORIA LILLIAN ALLIS; Jan 1952- 
name listed as GLORIA LIL GARDNER; 22 May 1998- name listed as G LGARDNER.” 

iii. JOHN BERT was born on 25 Oct 1929.” He died on 19 Dec 2016 at Cheyenne, Wyoming, 
aged 87.” 
An obituary for John in the Wyoming Tribune Eagle gave the following details of his life 
and career: 
“Capt. John B. “Jack” Allis, 87, of Cheyenne, Wyoming, passed away Monday morning, 
December 19, 2016, in Laramie, Wyoming. 
Jack was born on October 25, 1929, in Springfield, Massachusetts, a son of the late Bert E. and 
Inez (Richardson) Allis. 
Jack’s education was extensive, earning degrees in physical education from the University of 
Rhode Island, physical therapy and education from New York University, public health 
administration from the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill, and gerontology from 
Rocky Mountain Gerontology Center from the University of Utah. Jack enlisted in the United 
States Marine Corps prior to serving in the United States Public Health Service where he retired 
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as a Captain following 22 years of active duty on June 1, 1975. He earned a number of awards 
and honors including commendations from the United States Public Health Service 

Hospital and the American Public Health Association, and Meritorious Service Medal from the 
Surgeon General relating to Chronic Disease Control and Medicare. 


Jack was very active in numerous organizations including the Military Officers Association, 
Navy League, Commissioned Officers Association of U.S. Public Health Association, National 
Association of Uniform Services, Tau Kappa Epsilon Fraternity, Antique Automobile Club of 
America, Oak Spokes Club, Life Member of American Physical Therapy Association, Oak Spokes 
Chapter, and an Elected Fellow of the American Public Health Association. He was also active as 
a 32nd Degree Mason of St. John’s Lodge #1, A.F. & A.M. of Providence, Rhode Island. 

Jack is survived by his children, Aura Lee Wymore of Cheyenne, and John Fletcher Allis of St. 
Petersburg, FL. He is preceded in death by two sisters.” 


313. HAROLD WALTER ALLIS was born on 8 Dec 1894 at Springfield, Massachusetts, United States.” He 
married Irene Wing on 10 Mar 1917 at Springfield, Massachusetts. The record of the marriage shows his 
father's name as Charles and mother's name as Fannie Richards while his spouse's name is Irene Maud 
Wing and her father's name as Cara, and spouse's mother's name as Jennie M Cassady.” 


Children of Harold Walter Allis and Irene Wing were: 


KENNETH HAROLD was born on 29 Oct 1919 at Springfield, Massachusetts.” He died on 
20 Apr 1991 at Springfield, Massachusetts, aged 71.”

401. GEORGE ALLIS was born on 29 May 1763 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire’ to Robert Allis and Elizabeth 
(Warwick) his wife, and was baptised on 2 Jun 1763 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. He married Alice Bayes 
on 30 Nov 1786 at Markby, Lincolnshire. 

George died on 28 Oct 1838 at Panton, Lincolnshire, aged 75 years (although 74 years was his age given on 
the death certificate)* and was buried on 1 Nov 1838 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. His headstone, which is 
next to Alice, is still in Nettleham churchyard and was just about readable when visited in September 
2010.5 


George was born in Nettleham in 1763 but as a child went with his parents to Bishop Norton probably 
around 1768. As his father remarried at Nettleham in 1774 close links with Nettleham appear to have been 
kept. He signed a jury list for the manor court of Bishop Norton on the 18 April 1785 (LAO reference 
DIOC/BP/MAN/BN/2). This was the only time his name was seen in the available Bishop Norton 
manorial records. The signature, as George Allice, compares very well to that made on his marriage bond 
and allegation a year later. 


George was a churchwarden of St Peter’s church at Markby in 1786, the year he married Alice Bayes in the 
same church. Alice was from Willingham and it seems likely that George met her while visiting his uncle 
George Allis (1743-1823) who had settled in Willingham around 1778 or before, and is only about eight 
miles for Bishop Norton. The Bayes family appears to have moved into Willingham a little before 1785 and 
were probably from Yorkshire. 


George and Alice married by licence and the witnesses were Jonathan Harpam and Richard Bayes. Richard 
was also the other party in the marriage bond which was for the sum of two hundred pounds. 
Richard Bayes gave his occupation as a farmer and was from the parish of Willingham.” 


They had nine known children although the records for two of them are not clear. It seems most likely that 
their daughter Elizabeth was baptised at Willingham in 1788 although the parish record there does not 
give the mother’s name. Alice may have been staying with her family for the birth. A baptism record for 
Sarah has not been found. 


In 1799 George was renting a plot of land in Markby’ along with his father who had a rather larger plot. 
His father, Robert, died in 1803 but George did not inherit from his father’s estate although he was 
mentioned in the will. 

At some time between 1804 and 1820 they had moved with some of the children to Panton, near Wragby. 


They both died in Panton, George in 1838 and Alice in 1840, but both are buried in the churchyard at 
Nettleham with adjacent headstones. 

George wrote his will on 10 September 1838 about six weeks before he died. He left to: 

The eldest son George £50, daughter Elizabeth Leeman £50, daughter Mary Crow £50, daughter Ann 
Harrison £50, grandson Henry Harrison £50 (son of Ann Harrison), daughter Sarah Fewster £50, sons John 
and William Allis £1 (having provided for them before), daughter Rebecca Harrison £1 (also having 
previously provided for her), his wife Alice was to be paid £5 a year if she lived with son Robert but if not 
he should provide her with £25 per year. Robert was made the sole executor of the will.° 
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Children of George Allis and Alice Bayes were as follows:

GEORGE was born in 1787 at Markby, Lincolnshire, the eldest child of George and Alice. 
He married Mary Sellers on 6 Jul 1812 at Trusthorpe, Lincolnshire. He died on 18 Jan

Barkwith, Lincolnshire. John died on 16 Feb 1883 at Scothern, Lincolnshire, aged 89, and 
was buried on 19 Feb 1883 at Scothern, Lincolnshire, in the churchyard. 

REBECCA was baptised on 12 Oct 1794 at Markby, Lincolnshire. She married Henry 
Harrison, son of Benjamin Harrison and Susannah Skill, on 27 Nov 1821 at Panton, 
Lincolnshire. Rebecca was buried on 11 Apr 1860 at Wragby, Lincolnshire. 

ANN was baptised on 8 May 1796 at Markby, Lincolnshire. She married George Skill 
Harrison, son of Benjamin Harrison and Susannah Skill, on 27 Jul 1828 at Panton, 
Lincolnshire. She secondly married Charles Holmes in 1854. She was buried on 8 Dec 
1877 at Wragby, Lincolnshire. 

WILLIAM was baptised on 18 Jan 1798 at Markby, Lincolnshire. He married Sarah 
Harrison, daughter of Benjamin Harrison and Susannah Skill, on 17 May 1825 at 
Wragby, Lincolnshire. William was buried on 3 Jul 1875 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. 
ROBERT was baptised on 29 Dec 1799 at Markby, Lincolnshire. He married Harriet 
Lamb, daughter of Richard Lamb and Jane Harrison, on 5 May 1841 at Wragby, 
Lincolnshire. Robert died on 4 May 1879 at Panton, Lincolnshire, aged 79 and was 
buried in May 1879 at Wragby, Lincolnshire. 

SARAH was born circa 1804 though no records have been found for her birth or baptism. 
She married John Fewster on 4 Oct 1824 at Panton, Lincolnshire. She died on 20 Mar 
1879 at Grimsby, Lincolnshire, at the age of 75 and was buried in Cleethorpes cemetery 2 
days later. 


The children of George and Alice 
John and Winifred — Robert Allis and Elizabeth Warwick — George Allis and Alice Bayes > 


402. George Allis was born in 1787 at Markby, Lincolnshire the eldest child of George and Alice. He 
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married Mary Sellers on 6 Jul 1812 at Trusthorpe, Lincolnshire and the 
parish record shows George to be from Mumby while Mary was from 
Trusthorpe. The wedding was by banns and the witnesses were 
Elizabeth Sellers and Richard Allis [probably his uncle from 
Nettleham].* He died on 18 Jan 1870 at Stamford, Lincolnshire.’ 


George was variously a farmer, carpenter and wheelwright but by 
1851 had reverted to farming. 

He received £50 in his father's will which said he was the eldest son 
although no record of his baptism can be found in the Markby records 
or at other places. He died in 1870 and a memorial says he was 83 
years old. This agrees well with census returns giving his age and 
place of birth. 


The memorial is in the churchyard of St Peter's church at Markby but shows that he was actually buried at 
Stamford. Also on the same memorial is his wife Mary, sons George and William, and daughters Susan 
Allis and Ellen Proudly. 

Mary died in 1865 at the age of 75 so George was probably looked after by one or both of his daughters 
living in Stamford after this time. 

The memorial is shown on a map in a book of Memorial Inscriptions at the SoG (Li/ M36) on the south- 
western edge of the churchyard. It was missed at the first visit but was found later under a lot of foliage 
from the nearby tree. It was in good condition when photographed by the compiler in May 2018 as shown 
above. 

George and Mary had 10 children who were born in the Markby area, except for George and Sellers who 
were born in Nettleham. 


Children of George Allis and Mary Sellers were as follows: 

i. WILLIAM SARGISSON was baptised on 17 Apr 1813 at Mumby-cum-Chapel, Lincolnshire.” 
He died on 4 Sep 1864 at Markby, Lincolnshire, aged 51’"and was buried on 7 Sep 1864 
at Markby, Lincolnshire.” 

William lived at home with his parents and it looks likely that he worked on the family 
farm. He never married. His middle name comes from his grandmother Mary Sargisson. 

ll. MAry ANN was baptised on 21 Apr 1815 at Mumby-cum-Chapel, Lincolnshire."° She 
died on 9 Feb 1881 at Wragby, Lincolnshire, aged 66° and was buried on 11 Feb 1881 at 
Wragby, Lincolnshire, in the churchyard. The headstone inscription reads - In Loving 
memory of Mary Ann Allis of Wragby Barn who 
died February 9th 1881 aged 66 years "She is not Os 
dead but sleepeth". A photograph was takenona {a ree 
visit in July 2012. The gravestone at that time A 
was in good condition situated in the part of the 
churchyard adjacent to the road.” 

In 1841 at Goltho (a small hamlet about a mile 
south-west of Wragby) Mary was a farm 
servant and by 1851 had moved to Wragby to 
work on the farm of William and Robert Allis at | 
Wragby Barn. They were her half 1* cousins 
and she spent many years with them. 
Mary Ann's death was notified by Ellen Eliza 
Pimperton, her niece [the daughter of her sister 
Sarah Allis and James Pimperton], who was 
present at the time. Ellen was from Wragby. 
Mary Ann never married and on her death 
certificate her occupation was described as 
daughter of George Allis, Wheelwright. in Ht 
420 iii. JOHN was baptised on 26 Jan 1817 at Markby, itvasss Aare callie of Wracbu Barn 
Lincolnshire.'® He married Elizabeth Foster on 5 
Jun 1851 at Hackthorn, Lincolnshire. John was buried on 11 March 1880 at Beesby. 
John and Elizabeth had 9 children of which three later moved to Colorado in the USA. 
iv. ELIZABETH was baptised on 22 Nov 1818 at Markby, Lincolnshire.’* She married George 
Burton on 27 Jun 1843 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.” She died in 1873 at Alford, 
Lincolnshire and was buried on 6 Nov 1873 at Markby, Lincolnshire.” 
Elizabeth and George lived at Stamford in St Leonard's Street and later in Belton Street. 
Elizabeth and daughter Jane were included in the 1851 census at her uncle’s farm at 
Mumby along with her mother and others. 
Her husband George was firstly a book keeper and later a printer and historian 
publishing a book entitled "The chronology of Stamford" in 1846. This has a list of 
subscribers in the front of the book which includes a Mr J. Allis of Fiskerton. 
George died quite suddenly in North Street, Stamford according to a notice in the 
Stamford Mercury in 1852 when he was just 32 years old. 
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In 1861 she was a widow with four of the children in Broad Street, Stamford working as 
a dressmaker to make ends meet. Ten years later she was a retired milliner, still living in 
Broad street and had George and Emma with her. 

They had five children. 

v. SARAH was baptised on 29 Oct 1820 at Markby, Lincolnshire.’ She married James 
Grimoldby Pimperton on 14 Apr 1859 at Hannah, Lincolnshire.” She died on 23 Feb 1881 
at West Barkwith, Lincolnshire, which was reported in a notice in the Stamford Mercury 
of the 25 February 1881 “Sarah widow of Jas. Pimperton of Mablethorpe and daughter of the 
late George Allis of Markby, 60” ” but was buried on 26 Feb 1881 at Mablethorpe, 
Lincolnshire.” 

Sarah is seen in 1871 with James, Ellen, James and a daughter Mary who was said to be 
30 years old. It is not known if James was previously married. 

She died at Wragby and may have been there either because of her sister's death in the 
village earlier in February, or after her husband died perhaps she moved there to be 
with her daughter. 

vi. SUSANNA was baptised on 17 Feb 1822 at Markby, Lincolnshire.’ She died on 9 Feb 1841 
at Markby, Lincolnshire, aged 18’ and was buried three days later. Her name is on the 
family memorial in St Peter's churchyard, Markby.” 

vii. (GEORGE was baptised on 12 Dec 1823 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. He died on 8 Feb 1844 
at Markby, Lincolnshire, aged 20 and was buried 3 days later in St. Peter's churchyard. 
His name is also on the family memorial.’ 

440 viii. SELLERS was baptised on 1 Oct 1826 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.” He married Elizabeth 
Kirk on 4 Sep 1851 at Hackthorn, Lincolnshire.” He secondly married Charlotte Mager 
on 22 Feb 1876 at Greetham, Lincolnshire. He died on 27 Nov 1898 at Huttoft, 
Lincolnshire, aged 72” and was buried there on 1 Dec 1898.” 

ix. ELLEN was born in 1833 at Asserby, Lincolnshire*, a hamlet next to Markby, and was 
baptised on 10 Nov 1833 at St. Peter's church in Markby." She married Joseph 
Proudley on 20 May 1856 at Hackthorn, Lincolnshire.” She died on 13 Jun 1865 at 
Alford? and was buried on 17 Jun 1865 at Alford, Lincolnshire, but is also named on 
the family memorial in St. Peter's churchyard, Markby.” 

In 1861 Ellen and her husband lived at South end, Alford, with a daughter, Mary, aged 1 
year. Ellen was a dressmaker and Joseph was an agricultural labourer. 

In 1871 Joseph was living at Well beck cottages at Well, Lincolnshire with Mary and 
George. He had by then married again to Ann and they had two children of their own, 
Joseph age 2 and Walter age 1. 

x. ELIZA was baptised at Markby on the 9th November 1834, the youngest child of George 
and Mary." She married William Pretty Dolby on 20 Jun 1860 at Stamford, 
Lincolnshire.” Eliza died in 1903. 

She and William were shown in a newspaper announcement on 22 Jun 1860 at Stamford, 
Lincolnshire, that 

"The marriage took place on the 20th inst. at the independent chapel, Stamford, by the Rev. B. O. 
Bendall, Mr Wim Pretty Dolby, to Eliza, youngest daughter of Mr Geo. Alliss of Markby, near 
Alford" *° 

William was a printer and stationer having a shop in Stamford High Street for a number 
of years. As her sister's husband (George Burton) was also a printer perhaps this is how 
Eliza met William, via the family connections. 

William's family were Baptists and his registration of birth was at the Baptist chapel in 
Spalding. His parents were George and Susannah (who was the daughter of Dinah 
Pretty). 

They had nine children, one by William's first wife Sarah, and eight by Eliza. 


403. ELIZABETH ALLIS was born circa 1788 but there is no record at Markby for her baptism. It is however 
seen that on 23rd November 1788 an Elizabeth Allis, the daughter of George Allis was baptised at 
Willingham-by-Stow. At this time his uncle George was living in the area and earlier that year in June an 
Ann Allis the daughter of George Allis was baptised, so there appears to be a baptism that doesn’t fit with 
a single family. 
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It is therefore possible that Elizabeth was born in Willingham as this is where her mother was from and 
perhaps she stayed with family while having the baby. 

She married Benjamin Leeman on 17 Jul 1806 at Markby, Lincolnshire after banns, and one of the witnesses 
was Wm. Allis who was most probably her uncle who was living in Markby at the time.* 


In her father's will of 1838 Elizabeth (Leeman) was to receive £50. 

At the time of their marriage Benjamin was from Firsby, and in 1811 there was the baptism of a Benjamin 
the son of Benjamin and Elizabeth at Firsby. 

In 1841 they lived at Great Steeping and Benjamin was a cottager and they had two children, William and 
John aged 15 and 12. Ten years later they were still in Great Steeping farming with their son John, then 21, 
working as an agricultural labourer. 

It is believed that Benjamin died in 1852 followed by Elizabeth in 1862 aged 73, both at Great Steeping. 


Children of Elizabeth Allis and Benjamin Leeman were as follows: 
i. BENJAMIN was baptised on 18 Apr 1811 at Firsby, Lincolnshire. 
ii. JOHN was baptised on 21 Jun 1829 at Great Steeping, Lincolnshire. 


404. Mary ALLIS was baptised on 2 Nov 1791 at Markby, Lincolnshire.*' She married Richard Crow on 14 
May 1823 at Sausthorpe, Lincolnshire; one of the witnesses was Benjamin Leeman which is presumed to be 
her brother-in-law.” She was buried on 4 Oct 1859 at Gedney, Lincolnshire.* 

In her father's will of 1838 she was to inherit £50. 

There is cause for confusion as a Mary Allis married Edward Knowles in Markby and it is easily assumed 
that it was this Mary. Her father's will fortunately gives her married name, and when she married in 
Sausthorpe she was a spinster. The other Mary was almost certainly from Willingham highlighting some 
strong ties between the Markby family and those back in the Lincoln area. 

From Sausthorpe they had moved to Bilsby and back to Sausthorpe where they remained for a number of 
years before finally ending up at Gedney which is close to Holbeach. 

Richard and Mary had three children. 


Children of Mary Allis and Richard Crow all born at Bilsby, Lincolnshire, were as follows: 
i. EMMA was baptised on 11 Jun 1827.™ 
ii. ROBERT ALLIS was baptised on 7 Jan 1829. 
iii. (GEORGE was baptised on 25 Jun 1830.* 


405. JOHN ALLIS was baptised on 10 Feb 1793 at Markby, Lincolnshire.** He married Mary Anne Clipson, 
daughter of Richard Clipsham and Mary Garratt, on 3 Jan 1822 at West Barkwith, Lincolnshire. They 
married by license which was granted the day before the wedding by a personal application before George 
Jepson, Surrogate [The representative of the Bishop]. 

The Clipsons or Clipshams (the spelling appears to have been interchangeable) had been in West Barkwith 
since about 1720. There is a village of Clipsham in Rutland near the border with Lincolnshire so it is 
possible that is where the family originated.**° 


John Allis died on 16 Feb 1883 at Scothern, Lincolnshire, aged 89 with his daughter Tamar present at his 
death.” He was buried on 19 Feb 1883 at Scothern, Lincolnshire, in the churchyard. 

When visited (and photographed) in 2010 the gravestone for John and Mary Ann had quite a lot of 
deterioration and it was hard to read the inscription in places.* 

He and Mary were shown in a newspaper announcement on 11 Jan 1822 in the Stamford Mercury 
marriage notices, that "on Thursday the 3rd inst., Mr Allis, of Panton to Miss Clipsham of Barkworth;, also Mr 
Henry Harrison of Wragby to Miss Allis of Panton" .° 
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John was born at Markby, Lincolnshire but ended up in Scothern. He travelled via West Barkwith (1822), 
Minting (1825), Hagworthingham (1827-1829), and Scothern (by 1832) based on his marriage and places 
where the children were born and baptised. 


A notice of sale in 1825 gives some details of the property that he was renting in Minting: "A substantial 
Farm-house (part newly erected) with barn, stable, out-houses, and other suitable conveniences and 38 acres (more or 
less) of arable meadow and pasture ground contiguous thereto and divided into seven closes with good thriving quick 
fences, and now in the occupation of Mr. John Allis" 


He received £1 from his father's will in 1838 as he had previously been provided for. 


While on a visit to the October fair at Wragby in 1845 he was attacked and robbed at the Red Lion Inn by 
two men who were subsequently convicted and transported to Australia for 15 years. The money taken 
was two half-sovereigns, five half-crowns and one sixpence. 


At the tithe apportionment of Scothern in 1850 John Allis appeared as an occupier of a house and garden at 
plot number 18 on the tithe plan, of 32p in area and he had to pay a rent of 9d to the vicar. This was on the 
corner of school crescent and main street, opposite the (current) bottle and glass inn. The landowner was 
Richard Ellison. 


A newspaper article from 1852 records the "roof-rearing" of a new cottage built for Mr Allis of Scothern”. 
Although no first name is given it seems most likely to be John. House or roof-rearing was a feast given for 
the workers when the roof had finally been put on a building, and the article says: 
"On Monday evening last the workmen employed in building a cottage for the residence of Mr Allis at 
Scothern were regaled with a hearty supper by our kind hearted neighbour Richd Ellison Esq. of Sudbrooke 
Holme. Between twenty and thirty sat down to a splendid entertainment under the presidency of Mr Hill of 
Nettleham and all passed a very delightful evening" 
In George Burton's book, "The Chronology of Stamford" John is named as a subscriber. 
In 1860 he was occupying a close of just over 2 acres in Scothern and employed a farm hand in the village 
during 1863. 


Whites Directory of 1872 shows that John was a farmer and carrier on the run to Lincoln on Tuesdays and 
Fridays where he would operate from the King's Arms in Lincoln High Street. It is assumed that it is John 
senior (even though he would have been about 79 years old) as in the 1871 census John is shown as a 
farmer and his son John G. is a carter, so there is room for doubt. About this time his son William was also 
taking over the route aided by John junior. 

In 1874 John along with Ed Coates, Rd Willows, J Fox, Elizabeth Houltby, Francis Dickinson, Thomas 
Featherston, Gervase Fox and G Moore, all of Scothorne, were charged with depasturing the highway and 
were each fined 1s and 7s costs. This seems to have been a common offence at the time and presumably 
was for allowing their horses to graze at the roadside. 


Mary Ann died three months after John. There was a public auction of their household furniture in April 
of the following year. 
They had nine children. 


Children of John Allis and Mary Anne Clipson were as follows: 
i. JOHN GARRATT was baptised on 1 Oct 1822 at West Barkwith, Lincolnshire.“ He died on 
8 Jun 1891 at Scothern, Lincolnshire, aged 68” and was buried on 11 Jun 1891 at 
Scothern, Lincolnshire.” 
John’s middle name was from his grandmother's maiden name (Mary Garratt). The date 
of his death was taken from the gravestone in Scothern churchyard where he is buried 
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ii. 


iii. 


with his sister Tamar. He was a carter for a number of years then appeared to have been 
helping his brother as a carrier. 

He neither married or had children. 

GEORGE RICHARD was baptised on 24 Jul 1825 at Minting, Lincolnshire.” He married 
Ann Jones on 23 Aug 1855 at Twycross, Leicestershire. The witnesses to the marriage 
were Henry Jones and Elizabeth Jones. His father was shown as John Allis a carrier and 
hers was Henry Jones, a farmer. George's residence at the time was Grendon, 
Warwickshire and he was a gardener while Ann was a dressmaker.” He secondly 
married Hannah Cutts on 3 Jan 1894 at Pimlico, London, London; Hanna's father was 
William Cutts, a tax collector and she was living at 162 Warwick Street. George was 
living in the Swiss Cottage at Old Warden in Bedfordshire.* He died on 19 Feb 1907 at 
Kempston, Bedfordshire, aged 81.* 

George was born at Minting but grew up in Scothern. He became a gardener and had 
moved to Warwickshire by the age of 24. He married Ann Jones and they had a 
daughter Mary Elizabeth who was born at Grendon, Warwickshire in 1856. She never 
married and died in 1934 at Lincoln. She appears to have been close to the family and 
later in life was housekeeper to her uncle Charles in Lincoln. 

George and Ann moved from Warwickshire to Norfolk when he was a gardener for 
Lord Suffield at Gunton Park which continued until 1867 (From an advertisement in the 
Norfolk News for the sale of personal goods on his leaving the county). Ann had died in 
1861 and it is believed that Mary was sent to a boarding school. He then moved to 
Skellingthorpe, Lincolnshire and by 1881 to Old Warden in Bedfordshire. 

He was a beneficiary in the will of Joseph Shuttleworth in 1883 (late of Skellingthorpe) 
and before he moved to Old Warden it seems likely that he worked at Hartsholme near 
Lincoln which was also a Shuttleworth property. 

He wrote various articles for publications such as the Journal of horticulture and cottage 
gardener and The gardener with general gardening tips. 

A notice in the Journal of the Royal Horticultural Society 1889 shows that George 
became a Fellow of the RHS in that year. He also entered many competitions doing quite 
well in many of them, such as in 1895 "Excellent black and white Grapes were staged by Mr. 
G R Allis, gardener to Major Shuttleworth, Old Warden Park, Biggleswade, who was first in 
both classes." George was the head gardener at the Shuttleworth estate until his 
retirement. In January 1894 at the age of 65 George married Hannah Cutts in Pimlico, 
London. At this time he was living in the Swiss Cottage in Old Warden, which is still to 
be seen today in the village, although now a private house. It was visited in May 2016 
when many gardens, including the Swiss Cottage, were open to the public. This "picture 
postcard" building belonged to the estate and was actually two cottages, one for the 
head gardener and the other for the under-gardener. 

He is mentioned in a book about Old Warden by a local historian, Christine Hill. 
George remained at Old Warden until he retired when he moved to 4, Spring Road, 
Kempston, Bedfordshire and was then receiving an annuity from the Gardeners Royal 
Benevolent Institute. He was living here at the time of his death in 1907. 

He left a will where the executors were an accountant from Lincoln and his daughter 
Mary who was living at Howard Street, Lincoln. Some personal items were given to his 
daughter and after the remainder was sold, including some shares in a railway, the 
proceeds were to be split one third to his wife Hannah, and the remaining two thirds to 
his daughter Mary.**It is believed that Hannah returned to her native Derbyshire. 

MARY ANN was born on 25 Feb 1827 at Hagworthingham, Lincolnshire” and was 
baptised there on 4 Mar 1827.” 

She married William Laming, a gamekeeper from North Kelsey, Lincolnshire on 15 Apr 
1857 at Newark, Nottinghamshire. The witnesses were Eliza Allis and Charles Samways. 
William's father was Thomas Laming, a labourer, and Mary Anne's was John Alliss, a 
labourer. Mary Anne was living in Newark at this time.“ She secondly married Joseph 
Walter Taylor on 18 May 1871 at Lincoln, Lincolnshire.” Mary Ann died in 1898 at 
Lincoln” and was buried on 21 Dec 1898 at Canwick cemetery near Lincoln, at plot 
number D2708. The LFHS CD-ROM of an index to Lincoln burial registers shows that 
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there is extra detail on the memorial, but this has not been seen. Mary was living in 
Queen Street, Lincoln at the time of her death.” 

ELIZA was baptised on 31 Oct 1829 at Hagworthingham, Lincolnshire.” 

She married George Herringshaw, a joiner from Scothern, the son of George 
Herringshaw and Mary Hobson, on 13 Apr 1855 at West Barkwith, Lincolnshire. The 
witnesses were Tamar Rebecca Allis and Richard Clipson and the marriage was by 
licence. George's father was a brewer while Eliza's father was shown as John Allis, a 
carrier. At the time of their marriage Eliza was a servant resident at West Barkwith.® She 
died on 20 Jun 1884 at Scothern, Lincolnshire, aged 54 and was buried there on 23 Jun 
1884 where she shares a grave with her husband. A photograph of the headstone was 
taken on a visit in 2012.* 

WILLIAM was baptised on 1 Apr 1832 at Scothern, Lincolnshire.** He married Mary Jane 
Andrew, daughter of Edward Andrew and Ann Harvey, on 23 Jan 1867 at Fiskerton, 
Lincolnshire. He died on 11 May 1911 at Scothern, Lincolnshire, aged 79.” 

JOSEPH was baptised on 29 Nov 1834 at Scothern, Lincolnshire.** He was buried on 30 
Nov 1861 at Scothern, Lincolnshire.” 

In 1851 at the age of 16 Joseph was an apprentice tailor to John Danby in Scothern and 
was living with him and his wife Sarah. Ten years later he was an assistant tailor in 
Langton Road, Bardney. 

He died later in 1861 and was buried at Scothern. In amongst some other Allis graves in 
the churchyard is a small semi-circular gravestone marked J A next to one marked M A 
A. It is possible that this could this be Joseph although it by no means certain. The M A 
A stone is still a mystery as to who it might be for. They are situated adjacent to the 
headstone for Tamar and John Garratt Allis. 

TAMAR REBECCA was born on 13 Mar 1838 at Scothern, Lincolnshire” and was baptised 
on 17 Jun 1838 at Scothern, Lincolnshire.” She died on 27 Mar 1911 at Scothern, 
Lincolnshire, aged 73.* 

Tamar worked for a time as a nurse but mainly as a housekeeper around Scothern, 
Heighington, and for a number of years at Tumby, near Coningsby. It appears that she 
preferred to be known as Rebecca and is buried in Scothern churchyard with her older 
brother John. 

CHARLES was baptised on 16 Aug 1841 at Scothern, Lincolnshire.“ He married Elizabeth 
Hescott on 10 Oct 1871 at Scothern, Lincolnshire. The witnesses to the marriage were 
William and Harriet Elizabeth Allis. Charles' father was John Allis a farmer and 
Elizabeth's father was George Hescott a carpenter, both were living in Scothorne and 
were of full age. 

The marriage was announced in the newspaper as: 

"At Scotherne on the 10th inst. Charles, youngest son of Mr John Allis, of Scotherne, to 
Elizabeth, second daughter of the late Mr George Hescott, of Tollard Royal, Wilts.".° He died 
on 28 Jul 1912 at Lincoln, Lincolnshire, aged 70. 

Charles was caught poaching at Sudbrooke in September 1871 attending court three 
days after his wedding and was fined 10s. 

He was a carpenter and had moved into the St Swithin area of Lincoln after his marriage 
to Elizabeth; firstly to Thomas Street, then to Croft Street. 

Elizabeth died on Christmas Eve 1899. 

Between 1906 and 1907 he moved from Croft Street to 9 Howard Street, Lincoln, with his 
niece Mary Elizabeth Allis [daughter of George Allis] as his housekeeper, and in 1911 
Kate Herringshaw was a visitor (and also his niece).* 

Charles and Elizabeth had eight children but only one, Mabel, survived. They and most 
of their children were buried in Scothern churchyard. 

HARRIETTE ELIZABETH was baptised on 17 Aug 1846 at Scothern, Lincolnshire.™ She 
married John William Beale on 4 Jun 1874 at Scothern, Lincolnshire. The witnesses at the 
wedding were Charles and Tamar Rebecca Allis. John's father was John Beale, a 
schoolmaster, and Harriet's father is shown as John Allis, a cottager.® She died in 1913 at 
West Bromwich, Staffordshire.” 

In 1881 they lived in St Rumbolds Lane, Lincoln. This has been (since about the mid- 
1880s renamed St Rumbolds Street and is very close to where the Lincoln archive office 


is now situated, and was also just around the corner from where her brother Charles 
lived in Croft Street. They later moved from Lincolnshire to West Bromwich in 
Staffordshire for John's work. They had 8 children. 

406. REBECCA ALLIS was baptised on 12 Oct 1794 at Markby, Lincolnshire.” She married Henry Harrison, 


son of Benjamin Harrison and Susannah Skill, on 27 Nov 1821 at Panton, Lincolnshire after banns and in 
the presence of William Allis and Sarah Clayarth. 


Interestingly a newspaper notice in the Stamford Mercury of 11 January 1822 reported "Lincoln January 10 
~ Marriages - On Thursday the 3rd inst., Mr Allis, of Panton to Miss Clipsham of Barkworth;, also Mr Henry 
Harrison of Wragby to Miss Allis of Panton." 

This doesn't quite tie up with the parish register, but it is assumed that Miss Allis of Panton is Rebecca.” 
Rebecca was buried on 11 Apr 1860 at Wragby, Lincolnshire.® 

Henry had a varied career being a toll-bar keeper and afterwards a sexton. 

In 1841 they had three children although only one baptism record has been found for Wragby. 


Children of Rebecca Allis and Henry Harrison were as follows: 
i. SUSANNAH was born circa 1826; no birth or baptism records found in Wragby or Panton. 
ii. GEORGE was born circa 1832; no birth or baptism records found in Wragby or Panton. 
iii. CHARLES FREDERICK was baptised on 13 Sep 1835 at Wragby, Lincolnshire.” 


407. ANN ALLIS was baptised on 8 May 1796 at Markby, Lincolnshire.” She married George Skill Harrison, 
son of Benjamin Harrison and Susannah Skill, on 27 Jul 1828 at Panton, Lincolnshire. The witnesses to the 
marriage were Robert Allis and Harriet Lamb. The marriage was by licence and George was from Wragby 
and Ann from Panton. In the marriage bond and allegation (Lincolnshire archives reference MB 1828/79 
and transcribed by the LFHS) Ann was 28 years old and George was 29.” She next married Charles 
Holmes in 1854.” She was buried on 8 Dec 1877 at Wragby, Lincolnshire.” 


Ann Allis and George Skill Harrison were seen in a newspaper announcement on 15 Aug 1828 that "on the 
eve of 27th ult. Mr. Geo. Harrison, of the Adam and Eve Inn, Wragby,[was married] to Miss Ann Allis, of 

Panton." .” 

George was the Innkeeper of the Adam and Eve Inn at Wragby. He died of a "short and severe" illness 
according to the Stamford Mercury in October 1830. 

Ann received £50 in her father's will of 1838. In 1841 Ann and her daughter Roseannah were staying with 
William and Mary Allis in Wragby. In 1851 Roseanna was staying with her aunt Rebecca in Wragby while 
her mother Ann was living in Markby at the house of Charles Holmes, a neighbour to her brother George 
Allis. She was the housekeeper and later married Charles. 

Up to the death of her husband Charles in 1867 Ann continued to live in Markby but by 1871 had moved 
back to Wragby, living with the family of Henry Harrison and was recorded as his sister in law. 

Henry died in March 1877 and at the time of her death in the following December she was living at Panton 
Grange. 

Ann had a son before marriage and a daughter with George. 


i. HENRY WILLIAM was baptised on 10 Jul 1822 at Panton, Lincolnshire, when the family’s 
abode was recorded as Wire Hill, Panton.” He died on 21 Jul 1857 at Wragby, 
Lincolnshire, aged 35* and was buried there on 24 Jul 1857. 

An inquest into the sudden death of Henry was recorded in a newspaper article on the 
31 July 1857: 

Inquests by Mr. Hitchins. — On the 23d, on the body of Wm. Henry Allis, aged 35, a gardener, 
residing at Wragby. From the evidence of Hy. Harrison, with whom deceased lived, it appeared 
that on the preceding day he was as well as usual. At 10 o'clock he sat down and ate heartily of 
his supper, consisting of mutton and lettuce. Shortly after he went to bed, and in a few minutes 
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came down again complaining that his chest was very painful. At that time he did not take 
anything, but after a little while he felt easier, and returned to bed, but soon came down again, 
the pain continuing. He drank some cold water, and vomited a good deal, but nothing but what 
looked like froth. When he came down the second time he requested that Mr. Wranham should be 
sent for, and the moment after he became insensible, and died before Mr. Wrangham arrived. 
Rosanna Crageld, sister to the deceased, stated that she was at the house of her uncle, Henry 
Harrison. The deceased, after he had gone to bed, complained of wind on his stomach, and took 
some cold water, and said he was easier, but shortly after he became worse, and went down stairs 
and took some more cold water, and requested Mr. Wrangham to be fetched; but in less than ten 
minutes after he was dead. He was very subject to spasms, but always took something hot for 
them. When she saw him a few minutes before she went to bed he was quite well. The coroner 
observed that this was a case of very rapid death, but under circumstances which gave rise to no 
suspicion that his death was otherwise than natural. Whether from the spasmodic attack, or from 
pulmonary apoplexy, or from any arterial rupture — for the ends of science, and to obtain an 
accurate return of the real cause of death a post-mortem examination would be desirable ; — but as 
there was no evidence that the death of the deceased was from the act of any other person, nor 
from his own act, but from the inscrutable decree of Divine Providence, he did not deem it 
necessary ; and if such was their opinion, they would return a verdict accordingly. Verdict, 
natural death.” 

Henry was the illegitimate son of Ann Allis and his father is unknown, although a 
Harrison which is shown in the parish register entry for his burial. He was a beneficiary 
in George Allis' will (his grandfather) of 1838 where he received £50. 


Children of Ann Allis and George Skill Harrison were: 

i. ROSEANNA was baptised on 13 Nov 1829 at Wragby, Lincolnshire.” She married Thomas 
Hemsley Cragild on 26 Mar 1856 at Markby, Lincolnshire; The marriage was by licence. 
Thomas Cragild was a waiter from Glasgow. Roseanna was said to be 24 and Thomas 
was 31.” 
She was a witness at the inquest of her brother Henry William Allis (see above). 
In 1861 Roseannah was living at Ardwick, Lancashire with Thomas and their three 
children but by 1871 was widowed and living at Hartington in Derbyshire. 
In 1911 she was again living at Ardwick at 15 Exeter Street and aged 80 with two of her 
children. Alice (Henderson) was then 54 and was born in Markby while son Thomas was 
48 and was born at Ardwick. 

There was no issue of Ann Allis and Charles Holmes. 


408. WILLIAM ALLIS was baptised on 18 Jan 1798 at Markby, Lincolnshire.** He married Sarah Harrison, 
daughter of Benjamin Harrison and Susannah Skill, on 17 May 1825 at Wragby, Lincolnshire. At the time 
of their marriage both were single and from Wragby. The witnesses were Ben Harrison and Susan Lamb. 
The Stamford Mercury on Friday 27 May 1825 in the marriage notices, announced that: "Last week, at 
Wragby, Mr W. Allis, butcher, and Miss Harrison, daughter of Mr. Harrison, of the Adam and Eve Inn" ” 
William Allis was buried on 3 Jul 1875 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.” 


He moved with the family from Markby to Wragby, then after marrying to Nettleham. 

William was a butcher at the time of his marriage, then he was a publican in Nettleham until about 1832 
when he took to agricultural labouring for the rest of his life. 

Like his brother John, he received one pound from his father's will as it was said that he had been 
provided for before, although in what way we cannot know. 

William and Sarah had six children. 


Children of William Allis and Sarah Harrison all born at Nettleham, Lincolnshire, were as follows: 
i. SUSANNA was baptised on 12 Mar 1826.” She died on 5 Jul 1853 at Lincoln, Lincolnshire” 
and was buried on 7 Jul 1853 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.” 
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There is a memorial Inscription in Nettleham church for Susannah which reads In 
memory of Susannah Allis who died July 5th 1853 aged 28 years. "Blessed are the dead who died 
in the Lord". 
A notice in the newspaper recorded that she died at the county hospital in Lincoln. 

480 ii. HENRY was baptised on 25 Nov 1827.” He married Jane Smith on 16 May 1850. He died 
in 1912 at Hexham, Northumberland. 

iii. ELIZABETH was baptised on 1 Mar 1829." 

iv. WILLIAM was baptised on 20 Feb 1831.” 

He moved from Nettleham to Panton with his sister Elizabeth to work, possibly for his 
uncle. After 1851 he disappears from view. 

v. RICHARD was baptised on 8 Sep 1833." He died in Aug 1892 at Bridlington, Yorkshire, 
aged 58 sometime after the 27th August, being the last day he was known to be alive. 
A newspaper notice in 1891 (Reynolds Newspaper September 27) asks for information 
about Richard and to reply to his brother Henry in Nettleham. The text of the notice in 
the missing persons column was 

"Allis. — News wanted of Richard Allis, who formerly lived in Westgate, Bridlington, 
Yorkshire, and came to Nettleham on a visit in 1885, leaving for Bridlington, since which 
time nothing has been heard of him. Any kind friend, knowing anything about him will 
they kindly write to his brother, Henry Allis, Nettleham, Lincoln, England? Bridlington 
papers, please copy." 
It is not known if Henry did hear from Richard, or why he broke contact with his 
Nettleham kin but he died just a year or so after this appeal. In January 1893 the 
newspapers wrote about the death of Richard in his flat where he had been dead for 
perhaps 5 months before he was found. He had died of a heart attack it is supposed®. 
One of the newspapers covering this said he went by the sobriquet "Jasper" (The 
Leicester Chronicle of 28th January 1893). 

vi. GEORGE was born on 8 Jun 1839" and was baptised the following day at Nettleham, 
Lincolnshire.** He married Louisa Freeman, daughter of Francis Freeman and Ann ----- y 
on 19 Mar 1863 at Branston, Lincolnshire. The Lincolnshire Chronicle of Friday 27 Mar 
1863, in its marriage notices, announced that: 

"At Branston on the 19th inst. Mr George Allis, joiner to Miss Louisa Freeman, second daughter 
of Mr Francis Freeman, coachman to the hon. A. L. Melville, Branston Hall, both of Branston." .* 
George died on 17 Dec 1924 at Lincoln, Lincolnshire, aged 85." 

George became a builder and moved from Nettleham to Lincoln. He eventually lived in 
the "Roman House" in Bailgate. In building some houses in Bailgate around 1879 some 
Roman columns were discovered and more were found two or three years later. 

George lived in one of those houses. In 1887 further ruins were discovered that made the 
site quite an important one. A newspaper article (Lincolnshire Chronicle 14 Jan 1887) 
explains why. The discovery of the Roman portico was very newsworthy and was often 
shown to visitors. There was a visit in 1895 by journalists as described in another article 
in the paper where one of the journalists mentioned was Mr (and Mrs) G H Burton from 
Stamford. George Henry Burton was a journalist and author, and was the son of George 
Burton and Elizabeth Allis (who was George's 1st cousin). 

George was also elected to the board of guardians of the Lincoln union workhouse in 
1885 according to a notice in The Lincolnshire Chronicle, 14 April 1885, "Election of 
guardians". 

George didn't appear to have much to do with his family as judged by the guest list to 
his daughter's wedding which was predominately from his wife's and the bridegroom's 
side. 

George and Louisa had two children, Arthur and Louisa. 

Arthur was disabled and died at twelve years of age. Louisa married George Harding 
and by 1911 they had two children, Harry and Alice, and in 1939 were living at 1, Lee 
Road in Lincoln.*°*” 


409. ROBERT ALLIS was baptised on 29 Dec 1799 at Markby, Lincolnshire. He married Harriet Lamb, 
daughter of Richard Lamb and Jane Harrison, on 5 May 1841 at Wragby, Lincolnshire; Susannah Corking 
was a witness to their marriage.* 
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Robert died on 4 May 1879 at Panton, Lincolnshire, aged 79® and was buried in May 1879 at Wragby, 
Lincolnshire in the churchyard where there is a memorial to him, along with his wife and son Robert. The 
inscription (on the east side of the memorial facing the car park) reads "In affectionate remembrance of Robert 
Allis of Panton Grange who died May 4th 1879 aged 78 years." 

He inherited the bulk of the estate from his father and farmed about 300 acres at Panton, Lincolnshire, 
living at Panton Grange. 

He made his will in 1877 which suggests that he was not in good health for some 18 months. In it he leaves 
to his wife Harriet, daughter Sarah Jane, and to son John. The other children are not mentioned. 

The executors of his will were his son John Allis and George Herringshaw of Scothern, a joiner, which is an 
interesting link to the family in that village. 


Robert and Harriet had five children. 


Children of Robert Allis and Harriet Lamb were as follows: 
i. RICHARD was baptised on 20 Feb 1842 at Panton, Lincolnshire, and the family were 

living at Wire Hill, Panton.” 
After 1851 when Richard was at home, nothing more is found in the census returns for 
him. There was a Richard Allis born in Lincolnshire in 1842 found in a list of merchant 
seamen (TNA reference BT116/2, page 251) who went to sea at the age of 14. There seem 
to be few other candidates for this Richard Allis. He was not mentioned in his father's 
will in 1879. 

ii. GEORGE was baptised on 28 Jan 1844 at Wragby, Lincolnshire.” He married Emma 
Mawer on 4 Jul 1865 at Hull, Yorkshire. A newspaper marriage announcement was 
made on Friday 14th July 1865 that, " at the holy trinity church, Hull, on 4th July George, 
second son of Robert Allis of Panton Grange to Emma, eldest daughter of Mr Mawer of Holme 
Hill Wragby.".” 

In the 1871 census for Panton the family of Robert Allis includes Robert William Allis, a 
grandson. He was baptised at Wragby on 30 September 1867 (as Robert Willie) to 
George and Emma Allis, a farmer of Wragby. At this census Emma was working as a 
shop assistant in Langtoft (near to Market Deeping) and was shown as married but her 
and George were never seen together again. 

In 1875 George was sentenced to 14 days hard labour in Lincoln prison for breaking 
three windows at his father's house in Panton, as reported in the newspaper,” so it 
seems that he didn't get on too well with his parents. 

After this nothing is known about him. 

Emma had a second son in 1872 (Francis Charles Bannister Allis) to an unnamed father 
at Wisbech in Cambridgeshire, and by 1880 had moved to Abingdon, Berkshire and 
remarried as a widow. 

iii. SARAH JANE was baptised on 23 May 1845 at Wragby, Lincolnshire, the daughter of 
Robert and Harriet.”Sarah married John Cooling on 31 Mar 1868 at Panton, 
Lincolnshire. At the time of their wedding John Cooling was aged 24 and a Farmer from 
Coningsby. His father was John Cooling, also a Farmer. Sarah Jane Allis was aged 22 
and from Panton and her father was Robert Allis, also a farmer. The witnesses were 
Robert Allis the younger [her brother], Mary Fletcher, A Reamsby(?).” She was buried 
on 25 Feb 1920 at Haxey, Lincolnshire.” 

iv. ROBERT was baptised on 25 Jul 1848 at Wragby, Lincolnshire but was from Wire Hill, 
Panton.” He died on 30 Dec 1870 at Panton, Lincolnshire, aged 22° and was buried on 3 
Jan 1871 at Wragby, Lincolnshire.” 

He witnessed the marriage of John Cooling and his sister Sarah Jane Allis on 31 Mar 
1868 at Panton, Lincolnshire. He was known as Robert Allis the younger and in Wragby 
churchyard there is a memorial to him (on the north side of the memorial shared with 
his mother and father), which is inscribed: 

In affectionate remembrance of Robert Allis third son of Robert and Harriett Allis of Panton 
Grange who died Dec 30th 1870 aged 22 years 

"Blessed are the dead which die in the lord." 
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v. JOHN was baptised on 25 Jan 1850 at Wragby, Lincolnshire, when the family lived 
nearby at Wire Hill, Panton.” He married Matilda Traves on 4 May 1876 at East 
Torrington, Lincolnshire.” He died on 29 Dec 1925 at Fulnetby, Lincolnshire, aged 75.* 
Matilda was from Snitterby in Lincolnshire. 

After the death of his mother and father it appears from the 1881 census that John and 
Matilda had taken over the running of the farm. 

One of the hazards of farming is bad weather and the Stamford Mercury 24 September 
1880 reported that at "Wragby - On Saturday last a fearful storm raged here from one o'clock 
for twenty minutes. Hail (accompanied with lightning, thunder, and rain) or rather ice came 
down as large as small dice. 

The fields presented the appearance of mid-winter for fully two minutes after the shower abated. 
Two horses at plough belonging to Mr John Dobson, farmer, were struck by the electric fluid: one 
was killed on the spot and the other seriously injured. Fortunately Mr. Dobson's son remained at 
the plough and thus undoubtedly escaped. The other two ploughmen held their horses by the 
hand. During the storm Mr. John Allis, of Wire Hill, had a stack of Barley fired." 

At some time before 1891 they moved to Claybridge, near Fulnetby. 

Matilda died in 1920. They had no children of their own but always appear to have had 
John's nieces and nephews staying with them. 


410. SARAH ALLIS was born circa 1804 though no records have been found for her birth or baptism.” 

She married John Fewster on 4 Oct 1824 at Panton, Lincolnshire. John was then from Market Rasen and 
they married by licence. The witnesses to the marriage were William, Mary Ann, and Robert Allis. 

The marriage bond and allegation (LAO reference MB 1824/199) records John as 24 years old while Sarah 
is said to be 21.” She died on 20 Mar 1879 at Grimsby, Lincolnshire at the age of 75 and was buried in 
Cleethorpes cemetery 2 days later. Her death was reported in the Stamford Mercury on Friday 28th of 
March.” Sarah was a widow by 1851. 


Sarah Allis in 1839 inherited £50 from her father's estate according to his will. She had a somewhat 
different life to the rest of the family by living in a large town but there were still apparent ties to the 
Wragby family. 

It is uncertain when her husband died or where they were between 1836 and 1851. 


John and Sarah had four children. 


Children of Sarah Allis and John Fewster were as follows: 

i. SARAH A. was born on 19 Dec 1825 at Market Rasen, Lincolnshire; Sarah's birth and 
baptism are recorded in the registers of the Methodist chapel on the Market Rasen 
circuit. 

ii. MARY was born circa 1829 at Kingston upon Hull, Yorkshire. 
iii. ELIZABETH was born circa 1834 at Kingston upon Hull, Yorkshire. 
iv. ALICE was baptised on 20 Sep 1835 at Wragby, Lincolnshire although John and Sarah 
were still living at Hull.” 
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Descendants of John Allis (1817-1880) and Elizabeth Foster (c1827-1909) 


This branch of the family has quite a lot of information about it, available from various sources. This is due 
in part to William Allis of Alford and his family who became quite a prominent in that part of 
Lincolnshire, but also to the sons who moved out to Colorado in the United States. Here the newspapers 
carried some quite detailed information and obituaries. 

The Douglas county research center in Colorado is a treasure trove and has a large amount of material on 
the Allis family from there including basic genealogies, cemetery records, an oral record from Earl and 
Jolene Allis, school yearbooks and many other documents.

In addition, the Larkspur historical society has a history of the area around Greenland where it records 
that “Mary and Charles Riggs and J.P. Riggs were among the first settlers along with I.J. Noe, C.B Kountz, Charles 
Allis, A.B. Daniels, a founder of the Daniels and Fisher Store in Denver, and Charles Nimerick.”

Many of this branch of the family had contributed to the Methodist historic roll which was started in 1899 
and ran until 1904 to raise funds for the Weslyan Methodist church. This is contained in a set of 50 large 
leather bound volumes which are located in the archives at Westminster Methodist Central Hall in 
London. Transcripts are now available on-line.

420. JOHN ALLIS was baptised on 26 Jan 1817 at Markby, Lincolnshire.t He married Elizabeth Foster on 5 
Jun 1851 at Hackthorn, Lincolnshire; Elizabeth was originally from Patrington, Yorkshire. In the 1851 
census just before their marriage she is seen in Hackthorn, Lincolnshire as a visitor and her occupation is 


given as a servant, outside of a placing. 


In the parish register for Hackthorn their marriage is on page 17 entry 34. On the next page at entry 35 is 
the marriage of Sellers Allis to Elizabeth Kirk (on 4 Sep 1851), followed by Eleanor Allis to Joseph Proudley 
in 1856 (entry number 45). John was buried on 11 Mar 1880 at Beesby, Lincolnshire.’ 


At the time of the 1851 census John was a labourer on the farm of 
Caroline Kirkham at Markby, but after his marriage to Elizabeth the 
couple moved to Strubby. By 1861 he was farming 60 acres and 
continued as a farmer until his death. 

After his death The Lincoln, Rutland and Stamford Mercury on 19 
March 1880 announced a sale by auction of: 

"A close of rich pasture land, with a good house, cow-shed, and other 
buildings thereon and containing six acres (more or less) situate at Markby, 
bounded by land in the occupation of Mr Graves on the east, Mr E A Young 
on the south, Mr Speed on the west, and by the public highway on the north, 
in the occupation of the late Mr John Allis". 


Elizabeth is shown in this picture on the left, presumed to be at some 
time after John’s death. 


Photograph from M. L. Dameron John and Elizabeth had 9 children; three of them later moved to 
Colorado in the USA. 
421. i. GEORGE was born on 5 Jun 1852 at Strubby, Lincolnshire. He married Annie Latcham in

1888. He died on 1 Feb 1899 at Monument, Colorado aged 46 and was buried in 
Monument cemetery, Monument, Colorado, USA. 

WILLIAM was born on 18 Sep 1853 at Strubby, Lincolnshire. He married Clara Wright on 
29 Apr 1885 at St Martin, Lincoln, Lincolnshire. He died on 11 Nov 1939 at Furzehill, 
Bilsby, Lincolnshire, aged 86 and Clara died two days later. 

Mary ANN was born in 1856 at Strubby, Lincolnshire. She married Charles Gray on 6 
Jan 1886 at Beesby, Lincolnshire. Charles was from Navenby.’ 

In 1881 Mary was living with her brother George at Hogsthorpe and was acting as house 
keeper. By 1891 she had married and moved down to Brighton, Sussex via Middlesex. 
Charles was a chemist's assistant which was still his occupation in 1911 when they had 
moved to Wood Green in North London. 

JOHN was born on 2 Apr 1858 at Strubby, Lincolnshire.*’ He married Annie Latcham on 
16 Jan 1901 at Monument, Colorado, United States, then the widow of his brother 
George. He died on 11 Mar 1901 at Monument, Colorado, aged 42. 

After 1871 John was not seen in a census for England but around 1882 or 1883 travelled 
to the USA with his brother Charles. He was residing at Monument, Colorado in the 
1900 federal census of the USA and at that time was unmarried. 

The newspaper announcement following his death was as follows: 

"Mr. Alfred Allis of Lincolnshire England arrived in Colorado Springs on last Saturday. Mr. 
Alfred Allis was called to this county by a cablegram announcing the serious illness of his brother 
John Allis of Monument, who died before his brother reached his bedside. Mr. John Allis died of 
Brights’ disease on Monday evening March 11, at Colorado Springs. He was born in Lincolnshire 
England April 2 1858 being in his forty-third year at the time of his decease. He leaves a widow 
to whom he was married on Jan. 16 1901, whose loving care prolonged his life who together with 
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an aged mother, three sisters and three brothers mourn their loss, which is his gain. Mr. John 
Allis had been a resident of Monument since the death of his brother George, two years since, and 
had charge of the meat market, he was a man of sterling qualities of retiring disposition, faithful 
in business and not given to evil speaking. There was sorrow in our community when it was 
known that he was sick unto death. The funeral services were held at the Presbyterian church in 
Monument on March 13 in the presence of a large gathering of friends. The remains were 
interred in Monument cemetery beside his brother George. The family has the sympathy of the 
entire community in this time and bereavement." .* 


v. HENRY was born in 1860 at Strubby, Lincolnshire.’ He was buried on 3 May 1861 at 
Markby, Lincolnshire.” 
423. vi. CHARLES HENRY was born in 1862 at Strubby, Lincolnshire. He married Clara Nobles on 
16 Nov 1893 at Pueblo, Colorado, United States and secondly married Wilhelmina 
Henrietta Jane Steimle on 20 Aug 1901 at Douglas, Colorado. He died in 1927 at 
Monument, Colorado, United States. 
vii. RACHEL ELIZABETH was baptised on 18 Sep 1864 at Beesby, Lincolnshire." She married 

Percival James Derry on 18 Jul 1889 at Alford, Lincolnshire.” 
She was a witness to the marriage of Charles Gray and Mary Ann Allis on 6 Jan 1886 at 
Beesby, Lincolnshire. Rachel and Percival moved down to London. They had one child, 
Ada Constance, born on 17 April 1890. Percival died in 1935. In 1939 Rachel and Ada 
were living at Southend-on-Sea, Essex but at some time later Rachel and Ada moved 
back to Lincolnshire and were living at 88 West Street, Alford at the time of Rachel’s 
death on the 22™ April 1948. Ada did not marry and died in 1957 at Alford. 

viii. EMMA JANE was baptised on 14 Mar 1867 at Beesby, Lincolnshire." She married George 
Gruneisen in 1908 in the Spilsby registration district of Lincolnshire. George was from 
London and was an insurance agent. In 1911 they were living at Worthing in Sussex, but 
by the 1930s were living in North London. Emma died in 1948 

424. ix. ALFRED SELLERS was born on 4 Jul 1869 at Beesby, Lincolnshire. He married Annie Maria 

Wren in 1905 at Yarmouth, Norfolk. He died on 2 Mar 1957 aged 87. 


Children of John and Elizabeth 


421. GEORGE ALLIS was born on 5 Jun 1852 at Strubby, Lincolnshire. There are no records for a baptism in 
the Anglican registers but there is a civil registration in the Louth registration district for 1852." He married 
Annie Latcham in 1888. The marriage was not easy to find as in the GRO index Annie Latcham married in 
1888 Qtr-Sep, Edmonton, vol 3a, p512 and George Allis married in 1888 Qtr-Sep, Edmonton, vol 3a, page 
542. In both cases there is a mismatch in the number of men and women so this appears to be a GRO index 
error. 

He died on 1 Feb 1899 at Colorado aged 46” and was buried at Monument cemetery, Monument, 
Colorado, USA.* 

He witnessed the marriage of Charles Gray and Mary Ann Allis on 6 Jan 1886 at Beesby, Lincolnshire.* He 
and Annie emigrated to the United States in 1896 along with their children.” 


After his father's death in 1880 the family appeared to split and George had moved to Hogsthorpe about 6 
miles south of Beesby with his sister Mary and brother Charles. In 1881 they were farming 72 acres at 
"Marsh Retreat". 

By 1891 he had changed his occupation to a butcher and was living in Leicester with his wife Annie and 
two children, John and Annie. Annie was about 15 years younger than her husband and from London, but 
the two children were born in Leicester. 

They moved to Colorado in the USA to work with his brother Charles in 1896, departing Liverpool for 
New York on board the Majestic on the 22nd April and arriving in New York seven days later. 
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The details of birth and death are from his headstone. A picture is at Find a grave (ref 34026256) with 
thanks to Bob Rohwedder who submitted it. The inscription reads, "In loving remembrance of George Allis 
born in Strubby Lincolnshire Eng. June 5th 1852 died Feb 1 1899. Thy will be done". 


There was an announcement in the Stamford Mercury of Friday 10th February 1899 which read: 

"A cablegram was received by Mr Wm Allis of Alford and Bilsby conveying the news of the death in Colorado of his 
brother, Mr George Allis who succumbed to pneumonia on Thursday in last week. The eldest son of the late Mr John 
Allis, of Beesby, Mr George Allis left England about 2 years ago for the United States and entered into a partnership 
with his brother Charles who had been out there for ten or twelve years. 

Both had received thorough training as agriculturists in the Lincolnshire marshes, and they followed the same calling 
in America, but on a larger scale, their farm near the Rocky Mountains comprising 5000 acres. Besides this they 
carried on an extensive business as cattle slaughterers. From the day be landed in the States Mr. Geo. Allis had 
enjoyed remarkably good health, owing to the dry, bracing climate, and the news of his sudden death came as a great 
shock to his many relatives and friends in Lincolnshire. He leaves a widow and two children." 


After George’s death Annie stayed in Monument and married his brother John just before he died in 1901. 
She then married Samuel Swisher in Monument a year later and moved to San Diego, California. 


Children of George Allis and Annie Latcham both born at Leicester, Leicestershire, were as follows: 
i. JOHN RAYNER was born on 27 May 1889." He married Anna Urbane Schillinger on 22 Sep 
1910 at Colorado Springs, Colorado.” 
At the age of six he emigrated to the US with his parents.’"His middle name appears to 
come from his grandfather, Reyner Latcham from Somerset. 


By 1917 for the WW1 draft he was a naturalised US 
citizen and was a telegraph operator for the D+ RJ 
. . wT N Railroad company at Greenland Colorado. He was 
described as having dark brown hair and dark brown 
eyes and was of medium size. 
. By this time he had married Anna Urbane Schillinger 
—~ and they had two children. They were known only as 
——— Jack and Urbie to the family.

ii. ANNIE LATCHAM was born on 30 Jan 1891.” She married Olney Earle Powell circa 
1918.” She died on 3 Dec 1977 at Santa Clara, California, aged 86.” 
She emigrated with her parents George Allis and Annie Latcham and brother John 
arriving on 29 Apr 1896 at New York, USA. 
After living in Colorado Annie moved to California with her mother. Annie L. Powell is 
seen in the census of 1920 at San Bernardino, California married to Olney Earle Powell. 
He was single at the WW1 draft and was born in 1890 in Vermont or Canada. She was 
seen as Nancy Alace ina social security index. They married sometime around 1918 and 
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had a son, Robert Earle Powell, born 24 Jan 1920, and the mother was then named as 
Nancy Alace. 

In a 1922 directory Nancy and Olney Powell were at the same address as the 1920 census 
at Mount Vernon avenue, San Bernardino. 

She died in 1977 at Santa Clara, California and her date of birth is given as 30 January 
1891 (US SSDI) which agrees with the GRO index for Annie Latcham Allis registered in 
1891 Qtr-March. 


422. WILLIAM ALLIS was born on 18 Sep 1853 at Strubby, Lincolnshire.” He married Clara Wright on 29 
Apr 1885 at St Martin, Lincoln, Lincolnshire; Clara was 20 years old and from Lincoln while William was 
31 and from Alford. Her father was William Wright, a builder. The marriage was after banns.™ He died on 
11 Nov 1939 at Furzehill, Bilsby, Lincolnshire, aged 86 and Clara died two days later.” 

In 1881 William was living at West Street, Alford with his sister Rachel and was a dentist and chemist. A 
year later he had become a member of the Masons at the Hamilton Lodge in Alford. In 1885 when he 
married Clara he was a chemist from Alford. 

By 1891 he and Clara and were in the High Street, Alford and he was a registered dentist, chemist and 
druggist. They later moved to Furze Hill farm near Bilsby which is on the road between Bilsby and 
Markby. There is still an Allis farm to be seen at or near that location today. 

In 1911 they were celebrating 25 years of marriage. 


A register from 1919 records that William was a member of the Pharmaceutical Society Of Great Britain 
and had been a member since 1874, being registered as a chemist and druggist. 

His obituary in 1939 from the Scunthorpe evening telegraph on the 13" November reads as follows: 
“LEADING EAST LINCS AGRICULTRALIST” 


For more than 40 years one of the leading agriculturists in East Lincolnshire and one 
of the best known public men of the neighbourhood, Mr. William Allis, of Bilsby, near 
Alford died late on Saturday night at the age of 86 

Active in the affairs of the National Farmers’ Union, Mr. Allis was Chairman 

of the Alford branch for two years, and was for a much longer period a representative 
on the county executive, while since June 1923, he has been Chairman of the Alford 
Bull Show Committee. 

His varied public services included membership for a few years of the Alford 

Urban Council, for many years of the Louth and Spilsby Rural District Councils, as well 
as for six years of the Lindsey County Council, while for more than 30 years he 

was a governor of Queen Elizabeth's Grammar School at Alford. 

Mr. Allis was appointed a county magistrate 21 years ago. In earlier life he took an 
active interest in freemasonry, and was a past master of the Hamilton Lodge at Alford 
The funeral takes place at mid-day tomorrow at Bilsby church. 


William and Clara had 11 children of which one had died before 1911. 
i. ANNIE WRIGHT was born in 1886 at Alford, Lincolnshire.” She married David Hugh 
Charles at Lusby, Lincolnshire in 1920. David was from Dublin. The wedding was 
reported in the Boston Guardian of Saturday 10 July 1920. 
ii. EDITH CLARA was born in 1887 at Alford, Lincolnshire.” She married James Percival 
Critchley on the 2 January 1915 at Bilsby. James was one of Edith’s father’s executors for 


his will. 

iii. HILDA MARY was born in 1889 at Alford, Lincolnshire.” She married Gilbert MacEwen in 
1917. 

iv. JOHN WILLIAM was born on 8 Aug 1891 at Bilsby, Lincolnshire.” He married Isabel M. 
Holmes in 1922.°° 
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v. LEONARD CHARLES was born in 1894 at Bilsby, Lincolnshire.*! He married Nellie Gibbons 
on 6 Dec 1916 at Alford, Lincolnshire.” 
He and Nellie were the subject of a newspaper report on 25 Nov 1933 with an interesting 
headline: Husband's curious ultimatum — Extraordinary evidence in Louth case - “You can 
have the dog!” It’s fair to say that the marriage between Leonard and Nellie had broken 
down by this date.* 

vi. ALBERT HENRY was born on 7 Nov 1895 at Bilsby, Lincolnshire.* He married Amy 
Robinson on 10 May 1922 at Rawdon, Yorkshire in a Baptist marriage. His brother 
George Frederick was one of the witnesses.* 

vii. DOROTHY MAY was born in 1898 at Bilsby, Lincolnshire.* She was buried on 9 Apr 1904 
at Bilsby, Lincolnshire.” 

viii. ETHEL MARGARET was born on the 24 November1900 at Bilsby, Lincolnshire.** She 
married William Howard Humphreys in 1926 at Bilsby. The Boston Guardian of 24 July 
1926 carried a report on the wedding. 

ix. Lucy GRACE was born on the 25 January 1903 at Bilsby, Lincolnshire.* She married 
Frank Peet Buttrum on the 30 April 1932 at Bilsby. Lucy died in Derbyshire in 1963. 

x. GEORGE FREDERICK was born on 15 Dec 1904 at Bilsby, Lincolnshire.” He married Fanny 
Holmes in 1925. 
He witnessed the marriage of Amy Robinson and Albert Henry Allis on 10 May 1922 at 
Rawdon, Yorkshire.* George was an executor to his father’s will. 

xi. GWENDOLEN HELEN was born on 5 Dec 1906 at Bilsby, Lincolnshire.” She married Percy 
George Milner Freeman on 14 Aug 1940 at Lincoln, Lincolnshire.” 


423. CHARLES HENRY ALLIS was born in 1862 at Strubby, Lincolnshire. He married Clara Nobles on 16 
Nov 1893 at Pueblo, Colorado, United States and secondly married Wilhelmina Henrietta Jane Steimle on 
20 Aug 1901 at Douglas, Colorado, United States.” He died in 1927 at Monument, Colorado, United States. 


Charles arrived in New York on the 15 January 1885 according to his naturalization record (of intent) in 
Laramie county, Wyoming which was dated the 31 May 1887. He travelled with his brother John and it is 
said that they survived a shipwreck on the way over from England, arriving first in Halifax. They then 
later moved to Columbus, Ohio before making their way to Wyoming where they freighted for the U.S. 
government between Cheyenne and Fort Laramie. He was (or still had property) in Laramie county in 
May 1889 (as seen in the Cheyenne Weekly of 30 May 1889). 

By 1891 John and Charles were trading as Allis bros. Coal merchants, in Denver Colorado, but a year later 
only Charles H. Allis was listed there in the Ballenger and Richards city directory. 


No one seems quite sure about what happened with Charles’ first marriage to Clara, and they were 
together as a family with her two children at least to the time of the 1900 census (although in the 1898 
Denver city directory a Mrs Clara Allis was listed alone, so they may have separated before then). Divorce 
seems the most likely end to the marriage. His second marriage was reported in the Castle Rock Journal of 
30 August 1901 as: 

“The wedding of Charles Allis and Miss Minnie Steimle at Palmer Lake last week was the social event of the season 
in that vicinity. 

The ceremony was performed by Rev. Kneeland, in the presence of a score of relatives and intimate friends. The 
mother, grandmother, brothers, aunt and niece of the bride were present making four generations of the family who 
witnessed the ceremony. Mr. Allis is one of the best known and prosperous stock growers and grain farmers on the 
Divide, and is very popular. His bride is a sister of John Steimle of Palmer Lake and is a pretty and graceful young 
lady, who is a universal favorite among all who know her. After a short wedding trip Mr. and Mrs. Allis will 
commence housekeeping at their ranch.” 


The Castle Rock Record Journal Of Douglas 15 April 1927 has an obituary for Charles giving some detail to 
his life in the US: 
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“The funeral of Charles H. Allis, pioneer resident of the Greenland district was held in the Presbyterian Church In 
Monument at two o'clock last Sunday afternoon, and the remains were tenderly laid to rest In the Monument 
cemetery. 

Rev. C. B. Wilcox. of Denver, an old-time friend of Mr. Allis. preached the funeral sermon and extolled the many 
sterling qualities of the deceased. Rev. Wilcox was born in the same county in which Mr. Allis was born and was 
acquainted with many of Mr. Allis’ people. 

Charles Henry Allis was born at Alford Lincolnshire England June 8, 1862 and died at his home at Greenland. 
Colorado April 6 1927, having reached the age of 64 years. 9 months and 28 days. He, in company with his brother 
John, left England in 1882 to come to the United States. After being lost for seven days at sea when their ship was 
wrecked they were picked up at Halifax. They came to Columbus Ohio, where they remained for a year, and then came 
further west first locating in Wyoming. After a year, during which time the brothers freighted for the government 
between Cheyenne and Fort Laramie, they moved to Denver where they engaged in the coal and feed business. John 
eventually drifted into the mining business at Victor, Colorado, and Charles operated a freight line between Denver 
and Raton, New Mexico. Charles later entered the contracting business and it was during this period that he secured 
the contract for the construction of the electric railway line on Alameda Street, Denver. 

Moving to Monument, Colorado, in 1887 Mr Allis for a number of years operated a meat marker and engaged In the 
livestock business buying and selling cattle with another brother, who arrived from England at this time. After 
George’s death Charles was joined by his brother John. 

In 1894 he rented the Solomon lands near Greenland, and engaged in the raising of livestock, running the place in 
addition to his Meat Market In Monument. He moved onto the place in 1900 and purchased it in 1901. Also In 1901 
Mr. Allis married miss Minnie Steimle of Palmer Lake, who, with seven children, survives. The children are William, 
John, Fred and Alfred, and twin girls Ruth and Ruby, and Beatrice, all living at the farm home at Greenland. Mr. 
Allis had raised thirty three crops on this farm and was well known to everybody In the community. 

In 1912 he built the beautiful farm residence on the ranch adjoining Greenland, where he continued to make his home 
until death called him. 

During the slump In cattle prices following the war Mr. Allis went over to Arvada and opened a meat market, and 
marketed some of his surplus cattle and sheep in this manner. 

Other relatives surviving Mr. Allis are two brothers, Will, a member of parliament in England, and Alfred, also of 
England, two sisters, one In London and the other living in New Zealand one nephew J. R Allis of Louviers, 
Colorado, and one niece, Mrs. O. E. Powell. of San Bernardino, California.” 


It should be noted that his brother 

William was not a member of 
Parliament (MP) which was probably a 
misunderstanding of JP or justice of the 
peace, which William certainly was for 
a time. 
In amongst his other achievements, 
Charles built the Allis reservoir in 1908 
which is still there today, and is about 3 
miles north of Monument to the east of 
the I-25 road. 
A photograph of Charles and Minnie 
with their children is shown on the left, 
taken probably around 1917

WILLIAM ALFRED was born on 15 Jun 1902.% He married Laurel Best on 7 Oct 1928 at 
Douglas, Colorado. Laurel was previously married to Levi Barrett.” Laurel died from a 
fever on 1 September 1933. William secondly married Bertha Elizabeth Carter, the 
widow of Thomas Oxnam on the 15 December 1935 at Boulder, Colorado. William died 
in Oct 1989 at Castle Rock, Douglas, Colorado, aged 87.¥ 

JOHN ARTHUR was born on 1 July1904. He married Evelyn Coker at Boise, Idaho on 4 
June 1932. He died on 20 August 1991. They had one daughter. 

FREDERICK HARRY was born on 17 Aug 1906.“ He died in Mar 1986 at Sedalia, Douglas, 
Colorado, aged 79.“ He married Leota Lucille Kouba on the 30 January 1944 but no 
record has been found of the marriage to-date (date from a genealogy at the Douglas 
county research center). 

BEATRICE ELIZABETH was born on 20 Dec 1908. She married James E. Sippel on 17 Jun 
1928 at Denver, Colorado.” She died on 16 Oct 1990.“ 

ALFRED CHARLES was born on 18 Mar 1911.“ He married Julia Isabella Hasstedt in 1936. 
He died on 18 Mar 1997 at Medford, Jackson, Oregon, aged 86.“ 

An obituary in the Castle Rock Chronicle of 25 March 1997 records that: 

“Alfred C. Allis, 86, a native of Douglas County, died on his birthday, Tuesday, March 18, 1997 
in Medford, Ore., which had been his home for the past one-and-a-half years. 

Memorial services are scheduled for 11 a.m. Tuesday, March 25, at the First United Methodist 
Church in Castle Rock. The Reverend Rodney E. Hull will officiate. Internment will be in the 
Monument Cemetery in Monument, Colo. 

Alfred was born March 18, 1911 in Greenland, Colo., the son of Charles and Wilhelmina 
(Steimle) Allis. A graduate of Douglas County High School (Castle Rock). Alfred married Julia 
Isabella in New Mexico in 1936. Julia preceded him in death on Oct. 6, 1982. On April 24, 1987, 
he married Margaret Boss Goudie in Monument, Colo. 

Alfred was a self-employed farmer and rancher for many years. He then worked as the Post 
Master with the U.S. Postal service in Larkspur until his retirement. He served as the president 
of the Greenland School Board for 15 years and was a member of the Larkspur Volunteer Fire 
Department and of the First United Methodist Church of Castle Rock. 

Alfred enjoyed bowling, travelling and vegetable and flower gardening. 

Besides his first wife, Alfred is also preceded in death by three brothers, three sisters, one daughter 
and two grandchildren. 

Mr. Allis is survived by his second wife Margaret, of Medford, Ore.; his son James Allis of 
Monument; his daughter Mary Lynn Dameron of Round Rock, Texas; five step children; 21 
grandchildren and 20 great grandchildren. 

Memorials may be made in Alfred's name to the First United Methodist Church of Castle Rock, 
1200 South St., Castle Rock, CO 80104 or to the Denver Rescue Mission or other charity of 
choice.

RUBY CLARA was born on 30 Dec 1913. She married Charles L. Patterson on 30 Sep 1939 
at Colorado Springs, Colorado.” She died in Jul 1985 at Colorado Springs, El Paso, 
Colorado, aged 71. 

RUTH ANNA was born on 30 Dec 1913.“She married Lyle Conley on 18 Jan 1944 at Raton, 
New Mexico.* She died on 16 Jun 1992 at Elbert, Elbert, Colorado, aged 78.°“4 


424. ALFRED SELLERS ALLIS was born on 4 Jul 1869” and was baptised on 3 Oct 1869 at Beesby, 
Lincolnshire.” He married Annie Maria Wren in 1905 at Yarmouth, Norfolk.* He died on 2 Mar 1957 aged 


87. 


He was a witness to the marriage of Charles Gray and Mary Ann Allis on 6 Jan 1886 at Beesby, 
Lincolnshire.’ In 1891 Alfred lived at Hamilton Place, Alford with his mother. He was a chemist and 
grocers assistant. He travelled to Colorado in the United States on hearing about the serious illness of his 
brother John Allis who died on 11 Mar 1901 at Monument, Colorado. 

By 1911 Alfred and Annie were still in Alford with their son and he was the manager of a grocers store. 
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By 1939 they were living at 43 Saleby Road, Alford and were retired. 


They had just the one child. 
i. ROBERT ALFRED was born on 24 Feb 1907 at Alford, Lincolnshire.” He married Mary 
Edith Mounsey in 1934 at Derby, Derbyshire.” He died on 11 Mar 1960 at Alford, 
Lincolnshire, aged 53. A memorial inscription reads: "treasured memories of a dear husband 
and father Robert Alfred Allis died 11 March 1960 aged 53 years his life is a beautiful memory". 
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Descendants of Sellers Allis (1826-1898) and Elizabeth Kirk (c1827-1874)

440. SELLERS ALLIS was baptised on 1 Oct 1826 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.’ He married Elizabeth Kirk on 
4 Sep 1851 at Hackthorn, Lincolnshire.* He secondly married Charlotte Mager on 22 Feb 1876 at Greetham, 
Lincolnshire as recorded by an announcement in the Stamford Mercury of the 25 February 1876. 
Charlotte's father was shown as Richard Mager of Greetham.’Sellers died on 27 Nov 1898 at Huttoft, 
Lincolnshire, aged 72* and was buried on 1 Dec 1898 at Huttoft, Lincolnshire.° 


Sellers was named after his mother Mary Sellers. He became a cordwainer or shoemaker in Huttoft and 
had five children with Elizabeth although two died in childhood. 

By 1861 he had bought some land in Alford. In December 1872 he was selling a freehold estate comprising 
a close of about six acres of arable land, a brick and slate dwelling, a grocers, drapers and shoe shop in the 
centre of the village and a brick and tile dwelling house as two tenements. Sellers was in occupation at the 
shoe shop described as "A good boot and shoe business for 24 years". 

Elizabeth died on the 6 October 1874 at the age of 48. 

In 1875 he bought for £100 a close of arable land of 2r 36p known as "The Croft". March of 1878 brought in 
a snowstorm of unusual severity with about 7 1 inches of snow having fallen around Alford and the roads 
were impassable. Two days after this snowfall he had an accident on his way to Alford when a harness 
broke on his cart and it overturned. The pony was hurt and the goods damaged but Sellers escaped 
without injury. 

The autumn of 1880 was a good year for the fruit growers of the area and the Stamford Mercury reported 
"The orchards and gardens in the neighbourhood of Alford have produced an excellent yield of fruit. Mr. Sellars Allis, 
of Huttoft, has a tree which produced 100 apples averaging 1b. each, and one weighed 170z.". 

Sellers and Charlotte are buried next to each other in Huttoft churchyard. The headstone inscription is "In 
loving memory of Sellers The beloved husband of Charlotte Allis who entered into rest on Sunday 27th November 
1898 in the 73rd year of his age. ---- in certain hope of a joyful ---- resurrection" (?) 

For Charlotte the inscription reads "In loving memory of Charlotte widow of Sellers Allis who entered into rest 
6th Feb 1910 aged 87 years". Their graves were visited on the 6th September 2010 and were seen to be 
somewhat overgrown with Ivy. 


Children of Sellers Allis and Elizabeth Kirk, all born at Huttoft, Lincolnshire, were as follows: 
i. CHARLES SELLERS was baptised on 31 Dec 1852° but died at 6 years of age of diptheria’ 
and was buried on 4 Jul 1859 at Huttoft, Lincolnshire.® 
ii. JOHN HENRY was baptised on 28 Apr 1854’ and was buried on 8 Oct 1854 at Huttoft.”” 
iii. HENRY was baptised on 30 Jul 1855" and was buried on 19 Sep 1855 at Huttoft.” 
iv. ANN ELIZABETH was baptised on 10 Oct 1856.'"She was buried on 22 Jul 1859 at Huttoft, 
Lincolnshire.” 

441. v. GEORGE KIRK was born in 1859. He married Eliza Jane Stubbs in 1886. He died on 15 
Mar 1905 at Taradale, Hawkes Bay, New Zealand and is buried in the Taradale 
cemetery. 

vi. ANN was born in 1861.” 

vii. FRED was born in 1864." He died in Aug 1891 at Huttoft, Lincolnshire. An 
announcement in the Stamford Mercury of the 28 August 1891 states in the "Deaths" 
section "Fred Allis stationer of Huttoft, youngest son of Sellars Allis, age 27. Deeply lamented" 
The date of his death is not given” but he was buried on 23 Aug 1891 at Huttoft, 
Lincolnshire.” 

Fred was boarding at his employers premises in Alford in 1881 and later moved to 
Boston working as a compositor. 
There was no issue of Sellers Allis and Charlotte Mager. 
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The children of Sellers Allis and Elizabeth Kirk 


441. GEORGE KIRK ALLIS was born in 1859 at Huttoft, Lincolnshire’ and was baptised on 7 Mar 1859 at 
Huttoft, Lincolnshire.” He married Eliza Jane Stubbs in London during 1886.” He died on 15 Mar 1905 at 
Taradale, Napier, New Zealand and was buried in the Taradale cemetery, section E, number 472. His death 
was reported in the Stamford Mercury in May of that year as "At Napier New Zealand on March 15 George 
Kirk Allis, last surviving son of the late Sellers Allis". 


George moved away from Lincolnshire and in 1881 he was in Pancras, Middlesex working as a Draper 
aged 22. It was in this area that he married Eliza. 

In 1891 he was living at 31 Spencer Road, Brixton, London with his wife Eliza and son George aged 11 
months. Eliza was from London and George junior from Lambeth. George was now a furnishing salesman. 
George and Eliza along with Margaret, Clifford and Nellie emigrated from Britain on the 30 November 
1895, sailing from Plymouth. 

Eliza died on the 20 December 1937 and was buried in Masterton cemetery, New Zealand (about 50 miles 
NE of Wellington). The contributor to findagrave.com where a photograph of Eliza's memorial has been 
added has also added a number of Stubbs, mostly in Australia, so a family connection is supposed to that 
part of the world. 


Children of George Kirk Allis and Eliza Jane Stubbs were as follows: 
i. SYDNEY was born in 1887.”' He died in 1888.” 
ii. MARGARET ANNIE was born on 25 Jan 1889 at Penge, Surrey, and was baptised in the 
Wesleyan chapel, Kentish Town, London on the 9th of June.” 
442. iii, GEORGE CLIFFORD was born in 1890. He married Lucy Alice Minna Carlyon in 1913 in 
New Zealand. He died on 22 Mar 1952 in New Zealand. 
iv. ELEANOR KATHERINE was born in 1893 in the Lambeth registration district of London.”

442. GEORGE CLIFFORD ALLIS was born in 1890.” He married Lucy Alice Minna Carlyon in 1913 in New 
Zealand.” He died on 22 Mar 1952 in New Zealand, and was buried with his wife Lucy at Karori cemetery 
which is just outside of Wellington on the North Island.” 


Children of George Clifford Allis and Lucy Alice Minna Carlyon were as follows:

450. WILLIAM ALLIS was baptised on 1 Apr 1832 at Scothern, Lincolnshire.’ He married Mary Jane 
Andrew, daughter of Edward Andrew and Ann Harvey, on 23 Jan 1867 at Fiskerton, Lincolnshire. The 
witnesses were Charles Allis and Harriet Elizabeth Allis. William was 34, a bachelor and from Scothern, 
while Mary Jane Andrew was aged 20, a spinster.’ He died on 11 May 1911 at Scothern, Lincolnshire aged 
79.4 


William Allis and Mary Jane (formerly Andrew) are shown on the birth certificate of Herbert John Allis to 
be his father and mother. 

William lived all his life in and around Scothern, Lincolnshire. In 1851 he was an apprentice butcher to 
William Akrill in Scothern and was lodging with him and his family. Ten years later he was an assistant 
butcher to Harriet Bourn at 248, High Street in Lincoln and in the 1872 Whites Directory he was listed as a 
butcher at 20, Butchery, Lincoln, with his home in Fiskerton. 

In 1867 it was reported that "fines of 2s 6d each, and 7s costs, were inflicted on the following persons for allowing 
their horses to stray on the highway in the parish of Scothorne on the 4th instant:- William Allis, Joseph Smith, 
Thomas Gibbons, and Edward Coates". 

By 1881 he was a butcher and carrier but in 1891 he only gave his occupation as a carrier, and was assisted 
by his brother John, but ten years later was again described as a butcher and carrier. 

He died at Scothern with R Jeffery [Rebecca] of Nettleham, daughter, in attendance. At present no details 
of a burial or otherwise has been found. 

It was reported that he had been the carrier between Scothern, Sudbrooke and Lincoln for over 40 years 
and after his death his wife carried on the business for a while. It is assumed that he took over his father's 
carrier business. 

Mary died in 1933 at Nettleham but her funeral was held in Scothern. 


Of their eleven children, four moved south to the Hounslow and Hampton area of Middlesex near London 
(Charles, Fanny, George, and Herbert), and three had died by 1911. These were the twins Edward and 
Ada, and Eliza Ann who was born in 1871. 


Children of William Allis and Mary Jane Andrew were as follows: 

451. i. CHARLES EDWARD was born on 21 Feb 1868 at Scothern, Lincolnshire. 

Charles married Alice Player in 1897. He was buried on 20 Dec 1949 at Hampton, 
Middlesex. 

452. ii. FANNY ELIZABETH was born on 14 Nov 1869 at Fiskerton, Lincolnshire. She married 
Thomas Gale on 18 Jun 1891 at Scothern, Lincolnshire. She died on 29 Nov 1940 at 
Cambridge aged 71. 

iii. ELIZA ANN was baptised on 24 Sep 1871 at Fiskerton, Lincolnshire.* 
No records for Eliza have been found except for her baptism. In the 1911 census for 
William and Mary Jane they show they had 11 children of which three had died. The 
twins died in 1881 and all the others are accounted for by marriage or death leaving 
Eliza Ann as probably not surviving beyond infancy. There is further evidence as when 
Rachel Allis married who would have been the third daughter after Fanny and Eliza, she 
is said in a newspaper notice to be the second daughter of William Allis. 

453. iv. RACHEL was born on 14 Nov 1874 at Scothern, Lincolnshire. She married Henry Jeffery 
in 1901. She died on 29 Nov 1944 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire, aged 70. 

v. GEORGE WILLIAM was born on 29 Aug 1876 at Scothern, Lincolnshire® and was baptised 
in the parish church on 5 Nov 1876.° George married Elsie Bark on 9 Aug 1924 at 
Kingston upon Thames, Surrey. The witnesses were Elizabeth Jones and George Ernest 
Row. He gave his age as 43 years when he would have been 47. 

George was then a nurseryman and his father recorded as William Allis, a master 
butcher. Elsie was living at 51 Victor Road Teddington, and her father was James 
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vi. 


Simpson Bark, a Cowman.’ George died on 12 Dec 1957 at Bracebridge Heath, 
Lincolnshire aged 81, and at this time they lived at West Torrington.° 


George was living at home in Scothern in 1891 and was working as a gardener’s 
labourer. He moved from Scothern down to Hampton, Middlesex before 1901, as had his 
brothers Herbert and Charles, while sister Fanny and husband Tom had moved to 
Hounslow. In 1901 George was lodging with Charles and family in Priory Road, 
Hampton. 


In August 1901 Rachel Allis married in Scothern and she was given away by her brother 
William, according to a notice in the newspaper. As George is the only brother with 
William included in their name it is assumed that this is the name he used. (He is just 
called William in the 1891 census so this does seem quite likely). 

In 1915 he was living at 18 Garden 
Villas, Broad Lane, Hampton 
Middlesex according to army 
records, and was a gardener. 
These records also showed that he 
was 5'3 %4” tall, 146 lbs in weight 
and was said to be 40 yrs and 3 
days on the 18th August 1915, 
making his date-of-birth the 15 
August 1875 which disagrees with 
the parish records. However, in 
the army records his mother, and 
next-of-kin, is shown as Mary 
Jane Allis in Scothorne so there is 
no doubt it is the same person. 
He was enlisted to the Royal 
Engineers (117412) as a pioneer, 
and later transferred to the labour 
corps. - the 6th Labour Battalion - 
with the regimental number of 
292563. In France he was made a 
lance corporal and was 
hospitalised on 24 March 1917 but 
rejoined his unit a week later. 
While in the army his address for 
pay was given as Nettleham Mill. 
He served in France from 1915 
and was awarded the Victory, 
British, and 15 Star medals. 

In Scothern church is a memorial 
to the men and women from the 
village who served in WW1 and GW Allis is amongst them. He is the only Allis shown. 
By 1939 he and Elsie had moved to West Torrington, Lincolnshire where he was 
employed by the county council working on the roads. 

They do not appear to have had children. 

ELVINA was born on 21 Sep 1878 at Scothern, Lincolnshire*”’ and was later baptised there 
on 1 Mar 1882.° She married Tom Kettleborough on 20 Mar 1907 at Clasketgate, Lincoln, 
Lincolnshire, in a Wesleyan ceremony. The witnesses to the marriage were John Munton 
and Winifred Allis. Both Tom and Elvina gave their age as a seemingly adjusted 26 
(Elvina was 28 years old) and both were living in Canwick at the time. Her father was 
recorded as William Allis a carrier and his was Tom, an agricultural foreman. At the 
time of their marriage Tom was an agricultural labourer and Elvina a domestic servant.” 
She died in 1959 at Lincolnshire.”

Elvina was a bridesmaid at her sister Rachel's wedding in Scothern in August 1901. The 
other bridesmaid was Hetty Herringshaw who was Rachel's cousin. 

Elvina was apparently known as "Vine". 

After their marriage they farmed in Langworth for a while. In 1939 she and Tom were 
living at Station Road in Welton and he was a "rabbit catcher and game killer." 

ADA was born on 12 Jun 1881 at Scothern, Lincolnshire” and baptised the following day 
in the parish church. She was buried on 9 Jul 1881 at Scothern, Lincolnshire.“ 

EDWARD was born on 12 Jun 1881 at Scothern, Lincolnshire’ and was baptised on 13 Jun 
1881. He was buried on 9 Jul 1881 at Scothern, Lincolnshire” and was 27 days old when 
he died, living two days longer than his twin sister Ada. 

HERBERT JOHN was born on 21 Sep 1882 at Scothern, Lincolnshire. He married Sarah 
May Abdey, on 18 Jun 1904 at St George's church, Hanworth, Middlesex. He died on 27 
Jan 1945 at Stanwell, Middlesex, aged 62 and was buried at Feltham, Middlesex. 
ROBERT SYDNEY was born on 30 Jan 1886 at Scothern, Lincolnshire” and was baptised 
there in the parish church on 2 Apr 1890."* He married Florence Maria Naylor on 12 Feb 
1921 at Lincoln, Lincolnshire, where the witnesses were Edith Jeffery [presumed to be 
his niece] and R H Pettinger. Florence was from Saxilby and her father was John Thomas 
Naylor, a journeyman blacksmith.” Robert died on 14 Oct 1972 at 5, Heathlea, Scothern, 
Lincolnshire aged 86 and he was a retired farm labourer. The informant was Peter 
Martin England who lived in the Sudbrooke Road, Scothern and does not appear to be 
related to Robert. 

There is a gravestone in Scothern churchyard for Robert and Florence which shows her 
age as 94 when she died in 1990." 

WINIFRED MARY was born on 13 Sep 1889 at Scothern, Lincolnshire. She married William 
Clarkson in 1913 at Lincoln, Lincolnshire.

451. CHARLES EDWARD ALLIS was born on 21 Feb 1868 at Scothern, Lincolnshire” and baptised there on 10 
Apr 1868." Charles married Alice Player in 1897 who was originally from Stansted in Essex” and he was 
buried on 20 Dec 1949 at Hampton, Middlesex.” 


In 1891 Charles was lodging with Tom Gale at the under-gardeners house at Sudbrooke Holme, 
Lincolnshire, where they were both working as under-gardeners. 

Charles and brothers George, and Herbert moved from Scothern down to Hampton before 1901. Also their 
sister Fanny had married Tom Gale and they had moved to Rose Cottage (later number 359) Staines Road, 
Hounslow, Middlesex. 

In 1901 Charles, Alice and family were living in Priory Road, Hampton and George was lodging with 
them. They were all employed as nursery gardeners and Charles was a nursery foreman in 1901. Their first 
son was born at Cheshunt in Hertfordshire as was Tom Gale’s first daughter Florence, so they clearly 
moved around together. 

They lived in Broad Lane Hampton for a number of years. Alice died in 1935 and Charles continued to live 
there until at least 1939 when was working as a jobbing gardener. Until about 1933 the houses in Broad 
Lane only had names and where they lived at 18 Gordon Villas was one of a row of houses in Broad Lane. 
Between the 1931 and 1933 electoral rolls the houses had all acquired numbers, and 18 Gordon Villas had 
become 153 Broad Lane. 


After Alice died in 1935 she was buried in Hampton cemetery. 
In 1945 Charles was staying with his son and daughter-in-law in Ewell, Surrey. 


Charles and Alice had three children of which two survived infancy. 


i. CHARLES WILLIAM was born on 4 Oct 1897 at Cheshunt, Hertfordshire.” He married 
Florence May Barnes in 1921 at Kingston upon Thames, Surrey.” 
A military record card shows Charles' date of birth and also gives the name and address 
of his father (at Broad Lane, Hampton). 
It shows him as being 5' 4 42" tall with a 34" chest size. He is described as being of fair 
complexion, with fair hair and blue eyes. He was a fitter before entering the R.N.A.S. on 
4th October 1915. By 1918 he was a leading mechanic and transferred to the RAF as a 
corporal mech. 
He still appeared to be serving up to 1921 or 1922. In 1939 he was an airframe assembly 
foreman and was living at 50 Bloxham Crescent, Hampton. 
Florence died in 1932 and he married Amy Irene Lines during 1933 at Banbury, 
Oxfordshire. 
It is believed that Charles died in 1952. 

ii. ROWLAND VICTOR was born on 21 Sep 1900 at Hampton, Middlesex” and was baptised 
on 28 Oct 1900 at Hampton, Middlesex. He married Minnie Grace Walker in 1933 at 
Lambeth, Surrey.” He died in 1978.” 

Rowland followed his brother into the R.N.A‘S. joining on 31st January 1918. He was 
also a fitter and was 5' 3" tall with a 32" chest. He had a fair complexion, brown hair and 
blue eyes. The military record card also shows his date and place of birth along with his 
father's name and address. He served on the "President II". This was an accounting base 
rather than an actual ship (although it apparently was a real ship) and people shown as 
serving on the President II could have actually worked at a number of locations 
including shore-based. 
It is not clear how long he remained in the forces but he applied for leave in 1920, so it 
was least until then. 
In 1939 Rowland was a foreman motor mechanic. 

iii. HUBERT CECIL was born on 4 Dec 1902 and baptised on 1 Feb 1903 at Hampton, 
Middlesex. He died on 6 Jun 1903 at Camden, Middlesex. 
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452. FANNY ELIZABETH ALLIS was born on 14 Nov 1869 at Fiskerton, Lincolnshire, (where the date of her 
birth is taken from the 1939 register).” She was baptised on 25 Dec 1869 at Fiskerton, Lincolnshire.* She 
married Thomas Gale on 18 Jun 1891 at Scothern, Lincolnshire.” She died on 29 Nov 1940 at 
Addenbrooke's Hospital, Cambridge aged 71. 


Fanny and her husband Tom moved to Hounslow via Cheshunt in Hertfordshire along with her brothers 
Charles, Herbert, and George. Later we see from the electoral rolls Tom and Fanny working at Brentford 
market where they had a stall for a number of years. 


A newspaper announcement reported her death and the funeral (The Middlesex Chronicle 7 December 
1940): "THE LATE MRS. F. E. GALE 

At the age of 71 years, Mrs. Fanny Elizabeth Gale, of 359, Staines Road Hounslow, passed away on Friday last week 
at Addenbrooke's Hospital, Cambridge. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gale, who lived at Rose Cottage (now known as 359, Staines Road) for 45 years, both came of 
Lincolnshire stock. They were married at Scothern, near Lincoln, on June 18th, 1891, and would have celebrated their 
golden wedding next summer. The late Mrs. Gale is survived by her seven children — three sons and four daughters — 
all of whom are married with children of their own. 

The funeral took place at Heston Churchyard on Wednesday, when the mourners were Mr. T. Gale (husband), Mrs. 
F. E. Douglas, Mrs. A. M. Garvey, Mrs. E. E. Bray and Mrs. T. E. Loveridge (daughters), and Messrs. T. W., J. W. 
and C. F. Gale (sons). 

Floral tributes were sent by the husband: Daughter Elsie; Daughter Aggie and Arthur; Daughter Edie and Bert; 
Daughter Eilie and Fred;. Son Charlie and Pat; Son Tom and Gladys; Son Jack and Cissie; Sister Win and Lance; 
Brother Bert and family; Granddaughter Jean and Fred; Grandchildren Joyce and Peter; Grandchild Patsy; 
Grandchild Betty; Grandchildren at Stanwell; Nieces Gwen, Joan and Janet; Pat and Patsy; “Bert, to Ma”; Mrs. 
Aldington, Bob and Beg; Mr. and Mrs. H. Woods and family; May Langley and Ruth; Alice and Jim; Gran and 
Grandad Bray; Mrs. Samphire and Lill; Loll and Beat; Mr. and Mrs. Beal; Mr. and Mrs. Loveridge; Mr. and Mrs. 
Howard; Nan and Tea; Mr. and Mrs. Christian; Miss Heaps and Fred and Jack; all at Stratford-on-Avon; J.

In the electoral rolls for 1937 at Brentford Market (stall 14) Charles Frederick Gale and 
Ivy Catherine Gale of 17, Munster Avenue, Hounslow, Middlesex, were working 
alongside his parents, Tom and Fanny of 359, Staines Road, Hounslow, Middlesex.” 


453. RACHEL ALLIS was born on 14 Nov 1874 at Scothern, Lincolnshire’ and was baptised the following 
year on 15 Aug 1875 at Scothern.’ She married Henry Jeffery in 1901.” She died on 29 Nov 1944 at 
Nettleham, Lincolnshire, aged 70.” 

Rachel and Henry Jeffery were mentioned in a newspaper article on 20 Aug 1901 entitled "Two pretty 
weddings at Scothern". Miss Rachel Allis, the second daughter of Mr William Allis and Mr. Henry Jeffery, 
the only son of Mr John Jeffery, were married at Scothern on Monday afternoon. -- The newspaper was 
dated Tuesday the 20th so this probably means the day before on Monday 19th August.” (It went on to the 
second wedding of the afternoon at 2-30pm) 
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Children of Rachel Allis include: 
i. ROWLAND CECIL was born on 9 Sep 1892 at Scothern, Lincolnshire; the illegitimate son of 
Rachel Allis.* He was baptised on 20 Feb 1893 at Scothern, Lincolnshire; the parish 
register entry has the letter"P" against it which perhaps was for a private baptism.* He 
was buried on 20 Sep 1894 at Scothern, Lincolnshire.“ 
Children of Rachel Allis and Henry Jeffery were as follows: 
i. CHARLES was born in 1903 at Welton, Lincolnshire.* 
ii. EDITH was born in 1905 at Welton, Lincolnshire.* 
iii. PHILLIS was born in 1908 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.” 
iv. HAROLD was born on 24 Apr 1912. 


454. HERBERT JOHN ALLIS was born on 21 Sep 1882 at Scothern, Lincolnshire” and baptised there on 24 
Dec 1882.” He married Sarah May Abdey, daughter of John Abdey and Martha Fitch, on 18 Jun 1904 at St 
George's church, Hanworth, Middlesex. The witnesses at the wedding were John Abdey and Winifred 
Piper. Herbert's father was shown as William Allis, a butcher and Sarah's was John Abdey, a labourer.* He 
died on 27 Jan 1945 at Stanwell, Middlesex, aged 62” and was buried at Feltham, Middlesex.” He was 
known to the family as Bert. 


Herbert and his brothers Charles and George moved from Scothern, 
Lincolnshire down to Hampton, Middlesex sometime before 1901. 
Also their sister Fanny had married Tom Gale and moved to 
Hounslow. They were all employed as nursery gardeners and Charles 
was a nursery foreman in 1901. 

In 1901 Herbert was living at 5 Oak Avenue in Hampton (one of five 
boarders with the McKenzie family) while Charles and family were 
living in Priory Road, Hampton a short distance away. 


Sarah worked as a florist before she married which is perhaps how 
she met Herbert. 

After marrying Sarah in 1904 they lived with her parents until 
sometime between 1912 and 1919 when they moved to 10 Dora 


Terrace, Swan Road, Hanworth. Their final move was between 1932

In 1912 Herbert travelled to Seattle, Washington in the United States, departing Liverpool on the 3rd May 
aboard the Empress of Ireland, travelling via Quebec. That must have been an adventure in those days and 
with the voyage just a month after the Titanic was lost, perhaps a worrying one. How he made the 
overland part of the journey across the USA, or how long it took, is not known. He 
was visiting his brother-in-law John Abdey. John who was universally known as 
Jack became a US citizen in 1923 although he lived and worked there for a number 
of years before taking citizenship. When he came back to England on occasional 
visits he stayed with Herbert and Sarah in Hanworth. At present we don't know if 
Herbert made any other visits to the USA, but on this trip he travelled alone. We 
could then speculate that if it wasn't a family holiday perhaps the visit to Seattle 
was to investigate moving out there, which did not happen. 


After WW1 he was awarded the Victory and British medals having been a private 
soldier in the Suffolk regiment and the 1st London Regiment. There was one other Herbert Allis of the 
right age to be in the war who was from east London, but he is later seen to be Herbert Charles Allis. 
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It is not known how or why he switched regiments but the 1st London was a territorial or reserve regiment 
which perhaps accounts for why he didn't receive the Star medal which was awarded for active service in 
Europe. 


Herbert and Sarah used to have a weeks' holiday each year in Lincoln. One year they stayed at his sister 
Winifred's house which was a butchers shop in Lincoln High Street, but it is not now remembered if this 
was a regular place to stay of if he stayed with others in the family on other years. They are remembered to 
have returned home with lots of pies on each occasion which may be a clue. 


When he died his son H W Allis was in attendance who was then living nearby at 5 St. Georges Road, 
Hanworth. He was a nurseryman's foreman as he had been since at least 1939. 

Sarah continued to live at their house in Sunbury Way until her death in 1965, and the compiler 
remembers visiting her as a child in the late 1950s and early 1960s. At that time it felt like it was out in the 
country, but today with the A316 (a direct continuation of the M3 motorway which begins about a mile 
away) passing a few feet away from the front of the house it must now be a very noisy place to live. 


He and Sarah are buried together in Feltham cemetery which is adjacent to Ashford Road and Sunbury 
Road. We visited the grave on 11 January 2012 and it was in fair but deteriorating condition with some of 
the lettering becoming detached. Taken from Google Earth, the approximate position is 51.436968° N and - 
0.422130° (W), as it was quite hard to find by simply walking around. 


There are a few photographs of them in later life. There are no early pictures of Sarah, but there is a 
photograph of Herbert taken about 1910 which is in the possession of his grand daughter Anita Allis who 
sent a photocopy and is shown on the previous page. 


Herbert and Sarah had eight children. 


i. HERBERT WILLIAM was born on 15 Nov 1904 at Hanworth, Middlesex*! and was 
baptised on 8 Jan 1905 at Hanworth.” He married Belinda Floey Cook in 1935 at 
Staines, Middlesex.” He secondly married Olive Chance on 6 Jul 1951 at the Register 
Office in the district of Middlesex south. The witnesses were C Snell (his sister Connie) 
and V Burgess.“ He died in Jan 1989 aged 84. 

Herbert was the eldest son of Herbert and Sarah and was known as Bert. 


He first married Belinda Cook (who seems to have been better known 
by her middle name of Floey) and they lived at 5 St. George's Road in 
Feltham. Belinda died in 1942. 

He had a variety of jobs during his life: An aircraft painter in 1939, a 
storekeeper in 1945 and a railway carriage clerk in 1957. The 
photograph was taken at the wedding of his youngest brother Peter in 
1960. 

He had two children with Floey and one with Olive. 


ii. MILDRED was born in Hampton, Middlesex during April 1907” and died eight days 
later. She was buried on 7 May 1907 at Hanworth, Middlesex.” 

Il. JAMES SIDNEY JOHN was born on 18 Mar 1909. He married Mary Halse, daughter of 
Arthur Halse and Emma Wilder, on 18 Apr 1936 at New Windsor, Berkshire; 
the witnesses were Arthur Halse, J D Bigmore and Marie Jones.” He died on 31 Dec 1999 
at Grantham, Lincolnshire, aged 90. An inquest was held on 7th Jan 2000 and the verdict 
was accidental death due to a fall. 
There were no family members shown on the death certificate.* 
James was known as Jim to the family. He joined the Tank Corps in July 1929 signing on 
for six years and was transferred to the army reserve in 1935. He was called up in 
September 1939 and served until at least 1946. He was apparently sent to Egypt and did 
not like it at all.

He was employed as a salesman although his occupation was 
shown as a storekeeper on his death certificate. He had red 
hair which was passed on to their two daughters. This was 
apparently inherited from his mother. His daughter Ann 
recalls: 

"Mom and Dad sold up and moved to be with us [Vic and Ann 
Crocker] in South Africa. After about a year, they had serious car 
disaster, when their car caught fire, after visiting us in Somerset 
East. Dad became disillusioned, got fed up with constant sunshine, 
and so many differences, so they moved back to Barkston, 
Lincolnshire. When they became older and not so well, they moved 
to a warden controlled flat in Grantham." 

Jim died from an fall at his home while his wife Mary was in 
hospital, and sadly, Mary died about three weeks later.

ERNEST GEORGE was born on 29 Oct 1913 at Hanworth, Middlesex.*” He married 
Millicent Evelyn Inman in 1935 at Staines, Middlesex.* He died on 12 Jun 1984 at 
Penzance, Cornwall, aged 70.*' 

Ernie was said to be the shortest of his brothers and sisters. 

Ernie and Millie are seen in the 1964 electoral roll at 172 Sparrow Farm Drive, Feltham 
and on his death in 1984 this is still shown as the family home. They were known 
socially to the compiler's mother (Audrey) when she lived around the corner in The 
Drive, Feltham. He died at a hospital in Penzance so it is supposed that they were on 
holiday in Cornwall when he suffered a heart attack. They had three children. 
CONSTANCE MAY was born on 1 Aug 1916.* She married William A. Snell in 1939. They 
had no children and later divorced.* She next married Jack Dally on 22 Sep 1951. Jack 
was 40 years old and divorced from Evelyn Louvain Dally (formerly Spooner). He lived 
at 5 Avenue Road, Hampton and was a chief petty officer in the Royal Navy. The 
witnesses were A Dormer and H W Allis [her elder brother]. 

They married at the register office in the Middlesex south district.* She died on 12 May 
1997 aged 80. 


She witnessed the marriage of Olive Chance and her brother 
Herbert William Allis on 6 Jul 1951 at Middlesex at the Register 
Office in the district of Middlesex south. 

Constance May Allis was known as aunt Connie to the compiler 
who remembers her from some visits with his father when she 
lived in the Feltham or Ashford area of Middlesex. In 1965 Connie 
and Jack were living at 9 Queen's Road, Hersham, Surrey. 


She and Jack had one child. 


BASIL THOMAS was born on 22 Sep 1920 at Hanworth, Middlesex.’ He married Joan 
Bubear, daughter of Henry Bubear and Edith Maud Jolliff, on 17 Sep 
1949 at Hanworth, Middlesex. The witnesses were H Bubear [Joan's 
dad] and H W Allis [Tom's brother]. He died on 25 Dec 1994 at 
Oldham, Greater Manchester, aged 74 from Bronchopneumonia.” 
The Bubears were from Devon around the Crediton area. 


Although christened as Basil Thomas he was generally known as 
Tom. He was a keen sportsman and played football (for Hanworth 
FC in 1940) and was the captain of Hanworth Cricket Club for 5 
years. He then played for the Boston Ramblers CC (1954) before Northcliff cricket club 
(associated Newspapers) where their ground was at Worcester Park, Surrey. He was a 
Lino-Type compositor for the Middlesex Chronicle newspaper, followed by the

Richmond and Twickenham Times. After this he worked at the London Evening News 
until it closed. 

He was good at woodwork and marquetry where there were many examples at his 
home in Egham when visited in 1979. Some are still kept by his daughter. 

Joan moved to Ireland with her daughter and died there in 2009 in County Limerick. 
ENID MARTHA JUNE was born in 1924 at Hanworth, Middlesex. 

DAVID PETER was born on 21 Sep 1929 at Hanworth, 

Middlesex." He married Audrey Irene Want on 20 Feb 1952 at gy 

Isleworth, Middlesex.*' He secondly married Sara Ann Sargent 
on 6 Aug 1960 at the Methodist church, Thorpe, Egham, 
Surrey.” He died on 22 Jul 1979 at Westminster, London, aged 
49 and was cremated at Hanworth Crematorium.” 

He was only known as Peter to the family and worked for a 
number of years as a mechanic. He was also quite musical and 
played in a band at local venues. He was a quiet, thoughtful 
man with an interest in many things. He lived at Hanworth, 
Sandhurst and Feltham. 

He had three children with Audrey and two with Sara. 
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455. WINIFRED MARY ALLIS was born on 13 Sep 1889 at Scothern, Lincolnshire.’ She was baptised on 2 
Apr 1890 at Scothern, Lincolnshire.’* She married William Clarkson in 1913 at Lincoln, Lincolnshire.“ 


Winifred was still living at home as a single 21 year old in 1911. She married William Clarkson in 1913, and 
in 1933 they were living at 399, High Street Lincoln. In the 1935 directory for Lincoln, William L. Clarkson 
had butcher shops at 403 and 160 High Street Lincoln but by 1946 they just had the one at 399 High Street. 
This is almost next to Scorer street on the eastern side of the road. 

A letter to Ann Crocker from her aunt Enid said that her and her mother and father (Herbert and Sarah) as 
well as Peter (Allis) stayed above the butchers shop for a week one summer and that a cousin had a pie 
shop ina side street nearby. The shop or the name of the cousin has not yet been found. 

They had four children.®

William signed up for the army in 1901 joining the Imperial Yeomanry as a trooper. He 
served four months in South Africa before an accident with a horse led to him losing the 
use of an arm and a leg resulting in him being invalided out of the army. He was 
discharged on the 20" December 1902. 
He applied for an army pension in 1909 which was initially turned down but was 
awarded after appeals from his commanding officers and much correspondence (TNA 
reference PIN 71/1080). In 1911 William was an army pensioner living with his parents 
at Hexham. By 1939 he was living with his sister Martha on the coast at “Heatherbank”, 
near Silloth in Cumberland. This cottage may still be seen just off the B5300 about a mile 
south of Blitterlees. At the time of his death in 1946 he was living in Chorleywood, 
Hertfordshire at Bradfield Road North and was said to be a domestic gardener. 

v. MAry JANE was born on 16 Feb 1881 at Ulgham, Northumberland.” 

vi. MARTHA CAROLINE was born in 1882." She died in 1886.”

Johanna Stotzer on 5 Jun 1915 at Eltham, Kent. He died on the 18 August 1974 at 
Brisbane, Queensland, Australia.

In 1911 Martha was a professional singer and living with her parents at Hexham. By 
1939 she was living with her brother William by the sea near Silloth in Cumberland. 
Neither of them married. 

In 1946 when her brother died at Chorleywood she was living nearby at Heronsgate, 
Hertfordshire which was also her address when she emigrated to Australia on the 5" 
April 1949. In the Australian electoral rolls for 1959 she was living at 18 Greenup Street, 
Redcliffe, Queensland, just north of Brisbane. 


482. WILLIAM ALLIS was baptised on 1 Jun 1856 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.* He married Margaret Allen in 
1884 in Lincolnshire. 
On the 6" July 1887 the family emigrated to Australia, departing from Plymouth on an assisted scheme.

487. HENRY THOMAS CURLEY ALLIS was born in 1875 at Corbridge, Northumberland.” He married Jennie 
Snowdon on 31 Jul 1898 at Newcastle-on-Tyne, Northumberland. He died in 1936.” 

In 1891 and 1901 he was a railway signalman on the North Eastern Railway but by 1911 had become a 
letter sorter for the same company.

Morley arrived back in Liverpool in September 1914 from a trip to Brazil where he may have been living 
for a while, and he was a carpenter. He enlisted in the army in 1916 but later transferred to the RAF in 1918 
and was discharged in 1920. He was 5' 3" tall according to the records. 

The were living at Cressingham Road in Lewisham in south east London for a time before they moved to 
Australia. 
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Descendants of William Allis (1775-1846) and Mary Proctor (1784-1867) 


John and Winifred Allis Robert Allis and Mary Vickers— 


501. WILLIAM ALLIS. 

William Allis was baptised on 17 Sep 1775 at Bishop Norton, Lincolnshire,'the son of Robert Allis and 
Mary Vickers. He married Mary Proctor on 24 Apr 1806 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire. He was then from 
Markby and Mary was from Nettleham and the witnesses were Edward Knowles and Mary Priddon. 
Edward was the husband of his cousin Mary, also from Markby, and Mary was his aunt from Nettleham. 
It would appear that after marrying in Nettleham the couple went back to live in Markby for a while 
before moving to Wragby. The marriage was by licence given on the 23 April 1806.” He died on 19 Apr 
1846 at Wragby, Lincolnshire, aged 70° and was buried on 21 Apr 1846 in Wragby churchyard.* 

He wrote his will on 22 Dec 1845 which was proved on the 29 January 1847 with his sons William and 
Robert Allis named as the executors.’ 


William was the main beneficiary of his father's will of 1804. They moved to Wragby and William is seen 
in 1828 as a subscriber to the Wragby Association which was "For the prosecution of felons within the town of 
Wragby and within the distance of 10 miles from the said town". The association held meetings at the Adam and 
Eve Inn owned by Benjamin Harrison, and another subscriber to the association at this time was George 
Allis of Panton (assumed to be his half brother). The association was in existence from 1785 until 1832, and 
was then resurrected and continued until 1874 when it was dissolved again by which time a county police 
force had been established. The association, like many other similar ones in other towns, was mainly to 
combat agricultural crime. 


In his will of 1845 William bequeathed to his wife Mary and to his sons William and Robert. He also left to 
his daughter Mary Ann, the wife of Thomas Laming, and finally to her son William Allis Laming. 

His age was given as 70 years on the death certificate with William Brothwell, undertaker, in attendance 
during the last illness. 

Mary died in 1867 at Wragby aged 83. There is a question as to which Mary Proctor this was, as one born 
around the right time was the daughter of Richard and Catherine (Allis) which would have made them 1st 
cousins. 


Children of William Allis and Mary Proctor all born at Markby, Lincolnshire, were as follows: 
i. MARY was baptised on 8 May 1807° and buried on 10 May 1807 at Markby, Lincolnshire.* 
ii. WILLIAM was baptised on 10 May 1808° but must have died before 1811 at Markby, 
Lincolnshire. 

iii. ROBERT was baptised on 11 Feb 1809° and was buried on 7 Apr 1809 at Markby, 
Lincolnshire. The IGI records his burial in 1809, but reading the parish register it says 
1810.° 

iv. WILLIAM was baptised on 29 Dec 1811.° He was buried on 4 Dec 1888 at Wragby, 
Lincolnshire.’ 

William moved with his parents and brother Robert from Markby to Wragby Barn 
where he later farmed around 270 acres with his brother. Helping on the farm as a 
housekeeper was their cousin Mary Ann Allis. 
He never married. 

v. ROBERT was baptised on 6 May 1813.* He was buried on 22 Apr 1898 at Corringham, 
Lincolnshire.’ 
Robert never married and farmed at Wragby with his brother William. He moved to 
Corringham for a while before returning to Wragby. He finally moved back to 
Corringham living with his niece Sarah Kirkland (Laming) and her family. 

vi. GEORGE was baptised on 5 Feb 1815.” He died on 25 Apr 1815 at Markby, Lincolnshire." 
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502. vii. MARY was born on the 29 Mar 1816. She married Thomas Laming on 8 Sep 1834 at 
Wragby, Lincolnshire. She died on 7 Dec 1888 aged 72. 


Children of William and Mary 


502. MARY ALLIS was born on the 29 March 1816 and was baptised on 31 Mar 1816 at Markby, 
Lincolnshire.” She married Thomas Laming on 8 Sep 1834 at Wragby, Lincolnshire after banns. Thomas 
was from West Barkwith and the witnesses were William Allis and Mary Proctor." She died on 7 Dec 1888 
at Wragby, Lincolnshire,”but was buried in Corringham” 


Mary married Thomas Laming and although they had further children for some reason their first-born son 
William stayed with uncles William and Robert Allis in Wragby. 

Mary was a beneficiary in her father's will of 1845 where she was given £50. In 1851 it is believed that their 
daughter Sarah J. was staying with her grandmother Ann Laming and her son William in North Kelsey. 


Children of Mary Allis and Thomas Laming were: 
i. WILLIAM ALLIS was born in 1836 at Hibaldstow, Lincolnshire. He died on 25 Feb 1928 in 
Yorkshire. 
By 1881 William was farming 209 acres and employing 3 men at Great Sturton, 
Lincolnshire. 
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More Lincolnshire families 


One of the thoughts when looking at the families of Lincolnshire was whether they could all, or nearly all, 
be tied back to a source at Nettleham, and this may be the case. The family lines in the following pages are 
those that could not be connected with certainty, but a suggested relationship between them is given. 


One family that does appear to lead back to Nettleham circa 1681, based on names and birth dates, is that 
of John Allis and Elizabeth Cam. Although spreading out after their parents died at Holton Beckering 
some later wills prove a link between the families of Ewerby, Hameringham and Leake. This in turn 
suggests links between the families of south of Lincolnshire in the Boston and Fenland areas. 


The suggested connection between the family lines following is shown below. John and William, the sons 
of John Allis and Elizabeth Fenwick, look to be excellent candidates for the husbands of Catherine Merrill 
and Ann Gibbins. Edward, the son of John and Elizabeth baptised in 1778 at Stenigot, fits nicely into a gap 
in births for the couple at Hameringham. Indeed, since Stenigot is close to Louth where many Fenwicks are 
seen Elizabeth may have been staying with relatives for the birth of Edward.

A familial link is also suggested by many of these moving into the east fen area after it was drained from 
around 1810, and in particular the Butterwick allotment along with Toynton All Saints and Old Leake. 
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Edward and Sarah’s move from Blankney (about 8 miles north of Sleaford) where their first two children 
were baptised, to working at Brauncewell (closer to Sleaford), then moving to Stickney in the fens north of 
Boston, is documented in a settlement examination” (at Stickney in 1809). 


William and Ann married at Heckington, had a child baptised at Ewerby, and two more at Bloxholme (a 
mile and a half from Brauncewell) before moving to the east fen. 


John and Catherine who were initially in the south-west of the county at Cowbit also moved to the east 
fen. 


Thomas and Stephen both moved to villages near to Boston. 


Finally, when John Allis (c1739-1819) died he was living at Stickney fen but was buried at Hameringham, 
which perhaps shows that was his home for a time. He may have been living with one of his sons and 
Edward was in that area so is a good candidate.

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Linking the families of Old Leake, Hameringham, Miningsby, and Quarrington 


The family of John Allis and Elizabeth Cam appears to tie some separated Lincolnshire families together 
although some assumptions have had to be made, but the reasoning is given below. 


There was an Allis family who lived in Nettleham in the 1710s and 1720s before moving away, being John 
and Elizabeth Allis. Unfortunately John was a common name, as was Elizabeth. 


In Nettleham at the time there was John Allis who was the son of John and Jane who later married 
Winifred Bains. There was also a John born in 1687 the son of Robert and Elizabeth Mosse, but in Robert's 
will of 1715 he leaves a shilling to his son John "if he be alive", which rules him out as this John was in 
Nettleham over the same period as Robert. That seems to leave one other John, the son of John and 
Elizabeth Pell who was baptised in 1681. 


John married Elizabeth Cam in Sudbrooke in 1709 and their first child, John, was baptised in Nettleham in 
1710. He was followed by twins Thomas and Robert in 1711, William in 1715, Thomas again in 1718, 
Elizabeth in 1722, and Stephen in 1725. After this they were not seen in the Nettleham parish registers with 
only the children of John and Winifred Allis being baptised there (except for one child of Robert and 
Catherine in 1726). 

A family appeared in the parish of Holton Beckering in 1728 when Mary the daughter of John Allis and 
Elizabeth his wife was baptised. Following this the parish register records the death of their son Thomas in 
1731 followed in 1734 by Elizabeth, John’s wife, being buried and in the following year John died (at about 
54 years of age). As the names and timings are right it is a reasonable assumption that the family in Holton 
Beckering is the same as the one that left Nettleham. This left John (age 25), Robert, William, Elizabeth, 
Stephen and Mary (7). It is not known how long they stayed in Holton or why they didn’t return to 
Nettleham. A Stephen Allis married in 1755 at Old Leake, and as this was an uncommon Allis name it is 
assumed to be the same person. 


Old Leake 
Holton Beckering is about two miles NNW of Wragby and about eight miles from Nettleham. 


Old Leake is over twenty-five miles away and not on an obvious path to anywhere so Stephen may have 
moved more than once to arrive here. 

He married Mary Robinson from Wainfleet in 1755, the year their first child was born. In the Old Leake 
parish register the baptisms of Thomas, William, Elizabeth, John, and Eleanor are recorded. Thomas died a 
few months after birth and the burial for a son John is recorded but not a baptism. Therefore we have 
William, Elizabeth and Eleanor. Stephen was buried in 1764 with a given age of 44 years although if he 
was the Stephen from Nettleham he would have been about 39 or 40 years old, but it was not uncommon 
for remembered ages to be a few years out. 


Hameringham and Miningsby 
These two villages are about two miles apart and about fifteen miles from Holton Beckering. 


In 1747 Mary the daughter of John and Elizabeth Allis was baptised, followed by William and Mary in 
1751 and 1753. The parish register shows the burial of Elizabeth Allis in April 1779. 

In Miningsby the marriage of Mary Allis to William Coney took place in November 1776 and an Elizabeth 
Allis married James Stout at Goulceby in 1767. By 1777 both Mary and Elizabeth were living at East Keal. 
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The will of John Allis at Hameringham (written in 1761 and proved in 1767 - LCC Wills 1767/7) shows 
that he left all to his wife Elizabeth and that the unnamed children are all under the age of twenty-one 
years. Elizabeth also left a will in 1779 (at Miningsby - LCC wills 1779/3) where she leaves to her children 
Elizabeth the wife of James Stout, her eldest son John, her daughter Mary the wife of William Coney and 
finally to her youngest son William. 

This indicates that the older children John and Elizabeth either did not have their birth recorded (or the 
records did not survive) or they were born elsewhere. Certainly there are missing records from the 
Hameringham parish register. 

John is a good candidate for the one born in Nettleham in 1710 but no suitable marriage has been found at 
present. 


Quarrington 
Quarrington is adjacent to Sleaford roughly twenty miles south of Holton Beckering. 


In 1752 in the Quarrington parish register is a record of the baptism of William the son of William by 
Eleanor his wife. Eleanor died in 1785 at the age of 65, and in 1793 at the age of 78 William Allis a farmer 
was buried. This would give their approximate years of birth as 1720 and for William 1715. Here it can be 
noted that a William was born in Nettleham in 1715. 

A suitable marriage for William and Eleanor has not so far been found. 


Bringing the families together 
Thus far we have three families who are good candidates for the family from Nettleham and Holton but 


they are widely spread and John and William are very common names. 


As noted above Elizabeth in her will at Miningsby names her children as John, William, Elizabeth Stout 
and Mary Coney. 


The will of William Allis of Old Sleaford in 1793 (LCC wills 1793/6) pulls all of these families together. In 
this he left to his wife Mary” and goes on to name his nieces and nephews by his brother John as Elizabeth 
Stout, Mary Coney, John and William Allis. He then names his nieces and nephews by his brother Stephen 
as William, Elizabeth, Mary and Eleanor. 

He also names his son William, leaving him properties at Ewerby and Ewerby Thorpe. 


Therefore three separated families at Hameringham, Quarrington and Old Leake are shown to be related 
by the will of William Allis of Old Sleaford which also adds three children (two for John and Elizabeth and 


one for Stephen and Mary) that were not previously known. There is also a tie-in to Ewerby. 


This also gives a lineage back to Nettleham although how they got from Holton Beckering remains a 
mystery. 


Some of the other families from the south of the county may also be tied into the Hameringham Allis 
family so this may be an important bridge from them back to Nettleham.

The origins of this John are not very clear as it was a common name in the area, but some links can be 
made that seem plausible. In Nettleham at the time was John Allis who was the son of John and Jane who 
later married Winifred Bains. There was a John born in 1687 the son of Robert and Elizabeth Mosse, but in 
Robert's will of 1715 he leaves a shilling to his son John "if he be alive", which rules him out as this John 
was in Nettleham over the same period as Robert. That seems to leave John, the son of John and Elizabeth 
Pell who was born around 1681 making him about 54 when he died. John and Elizabeth Allis appear in 
the Nettleham parish registers from 1710 until 1725. John was a husbandman during this time. A John and 
Elizabeth appear in the Holton-cum-Beckering parish register from 1728 with the baptism of Mary. Later 
their son Thomas is buried. This certainly looks to be the same family from Nettleham. 

Assuming Elizabeth was about 45 to 50 years of age when she died then she was born circa 1685 and 
perhaps John would have been of similar age or a little older. 

A good match for this couple is John Allis who married Elizabeth Cam in Sudbrooke on 21 March 1709. 

A Mary Cam the daughter of William and Ann, a Tailor of Welton was baptised on 27 May 1677 who is a 
good match for location but poor for age and would make her about 50 years old at the birth of Mary. 


When John died in 1735 the children ranged in age from John at 25 years old, Robert 24, William 20, 
Elizabeth 13, Stephen 10 and Mary aged 7.

That this John moved from Holton to Hameringham is an assumption. 

John's death and burial is not recorded in the parish register for Hameringham but he left a will which was 
written in 1761 when all of the children were under 21 years of age. The will was proved in October 1767 
so it may be assumed that he died earlier in that year. Where and when he married Elizabeth is unknown.’

This was a very small parish with relatively few entries each year.* She married James 
Stout on 16 May 1767 at Goulceby, Lincolnshire. The parish register is ina very poor 
state and the marriage has been taken from the marriage index of Lincolnshire.’ 
Elizabeth is known because of her mother's will of 1779. By the time of this will being 
written in 1777 she, along with her sister Mary Coney, were living at East Keal. 
There is a burial record at East Keal for Elizabeth Stout on the 2nd August 1809 although 
no age or other details are given.

The following year in 1777 they were living at East Keal. A settlement examination at 
East Keal in 1822 showed them both to be still living there. 

A Mary Coney was buried at East Keal on the 12 August 1834 aged 82 (they were living 
at Skendlebury) which may be the same Mary. 


622. WILLIAM ALLIS was baptised on 25 Dec 1715 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.* He married Eleanor ----- 
circa 1750. 

William and his wife Eleanor appeared in Quarrington in 1753 and he was a farmer. Eleanor died at age 65 
in March 1785. He secondly married Mary Millington, who was also widowed, on the 24 Nov 1785 at 
Quarrington. He was buried at Quarrington on the 22 January 1793 at age 78. 

William left a will which was written in 1788 in which he named various nephews and nieces from his 
brothers John and Stephen. The executor was his son William. 


Children of William Allis and Eleanor ----- both born at Quarrington, Lincolnshire were as follows: 
625. i. WILLIAM was baptised on 24 Mar 1753. He married Elizabeth Stout on 9 Feb 1795 at 
Quarrington, Lincolnshire. He was buried on 10 Jun 1808. 
ii. MARY was baptised on 26 Mar 1756.” She was buried on 12 Apr 1756 at Quarrington, 
Lincolnshire.” 


623. STEPHEN ALLIS was baptised on 22 Aug 1725 at Nettleham, Lincolnshire.*° He married Mary Robinson 
on 7 May 1755 at Old Leake, Lincolnshire. The marriage was by licence and Mary was from Wainfleet St. 
Mary.” He was buried on 19 Jun 1764 at Old Leake, Lincolnshire, and was said to be 44. His age is slightly 
out but that is not that unusual. Stephen was not a common name in the Allis families at the time. 


Children of Stephen Allis and Mary Robinson all born at Old Leake, Lincolnshire, were as follows: 
i. THOMAS was baptised on 21 Jul 1755." He was buried on 21 Jan 1756 at Old Leake." 
ii. WILLIAM was baptised on 26 Oct 1756." 
iii. ELIZABETH was baptised on 1 Jan 1758." 
iv. JOHN was born circa 1759; This is just a guess. There is no record for his baptism, only 
for his burial. He was buried on 26 Jul 1759 at Old Leake, Lincolnshire.“ 
v. Mary was born circa 1761."° 
vi. ELEANOR was baptised on 25 Apr 1762." 
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624. JOHN ALLIS was born circa 1739. John's year of birth is taken from the marriage bond to Elizabeth 
where his age in 1766 was said to be 27 years. It also agrees with his age when he was buried.” He married 
Elizabeth Fenwick on 19 Jul 1767 at Hameringham, Lincolnshire; their marriage was by licence." He was 
buried on 31 Jan 1819 at Hameringham, Lincolnshire at the age of 80. His abode at that time was Stickney 
Fen." 


The marriage allegation (MB 1766/447) gives their ages as 27 for John and 23 for Elizabeth in 1766. Oddly 
they made their marks in the parish register yet John signed the marriage allegation with a neat and 
confident signature. This is the same signature as seen later when he witnessed a marriage in 1803. 

If John was born in 1739 he would have been over twenty-one years old when his father made his will in 
1761 which said all of the children were not yet of that age, however he may have only just been under his 
age of majority. 


The gap in the baptisms of the children may indicate a problem of it being the same couple. However the 
names are not repeated and the naming pattern of their children with that of the previous generation is 
compelling. They may of course have moved out of the parish for a while. 


Children of John Allis and Elizabeth Fenwick all born at Hameringham, Lincolnshire, were as follows:

A newspaper notice of his death records him as a Sawyer while 
the probate calender gives his occupation as Yeoman. 

626. v. STEPHEN was baptised on 16 Nov 1789. He married Harriet Goodson on 20 Aug 1821 at 
Frampton, Lincolnshire. He was buried on 20 May 1827.

The witnesses were Edward Redshaw, Frances Newton and Mary Redshaw. All parties signed and the 
wedding was after banns.* He was buried on 20 May 1827 at Frampton, Lincolnshire and was said to be 34 
years old.” 


In 1830 administration was granted to his widow Harriet (LAO Admons 1830/1). Stephen was a farmer at 
least until 1824 as recorded for the baptisms of Thomas and Harriet, but was a coachman in 1827 when 
Charlotte was baptised.

Bartholomew died in London and was buried on the 17 March 1818 aged 30 at 
Tattershall, though he was from Ewerby Thorpe. Eleanor secondly married Charles 
Smith, a bachelor of Brant Broughton (near Fulbeck) on the 6 May 1819 at Quarrington. 
This started a line of Allis-Smiths who later moved down to Hampshire. 
Eleanor died on the 14 July 1882 at Mablethorpe and was buried there four days later.

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601. EDWARD ALLISS was born circa 1776. He married Sarah Harrison on 6 Jan 1804 at Navenby, 
Lincolnshire.* He died on 20 Feb 1839 at Friskney Fen, Lincolnshire and was buried on 24 Feb 1839 at 
Midville, Lincolnshire.t The GRO index and the National burial index give his age as 63 years old but a 
newspaper notice in the “deaths” section for the 1st March 1839 reports "On the 20th ult. Mr Edward Alliss, 
retailer of beer in Friskney Fen, aged 60". 

The origins of Edward are not confirmed but as Edward was not a common name amongst the Allis 
families the one baptised at Stenigot on the 22 February 1778 stands out as an excellent candidate. The 
parents were John and Elizabeth Allis who could have been the family also seen at Hameringham. 

Sarah was buried on the 19 March 1852 at the age of 79.

" Married - Lately at Eastville, Mr David Allis, publican in Friskney Fen to Miss Bowser daughter of the late Mr 
Bowser, farmer, of Frithville.""° He died in 1899 at Huddersfield, Yorkshire" and was buried on 23 Aug 1899 
at Marsden, Yorkshire. He was living at Derby Terrace at the time of his death.” 

It is assumed that he worked with his father as a publican but by 1851 he was a farmer or cottager of ten 
acres. He and Maria continued to farm in the area until her death in 1887 at the age of 65. 

In 1891 David was a widower living with his Son George and daughter-in-law Sarah at Leake (parish of 
Eastville) at 74 and he was still working as an agricultural labourer.

603. THOMAS ALLISS was born on 2 Jun 1854 at Friskney, Lincolnshire.”” He married Ann Elizabeth 
Wragg on 2 Jun 1878 at Sheffield, Yorkshire; Thomas and Mary Wragg were witnesses. They were both 
living at Tapton Hill. He died on 26 Jan 1944 at Sheffield, Yorkshire, aged 89. At this time Thomas' 
address was 54 Tapton Hill Road, Sheffield.” He was buried on 29 Jan 1944 at Fulwood, Sheffield, 
Yorkshire. * 

Thomas and Ann were living at Tickhill in 1881 which is between Gainsborough and Rotherham. They 
later moved to Sandygate road outside of Sheffield - an area that grew as Sheffield expanded and they 
continued to live there until at least 1911. 

All of their children were born in Sheffield. In the 1911 census Thomas shows the birthplace of the children 
as "Sandy gate". Ann's birthplace is variously shown as Sheffield, Bradfield, and Rivelin.

Her father was William Peacock Cowper, a motor driver. The witnesses were T. Alliss 
and Chas. Dawson.” 

vii. GEORGE HARVEY was born on 9 Feb 1895 at Sheffield, Yorkshire.** He died in 1971 at 
Sheffield, Yorkshire. 

viii. PERCY was born on 8 Jan 1897 at Sheffield, Yorkshire.” He died on 31 Mar 1975 at 
Ferndown, Dorset, aged 78.” 
In 1911 at the age of 14 Percy was working as a golf caddy which paved the way to a 
career as a professional golfer. A Wikipedia article has the following biography (as of 
April 2018) - Alliss was born in Sheffield. He became an assistant professional at the Royal 
Porthcawl Golf Club in South Wales in 1919, and his first notable professional wins came in 
September 1920 when he won the Assistant Professionals Tournament and the Welsh 
Professional Championship in successive weeks. 
Alliss was professional at Clyne Golf Club from 1921 to 1923, at Wanstead Golf Club from 1923 
to 1925, Wannsee Golf Club, Berlin from 1926 to 1931, Beaconsfield Golf Club from 1932 to 
1936 and Temple Newsam Golf Club from 1936 to 1938. He then became the professional at 
Ferndown Golf Club in Dorset in early 1939, where he stayed until his retirement in 1967. 
Alliss finished in the top six at The Open Championship in 1928, 1929, 1931, 1932 and 1936. He 
played in the Ryder Cup in 1929, 1933, 1935 and 1937. He was not eligible in 1931 as he was 
employed in Germany at that time and the Ryder Cup rules had changed to require British 
players to be living in Great Britain. His son Peter is also a professional golfer, golf writer and 
broadcaster, and played in the Ryder Cup eight times. The Allisses were the first father and son 
pair to play in the Ryder Cup, and so far Antonio and Ignacio Garrido are the only other. 

ix. MARY ALICE was baptised on 6 Feb 1900 at Ranmoor, Sheffield, Yorkshire and they were 
living at 261 Sandy Gate.*

Mary's surname is shown as Scarbro on the parish marriage register entry and that is how she signed her 
name. For some of the children’s birth registrations at the GRO her name is shown as either Scarbro or 
Scarborough. Edward was a labourer and the family moved around a fair bit before finally living in 
Yorkshire in the same area that his parents had moved to.

Initially George worked as an agricultural labourer, but then moved into farm 
machinery operation. In 1901 the family were living at Fiskerton and by 1911 they had moved into Lincoln 
and he was a steam engine tester. By that time they had had eight children of which three had died.

The records for this family may be either Allis or Alliss which were both used.

George left a will written shortly before his death, and a year later the executors were sworn, being 
Thomas Brackenbury and William Allis. The bulk of the will was to go to his son John when he came of 
age.’ 

George's origins are unknown, but the only real candidate is George Allis who was baptised in 1799 at 
Bloxholme to William and Ann.

A newspaper notice 
wrongly announced: "At Eastville lately Mr. Win Allis, farmer, of Midville, to Maria eldest daughter of Mr. 
Herring, publican and brick maker, of New Leake." (Friday 07 April 1843,Lincolnshire Chronicle).* John died on 
8 May 1859 at Midville, Lincolnshire.°

Laura was living in Islington and 
her father was Louis Henry Heale, an accountant." 

The GRO index shows this birth to be a boy named John, but in the parish register for 
his baptism he is recorded as Edward. There is no mistake as it is presumed he was a 
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twin with Maria as their births were registered at the same time, and they were baptised 
in the church at the same time. In the 1861 census he is also called John. 
John seemed to move around a fair bit being a shop assistant in Wigan in 1881 and a 
drapers assistant in 1901 in North London. When he married Laura in 1888 he was a 
commercial traveller. They had a son John Norman who died as an infant. After this 
Laura lived with her father and other family until at least 1901 and was not seen as a 
family with John again. 

ix. MARIA was baptised on 10 Apr 1858 at Midville, Lincolnshire.” She was buried on 22 
Apr 1858 at Midville, Lincolnshire."

652. GEORGE ALLIS was baptised on 26 Mar 1844 at Midville, Lincolnshire. It may have been in April as 
the baptism date in the register appeared to be out of sequence.* He married Elizabeth Goodrick, daughter 
of Cook Goodrick and Hannah ----- , on 25 Jul 1869 at Horncastle, Lincolnshire, where George was shown 
as a farmers son from Butterwick in Holland and Lizzie was from 27 Bullring. Lizzie's father was a 
victualler. The witnesses were Edwin Hunter and Elizabeth Mary Alliss. All parties signed the register.” 
He was buried on 6 Aug 1919 at Toynton All Saints, Lincolnshire.” 

George was a miller in 1871 but 10 years later was a labourer living with his mother-in-law at Toynton All 
Saints where she was the innkeeper. By 1891 George and Elizabeth had apparently taken over the running 
of the pub (The Black House) and he was later shown as a licensed victualler and farmer. 


Children of George Allis and Elizabeth Goodrick were as follows:

Charlotte Gleadowe on 10 Jun 1873 at Boston, Lincolnshire. Agnes was the eldest daughter of Henry R 
Gleadowe a surgeon, and from Pen Street, Boston, age 26. The witnesses were John W Gleadowe, Elizabeth 
Gleadowe, John J Alliss and Elizabeth M Alliss. The marriage was by licence.* He died on 29 Dec 1878 at 
Alford, Lincolnshire, aged 29 as announced in the Stamford Mercury of 3 January 1879. 

He was a soda-water manufacturer.”

Oddly it seems that 
Harry was baptised twice, once in Thorpe St. Peter and again in Toynton in 1884 at the same time as Alfred 
and William.“ He married Alice Chantry on 28 Apr 1910 at Toynton All Saints, Lincolnshire. He was 34 
and a farmer and his father was George, a farmer and innkeeper. Alice was 22 and her father was Alfred 
Chantry, also a farmer. The witnesses were Abraham Chantry and Alfred Ernest Alliss.* He died in 1956. 


In 1945 Harry Alliss is shown as the publican of the "Anchor Inn" at Toynton All Saints where his father 
Gorge was the innkeeper before.

Alfred and Edith's marriage was reported at length in the Boston Guardian: 

On Monday, at the Parish Church, Midville Miss Edith Grace Panton, 
eldest daughter of Mr. William Panton, of the Corporation Farm, Midville, was married to Mr. Albert [should be 
Alfred] Ernest Allis, of Toynton. The bride’s dress was of Royal blue, trimmed with silk and silver trimmings, with 
hat and veil to match. She also wore a gold brooch, the gift of the bridegroom. Miss Ivy Panton (sister of the bride) 
was one of the bridesmaids, and she wore a cream cashmere dress, with hat to match, and Miss Mary Panton (cousin 
of the bride), who also attended as bridesmaid, wore a heliotrope dress, with hat to match. Each wore gold chain, the 
gift the bridegroom. The bride was given away by her father, and Mr. Henry Allis (brother of the bridegroom) acted as 
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best man. The service was conducted by the Curate (Mr. Hill), and Miss Hill presided at the organ. The hymns sung 
were, "The voice that breathed o'er Eden and " How welcome was the call". A large company gathered at the church 
to witness the ceremony. The bride, who is greatly respected by the parishioners, has been organist for some years at 
the Parish Church. The reception was held at Corporation Farm, large number of relatives and friends being present. 
The following is a list of the presents Bride to bridegroom: Gold scarf pin. Bridegroom to bride: Gold brooch. Mother 
of the bride: Sewing machine, tea service, pair teapots. Father of the bride: Bed, bedstead and blankets. Sister of the 
bride: Pair of silver hat pins.

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Descendants of John Allis (1769-1822) and Catherine Merill (1769-1835) 


This branch of the Allis family starts in the south west of the county at Cowbit (also known as Cubbit), and 
John’s origins are unknown, although most likely to be the John Allis baptised at Hameringham in 1770, 
the son of John Allis and Elizabeth Fenwick. 


The gap in the parish register at Cowbit between 1801 and 1804 may have lost information on the family 
and another John Allis who is seen must have come from John and Catherine by inference rather than 
documentation. However the circumstantial evidence is compelling, not least because a son of John called 
John would have been expected. 


They moved as a family from Cowbit to Toynton between 1815 and 1819 which helped to create quite a 
tangle of Allis families in the Toynton, Leake and Midville areas. 


Later some of the family moved to Nebraska in the USA while some others moved to Ontario in Canada. 


Note that the Allis spelling is used but Alliss was also very commonly used (sometimes interchangeably) 
in this area of Lincolnshire.

Children of John Allis and Catherine Merill were as follows: 

671. i. WILLIAM was baptised on 15 Oct 1797 at Cowbit, Lincolnshire. He married Rebecca 
Louth on 3 Jun 1824 at Bratoft, Lincolnshire. He was buried on 17 May 1855 at Bratoft, 
Lincolnshire. 

ii. ELIZABETH was baptised on 4 Aug 1799 at Cowbit, Lincolnshire.*’ She was buried on 22 
Dec 1800 at Cowbit, Lincolnshire; an infant. 

672. iii. JOHN was born in 1801 at Cowbit, Lincolnshire. He married Elizabeth Louth on 21 Oct 
1824 at Spilsby, Lincolnshire. He died in 1877. 

iv. JOSEPH was baptised on 30 Jan 1804 at Cowbit, Lincolnshire.’ 

v. MARTHA was baptised on 22 Dec 1805 at Cowbit, Lincolnshire.’ The Stamford Mercury of 
Friday 22 June 1827 reported that: "Martha Allis, servant in husbandry, is committed to the 
house of correction at Skirbeck Quarter for a month, for absenting herself from her master’s 
service". 

Martha married John Proctor Cook at Freiston on the 13 November 1828. She secondly 
married William Pickwell on 15 May 1838 at Boston. They are seen in the 1851 and 1861 
census where William was a master tailor and Martha also confirms her birthplace as 
Cubbit. She was buried at Freiston, Lincolnshire on the 26 April 1869 and was said to be 
65 years old. 

673. vi. CHARLES was baptised on 11 Oct 1807 at Cowbit, Lincolnshire. He married Ann Ladner 
on 25 Sep 1836 at St Leonard’s, Shoreditch, Middlesex. He was buried on 24 Jul 1886 at 
Leake, Lincolnshire. 

vii. MARY was baptised on 30 Apr 1809 at Cowbit, Lincolnshire.’ She was buried on 10 Jun 
1819 at Toynton All Saints, Lincolnshire at the age of 10 years. She was living at Leake.‘ 

viii. ELIZABETH was baptised in Jun 1810 at Cowbit, Lincolnshire. The day does not appear to 
be entered in the register, or is extremely faint.’ 

ix. THOMAS was baptised on 7 Jan 1812 at Cowbit, Lincolnshire.* He was buried on 25 Sep 
1834 at Toynton All Saints, Lincolnshire at age 24, and his abode was recorded as 
Boston.° He was a witness to his sister Martha’s wedding in 1828. 

x. ISAAC was baptised on 2 Oct 1814 at Cowbit, Lincolnshire.* He was buried on 6 Feb 1815 
at Cowbit, Lincolnshire.’ 


Children of John and Catherine 


671. WILLIAM ALLIS was baptised on 15 Oct 1797 at Cowbit, Lincolnshire [as Allice].? He married Rebecca 
Louth on 3 Jun 1824 at Bratoft, Lincolnshire. The witnesses were John Allis and Elizabeth Smith. This is 
believed to be his brother and the sister of Rebecca. Both signed and both were single. 

Many genealogies show Rebecca's maiden name to be Lehman which includes an article from a 1989 
history of Cass County, Nebraska. However, this does not match up with the parish register.* 

He was buried on 17 May 1855 at Bratoft, Lincolnshire aged of 58.’ 


Rebecca pre-deceased him in 1849 at the age of 48. 

An interesting notice in a newspaper appeared in the Stamford Mercury in 1842: 

NEW LEAK, July 29 1842. [WILLIAM ALLISS, farmer, hereby give Notice that I will not be answerable for any 
Debt or Debts which my Wife, Rebecca Allis, may contract after this date. WILLIAM ALLISS. 

Witness, Richd. Sexty."” 


Children of William Allis and Rebecca Louth were as follows: 
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i. JOSEPH was baptised on 27 Mar 1825 at Bratoft, Lincolnshire." He was buried on 22 Jun 
1825 at Bratoft, Lincolnshire.” 
674. ii. CAROLINE was baptised on 11 Jun 1826 at Bratoft, Lincolnshire. She married Joseph 
Leesley in 1846 at Lincolnshire. She died on 2 Aug 1881 at Plattsmouth, Nebraska. 

iii. ELIKA was baptised on 15 Jul 1827 at Midville, Lincolnshire.“ He was buried on 21 Feb 
1836 at Toynton All Saints, Lincolnshire. The Stamford Mercury of Friday 26 February 
1836 reported: On Saturday, an inquest was held in the East Fen, before C. Mastin, Gent, 
coroner, on the body of Elika Allis aged 8 years, son of Mr. Wm. Allis, farmer, who went to meet 
the servant man coming from plough, and was lifted upon one of the horses, when the animal set 
off at speed the child fell off, and his leg becoming entangled in the traces, he was dragged home, 
where the poor little fellow, after giving a gasp or two, expired. — Verdict, accidental death.” 

iv. ELIZABETH ANN was baptised on 26 Oct 1828 at Toynton All Saints, Lincolnshire but was 
from Leake. She married Edward Greene Oliver on 5 Jan 1855 at Old Leake, 
Lincolnshire by licence. Edward was 25 and a butcher from Leake. Elizabeth was 26." 
Elizabeth and Edward moved to the USA finally living at Plattsmouth, Nebraska with 
her sister Caroline. 

v. JOHN EDWARD was born circa 1831 at Leake, Lincolnshire. 
John disappears after the 1851 census but there was a burial recorded at Plattsmouth, 
Nebraska for a John E. Allis born in England 1830. As two of his sisters married and 
moved to Plattsmouth this could well be him although no other corroborating 
documents have been found. The burial was at Plattsmouth in 1894 (from 
Findagrave.com) and his wife Eliza was also buried there a year later. 
In the 1885 census of Nebraska was the family of John E. Allis and his wife Eliza who 
were both born in England. There was also their son William B. Allis born c 1862 in 
Illinois. No marriage or birth records have been found. 

vi. REBECCA was baptised on 5 May 1833 at Toynton All Saints, Lincolnshire.” She was 
buried on 9 Jun 1836 at Toynton All Saints, Lincolnshire.” 

vii. HARRIET was baptised on 19 Jul 1835 at Toynton All Saints, Lincolnshire.” She married 
Hildred Eno on 2 Sep 1857 at Sibsey, Lincolnshire.” 

He was about 26 years older than Harriet and was the landlord of the Monson's arms 
inn at Anton's Gowt. He died in September 1859. Harriet died in 1894. 


672. JOHN ALLIS was born in 1801 at Cowbit, Lincolnshire. He married Elizabeth Louth on 21 Oct 1824 at 
Spilsby, Lincolnshire. Elizabeth married as Smith being the widow of Edward Smith, a baker of Spilsby. A 
newspaper notice of the marriage reported it as her third marriage in six years having been married 
initially to Samuel Hill. This marriage showed her maiden name to be Louth and she was a sister to 
Rebecca Louth who married William Allis.”‘ John died in 1877. 


There is no record of John's birth or baptism but it is inferred from his age given when he died and the 
census returns. In the 1861 census his birthplace looks like Covit (or Covel) which seems likely to be a 
badly heard Cubbit by the census enumerator. At other times he gives it as Deeping (which is close to 
Cowbit) and there is a gap in the parish register for Cowbit between 1801 and 1804. 

It seems therefore most likely that he is one of the Cowbit family as he is living in the same area around 
Toynton and Midville as his brothers William and Charles, but giving a birthplace near to Cowbit. He 
appeared as a witness at William’s wedding (there are few other candidates for that John Allis) and he 
married Elizabeth Louth, the sister of Rebecca Louth, William’s wife. 


Children of John Allis and Elizabeth Louth were as follows: 

i. JOHN was baptised on 5 Dec 1829 at Toynton All Saints, Lincolnshire.” He enlisted in the 
army in 1852 aged 22 and died in 1855 at Balaklava of wounds received (in the Crimean 
war). His father was shown as John Allis of Toynton. When he enlisted he was a miller, 
and in the 1851 census John was a journeyman miller at Low Road, Friskney. 

ii. JOSEPH was baptised on 7 Jun 1835 at Midville, Lincolnshire. They were living at 
Benington (allotment assumed).” He was living with John and Elizabeth in 1851 after 
which nothing more is known. 
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673. CHARLES ALLIS was baptised on 11 Oct 1807 at Cowbit, Lincolnshire.’ He married Ann Ladner on 25 
Sep 1836 at St Leonard’s, Shoreditch, Middlesex. The signature in the parish register matches the signature 
Charles made on his army discharge papers.” He was buried on 24 Jul 1886 at Leake, Lincolnshire aged 
7a? 

Charles was born in 1807. At the age of 20 he joined the army on the 25th December 1827 as a private in the 
Coldstream regiment of foot guards. His place of birth was given as Cubwit which is assumed to be 
Cowbit (Cubbit is an alternative to Cowbit). 

He was discharged as medically unfit in 1837 due to poor health with a chest infection. 

On leaving the army he was described as 5'9 ¥2" tall, with dark brown hair, hazel eyes, and a fresh 
complexion. He was also said to have been a good soldier. 


By the 1841 census at Toynton they had two children, Mary born about 1835, and Charles in 1838. The 
place of their marriage in east London and then the birth of their first child is consistent with the barracks 
near the tower of London, while later it is consistent with the barracks in central London. The main 
purpose of the Foot Guards was to guard the royal family in their residences at Buckingham House (which 
became Buckingham Palace in the 1830s), St James's Palace and Windsor Castle and also to provide a 
guard at the Tower of London. 


In 1851 he was sentenced to a years imprisonment for stealing a sheep, and at that time his wife was 
shown in the census as a pauper. It appears that around this time there was a scarcity of work which 
caused some people to emigrate and others to go hungry. 


Children of Charles Allis and Ann Ladner were as follows: 
i. MARY was born circa 1835 in Middlesex. 
675. ii. CHARLES was born on 19 Mar 1838 at Westminster, London. He married Mary Ann 
Gooderson on 21 Sep 1858 at Leake, Lincolnshire. He died on 29 Feb 1920 at Owen 
Sound, Ontario, Canada, aged 81. 
iii. ELIZA was baptised on 24 Apr 1842 at Spilsby, Lincolnshire.” She was buried on 20 Jul 
1852 at Old Leake, Lincolnshire.” 
iv. ISAAC was baptised on 28 Jul 1844 at Leake, Lincolnshire.* 
In 1861 Isaac was at Wrangle at the age of 16 and a servant to Joseph Lilley, a farmer at 
Wrangle bank. It is believed that he moved to Yorkshire and thereafter used the name 
ELLIS. It is thought that he married Hannah, as a suitable couple are seen in the 1871 
census at Sculcoates, and again in 1881 at Barton on Humber. 
v. GEORGE was baptised on 19 Nov 1848 at Leake, Lincolnshire.” He died before 1854. 
vi. THOMAS was baptised on 3 Sep 1851 at Boston, Lincolnshire.* He was buried on 6 Apr 
1852 at Boston, Lincolnshire.” 
676. vii. GEORGE was baptised on 10 Dec 1854 at Old Leake, Lincolnshire. He married Harriet 
Anne Kew in 1876. He died in 1934.

674. CAROLINE ALLIS was baptised on 11 Jun 1826 at Bratoft, Lincolnshire.” She married Joseph Leesley 
during 1846 in Lincolnshire.* She died on 2 Aug 1881 at Plattsmouth, Nebraska, USA aged 55 according to 
a pedigree held at the SoG in London. Caroline and Joseph moved to the USA via Canada and are seen in 
the 1880 US census. Her sister Elizabeth and brother John also moved to Plattsmouth, Nebraska. 


Children of Caroline Allis and Joseph Leesley were as follows: 
i. WILLIAM was born circa 1849. 
ii. JOHN was born in Sep 1850.

675. CHARLES ALLIS was born on 19 Mar 1838 at Westminster, London™ and was baptised on 15 Apr 1838 
at Westminster, London.* He married Mary Ann Gooderson on 21 Sep 1858 at Leake, Lincolnshire.** He 
died on 29 Feb 1920 at Owen Sound, Ontario, Canada, aged 81 but where his age was said to be 90.” 

In 1871 Charles, Mary and Charles junior were living at Northlands just north of Sibsey at the grocer’s 
where Charles was the shopkeeper. 

In 1881 they were included in the census of Canada at Brampton, Ontario (now an outlying suburb of 
Toronto) where Charles was a fish dealer. 

By 1891 they had moved north to Arran, Ontario and both Charles senior and junior were market 
gardeners. Charles junior was also now married to Mary and they had a son, George age 1. 

They became Canadian citizens sometime before 1901. 


When Charles died his date of birth was given as the 18 March and place of birth was London, England. 

In different years for the census of Canada his year of birth changed considerably. He was a fish dealer and 
farmer at various times. He and Mary moved to Ontario, Canada around 1880 with their son Charles and 
even when Charles junior married the families lived together. 


Children of Charles Allis and Mary Ann Gooderson were: 
677. i. CHARLES THOMAS was baptised on 24 Jan 1864 at Boston, Lincolnshire. He married Mary 
Boomer on 13 Aug 1889 at Invermay, Ontario. He secondly married Mary Elizabeth 
Bruce on 24 Feb 1914 at Chatsworth, Ontario. He died on 1 Jul 1938 at Owen Sound, 
Ontario, aged 74. 


676. GEORGE ALLIS was baptised on 10 Dec 1854 at Old Leake, Lincolnshire.** He married Harriet Anne 
Kew in 1876.” He died in 1934. George was a blacksmith and engine driver. 

A notice in the Grantham Journal of 14 July 1934 records: 

“BOTTESFORD. The Death has occurred at Melton Mowbray of a respected resident of many years’ standing in the 
person of Mr. George Alliss, who resided in Huthwaite's lane, Easthorpe, for a lengthy period. A conscientious and 
competent workman, he was interested in his work, and gave of his best to those who employed him. For a long time 
he was engine driver with the threshing tackle formerly owned by Messrs. Hickson, and later was employed on the 
roads. His wife pre-deceased him, as also did his children one of his sons being killed in the Great War. The funeral 
took place in the Churchyard on Monday.” 


Children of George Allis and Harriet Anne Kew were as follows: 
i. GEORGE was born in 1878 at Haddon, Huntingdonshire.” 
678. ii. CHARLES was baptised on 9 Apr 1884 at Eastville, Lincolnshire. He married Emily 
Hutchinson in 1905. He died on 28 Sep 1917 aged 33. 
iii. JIM was born in 1896 at Easthorpe, Leicestershire.” He was baptised on 27 Jul 1898 at 
Bottesford, Leicestershire.** He was buried on 7 Feb 1914 at Bottesford, Leicestershire; 
age 17.*

677. CHARLES THOMAS ALLIS was baptised on 24 Jan 1864 at Boston, Lincolnshire.* He married Mary 
Boomer on 13 Aug 1889 at Invermay, Ontario.” He secondly married Mary Elizabeth Bruce on 24 Feb 1914 
at Chatsworth, Ontario.” He died on 1 Jul 1938 at Owen Sound, Ontario, Canada aged 74.” 


Charles lived with or alongside his parents most of his life having labouring and gardening jobs. 


He first married Mary in 1889 who died from pneumonia in 1904. He secondly married Mary Adams (nee 
Bruce), a widow. 
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Mary Bruce had an interesting history. She married Robert Adams in 1894. When she married Charles in 
1914 she said she was widowed but Robert Adams died in an accident two years later in 1916. In 1917 she 
married again to William Barnett again saying she was a widow, which accounts for why she is not seen in 
the 1921 census with Charles. In each case she listed her birthplace as Edinburgh, Scotland and her mother 
as Elizabeth Black. 


On his death certificate his date of birth was the 26 December but his age is given as 80 years and 6 
months. His mother's maiden name was unknown and his place of birth was given as London which was 
incorrect but consistent with his father's place of birth. The informant was Mrs Bert Cook (daughter)[Lily]. 


In almost every official record for birth dates they gave a different year but in general the records of the 
family are correct and show that it is the same family in each case. 


Children of Charles Thomas Allis and Mary Boomer were as follows: 
i. GEORGE was born on 6 Aug 1890 in Ontario Canada.“ 
ii. ANNIE was born on 6 May 1894 at Tara, Ontario.“ She married Ernest Clackett on 7 May 
1918 at Chatsworth, Ontario, Canada.” 
iii. LILLY was born on 26 Nov 1896 at Arran, Ontario, Canada.”“* She married Britton Cook 
on 24 Apr 1916 at Chatsworth, Ontario.” 
iv. ELIZABETH JEAN was born on 13 May 1900 at Tara, Ontario, Canada.*”’ She married 
Joseph John Myiow on 23 Feb 1916 at Owen Sound, Ontario.” 
On their marriage certificate is a stamp showing they divorced on 29 Sep 1952. 


There was no issue of Charles Thomas Allis and Mary Elizabeth Bruce.

Service Number 203184, Died 28/09/1917, Aged 32 of the 5th Bn. Yorkshire Regiment. The son of George and Annie 
Alliss, of Easthorpe, Bottesford, Notts; husband of Emily Alliss, of Redmile, Nottingham.* 


Children of Charles Allis and Emily Hutchinson were as follows:

Where William came from is unknown but the best candidate was baptised at Hameringham in 1772, the 


son of John and Elizabeth Fenwick. They moved from the Sleaford area to the east fen. 


This family line mostly went to Canada and the United States except for George and Mary Brackenbury 
who are shown in a separate section.

William was a farmer. He left a will in which he bequeathed to his grandsons John (assumed to be 1821- 
1859, reference 651) and Emmanuel, and the remainder to his son John. The will (LCC Wills/1843/4) was 
viewed at Lincoln archives 25 October 2016.’ 

Ann died in July 1834 and was buried at Midville.

681. i. JOHN was baptised on 21 Jul 1796 at Ewerby, Lincolnshire. He married Elizabeth Dunn 
on 9 Mar 1818 at Boston, Lincolnshire.

681. JOHN ALLIS was baptised on 21 Jul 1796 at Ewerby, Lincolnshire.* He married Elizabeth Dunn on 9 
Mar 1818 at Boston, Lincolnshire; John was then from Butterwick. He signed the register but Elizabeth 
made her mark.* 

He died on 5 March 1853 and was buried on the 12 March 1853 at Friskney. There was an inquest into his 
death (see below). 


John Allis of Butterwick Allotments in the 1851 census gave his age as 50 and birthplace as Sleaford (only a 
couple of miles from Ewerby). When he died in 1853 his age was said to be 58. John born to William and 
Ann is the only candidate so far for this John. 

A report, “sudden death of a farmer” in the Lincolnshire Chronicle, 18 March 1853 (page 3, column 6) gave 
details of the inquest into his unexpected death. Also in the report it was said that he had been separated 
from his wife for a number of years (she was living in Boston) and he had been living with his 
housekeeper Jane Baumber for about 20 years with whom he had four children. 

He wrote his will in 1850 which left his estate to Jane and her children. 

The four children when they married used the name Baumber and only one, John, gave his father's name 
as John Alliss. When Richard Baumber married his father's name was said to be Hallis Baumber. 

On Sarah and George's marriages he was just John Baumber. 


In 1851 Elizabeth was the head of the household at Hospital Bridge at Skirbeck. She was 54 years old and 
from Bennington. Dated 28 September 1853, there was a removal order for Elizabeth Allis, a widow, to be 
removed from Skirbeck to Friskney. She died on 25 November 1853 due to marasmus (six months) which 
is acute malnutrition. It appears as if she was unable to support herself after John died. 


Children of John Allis and Elizabeth Dunn were as follows:

Needham on 28 Sep 1873 at Coldwater, Michigan, United States.* He died on 2 Dec 1930 at Bellwood, 
Nebraska, United States. 


In 1851 Elisha was included in the census at Freiston, Lincolnshire with his mother and father. 

He grew up in Canada and Michigan but had moved to Nebraska in the US by 1874 with his wife Mary 
which was where all their children were born. They were still living in Nebraska in 1900 but had acquired 
Canadian citizenship by 1902, and in 1911 he and Mary were retired and living at Weyburn, Saskatchewan. 
He appeared to have been mostly known as Elisha although his full name was first seen from a border 
crossing at Portal, North Dakota in 1923. He was then living at Weyburn, Saskatchewan in Canada, was 73 
years old, and visiting his son Melvin at Coldwater, Michigan. 

Melvin died at Bellwood, Nebraska in 1930 and Mary two years later, so it is supposed that they moved 
back to the USA to live with one of the children later in life.
